AN ACT 

To authorize and empower The Courts of County Commissioners of Cle¬ 
burne County, Alabama, to expend County Funds not exceeding $1000.00 
per annum for purposes not otherwise provided by law. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section One: That the Court of County Commissioners of Cle¬ 
burne County, Alabama, be and they are authorized and empow¬ 
ered to appropriate out of any monies in the County Treasury, not 
otherwise appropriated, and to expend not exceeding the sum of 
$1000.00 per annum for any purpose, not otherwise provided for 
by law, that in their judgment are worthy and for the best interest 
of the County, the fund hereby authorized to be known as the 
“Contingent Fund.” Provided, however, the expenditures herein 
provided shall first be authorized by the governing body of the 
County in a Resolution spread upon its minutes. 

Section Two: That, under the provisions of Section One not 
more than $1000.00 shall be appropriated and expended in any one 
year and should any sum or sums remain unexpended in said fund 
at the end of the year only so much shall be appropriated for the 
next succeeding year as will together with the sum so remaining un¬ 
expended bring the Contingent Fund up to the sum of $1000.00. 

Section Three: That this Act shall become effective imme¬ 
diately upon its passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To Amend an Act Entitled an Act to fix the salary of the Judge of Probate of 
Montgomery County, Alabama, and to regulate the payment of same, and 
to provide for the selection of clerical help and other assistance to said 
Judge of Probate, and the manner of fixing their compensation and pay¬ 
ing the same, and to provide rules and regulations for the payment and 
conduct of such Judge of Probate, and to provide for an ex-officio clerk 
of the Board of Registrars, and to require said Judge of Probate to pay 
into the County Treasury of said County, all costs and charges of courts, 
fees and commissions authorized by law to be collected by said Judge of 
Probate as other moneys belonging to said county are paid. Approved 
June 10th, 1943. That the Act entitled An Act: “To fix the salary of the 
Judge of Probate of Montgomery County, Alabama, and to regulate the 
payment of same, and to provide for the selection of clerical help and other 
assistance to said Judge of Probate, and the manner of fixing their com¬ 
pensation and paying the same, and to provide rules and regulations for 
the payment and conduct of such Judge of Probate, and to provide for an 
ex-officio clerk of the Board of Registrars, and to require said Judge of 
Probate to pay into the County Treasury of said County all costs and 
charges of courts, fees and commissions authorized by law to be collected 
by said Judge of Probate as other moneys belonging to said county are 
paid, approved June 10, 1943,” be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the salary of the Judge of Probate of Mont¬ 
gomery County, Alabama, shall be six thousand dollars, per an¬ 
num, and an allowance for office help as follows: One chief clerk 
at Thirty-nine hundred dollars per annum, three clerks at twenty- 
four hundred dollars per annum each, seven clerks at eighteen hun¬ 
dred dollars per annum each, and one of said clerks, in addition to 
the other duties, shall be ex-officio Clerk of the Board of Reg¬ 
istrars, which clerk will be designated by the Judge of Probate, 
and fifteen hundred dollars per annum for other expenses and clerk 
hire to be paid out on warrant by the Board of Revenue on proper 
certificates of said Judge of Probate, and the further sum of Twelve 
Hundred Dollars, as ex-officio services and other contingencies 
to be paid to said Judge of Probate in equal monthly installments 
out of the general funds of said County. 

Section 2. That said Judge of Probate shall pay into the County 
Treasury of said County, all costs, charges of courts, fees and com¬ 
missions authorized by law, or which may hereafter be authorized 
by law to be collected by said Judge of Probate as other moneys 
belonging to said county are paid. The Courts of County Commis¬ 
sioners, Board of Revenue and other courts of like jurisdiction 
shall have the power and authority to audit the account of said 
Judge of Probate. 

Section 3. That all compensations and salaries of the Judge of 
Probate mentioned in this Act, and all allowances provided for ex- 
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penses, and other assistance shall be paid out of the general fund 
of the County in monthly installments. 

Section 4. That the premiums on said Judge of Probate’s bond 
and the bonds of his clerks shall be paid out of the general funds 
of said county. 

Section 5. That all laws and parts of laws, general, local or 
special in conflict with the provisions of this Act, be and the same 
are hereby repealed. 

Section 6. That this Act shall be effective immediately upon 
its approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

AN ACT 

To Amend Section Three Of An Act Entitled “An Act To Provide For The 
Election Of The County Superintendent of Education of Franklin Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, And To Fix His Term Of Office, To Prescribe His Salary 
And The Manner Of Payment, To Define His Qualifications, Powers 
And Duties, And To Provide For A Special Election To Be Held To 
Elect Such County Superintendent Of Education Under This Act, And 
To Provide For The Election Of His Successor In Office,” Approved 
Sept. 24th, 1923 (Local Acts 1923, Pages 222 to 224 Inclusive).' 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 3 of an Act entitled “An Act to provide 
for the election of the County Superintendent of Education of 
Franklin County, Alabama, and to fix his term of office, to pre¬ 
scribe his salary and the manner of payment, to define his qualifi¬ 
cations, powers and duties, and to elect such County Superinten¬ 
dent of Education under this Act, and to provide for the election 
of his successor in office/’ Approved Sept. 24th, 1923 (Local Acts 
1923, pages 222 to 224 inclusive) be, and the same is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: Section 3. That the salary of 
the County Superintendent of Education of Franklin County shall 
be fixed by the County Board of Education in an amount that the 
said Board may deem proper and ample and which salary shall be 
paid in the same manner and way as now provided under the Gen¬ 
eral Laws of the State of Alabama, for the payment of County 
Superintendent of Education in the several counties of Alabama, 
provided, however, that the salary shall not be increased or de¬ 
creased during the term of office. 

Section 2. That all laws, general, special or local, in conflict 
herewith, be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This Act shall become effective on its approval by 
the Governor, or otherwise become a law.

To amend Section 3 of an Act entitled “An Act to provide for the election 
of a county superintendent of education of Randolph County, Alabama, 
by the qualified electors of said county, to prescribe the qualifications 
and duties of such officer, and the length of time he shall hold office 
and to fix Jiis compensation and to provide for the election of his suc¬ 
cessor in office,” approved July 28, 1927 (Local Acts of Alabama, 1927, 
No. 168, House Bill 458—Ware). 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 3 of an act of the Legislature of Ala¬ 
bama entitled “An Act to provide for the election of a county 
superintendent of education of Randolph County, Alabama, by the 
qualified electors of said county, to prescribe the qualifications 
and duties of such officer, and the length of time he shall hold 
office and to fix his compensation and to provide for the election 
of his successor in office, “approved July 28, 1927 (Local Acts 
Alabama 1927, No. 168, House Bill 458—Ware), be and the same 
is hereby amended to read as follows: “Section 3. That the salary 
of said county superintendent of education of Randolph County, 
Alabama, shall be fixed by the county board of education of Ran¬ 
dolph County, Alabama, which salary shall be paid in the same 
way and manner as is now provided under the general laws of the 
State of Alabama for the payment of the county superintendent of 
education in the several counties of the State.”

AN ACT 

To fix the compensation or salary to be paid the Judge of Probate of Houston 
County, Alabama, and to regulate the payment of the same; to provide 
for the compensation of clerks, deputies, clerical assistants and other 
expenses in the Probate Office of Houston County, Alabama, and to re¬ 
quire said Judge of Probate to collect all the fees, compensation, and 
allowances heretofore or hereafter collected by said Judge of Probate 
and to pay same into the County Treasury of Houston County; to pro¬ 
vide for the payment of the salary or compensation of said Judge of 
Probate and the clerks, deputies and other clerical assistants, and other 
office expenses, out of the funds of Houston County, and to provide rules 
and regulations for the management and operation of such office made 
necessary by changing the method and basis of compensation of such 
Judge of Probate, to prohibit rebates of compensation allowed for clerks, 
deputies and clerical assistants, and to provide the punishment therefor, 
and to prescribe when this act shall go into effect. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the salary or compensation of the Judge of 
Probate of Houston County, Alabama, shall be Six thousand 
($6,000.00) dollars per year, and the said Six thousand ($6,000.00) 
dollars annual salary or compensation shall be paid out of the 
County Treasury of Houston County, in equal monthly install¬ 
ments at the end of each month, upon warrants drawn in the same 
manner as employees of Houston County are paid. 

Section 2. That when this Act goes into effect said Judge of 
Probate shall continue to collect all legal charges, costs, fees, com¬ 
pensation and allowances, heretofore or hereafter authorized to be 
collected by him and shall pay same into the County Treasury on 
the first Monday of each month thereafter. 

Section 3. The Board of Revenue or like governing body is re¬ 
quired, authorized, and empowered to provide sufficient clerks, 
deputies, and other assistants to the said Judge of Probate, but 
the said Judge of Probate shall select said Clerks, deputies and 
other assistants and the number and salaries of said Clerks, depu¬ 
ties and other assistants shall be as follows: One Chief Clerk at 
$2700.00 per annum, Three clerks at $1800.00 per annum, One 
Clerk at $1200.00 per annum, and such further extra clerks, depu¬ 
ties & other assistants as may be necessary but whose combined 
salaries shall not exceed the sum of $500.00 per annum. The said 
Judge of Probate shall have the right to discharge said clerks, 
deputies and assistants at will, and the salaries or compensation of 
said clerks, deputies and assistants shall be paid in equal monthly 
installments out of the general funds of Houston County upon sep¬ 
arate warrants dra^yn in the same manner as other employees of 
Houston County are paid. 

Section 4. The Board of Revenue or like governing body of 
Houston County shall provide said Judge of Probate with the 
necessary quarters, books stationery, office equipment, supplies, 
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files, furniture, typewriters, adding machines, postage and other 
conveniences and equipment necessary for the proper and efficient 
conducting and handling of the affairs of said office. 

Section 5. The salary or compensation herein fixed shall be 
in lieu of all fees, compensation, and allowances heretofore allowed 
and paid to said Judge of Probate of said Houston County, Ala¬ 
bama, and said Judge of Probate shall not receive any compensa¬ 
tion or allowances for his services as Chairman member of the 
Board of Revenue, or like governing body, of Houston County, 
or Judge of the County Court of Houston County, or for any such 
further, Ex Officio services so rendered by him. 

Section 6. That all laws and parts of laws, both general and 
local, as applied to Houston County, Alabama, in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act, be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. It shall be unlawful for said Judge of Probate to 
receive by rebate or otherwise, any compensation allowed herein 
for clerks, deputies, clerical assistants and other expenses in his 
said office, and should he violate the terms and provisions hereof, 
he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and punished by a fine of not 
less than one hundred dollars nor more than one thousand dollars. 

Section 8. The provisions of this Act shall become effective 
from and after the last day of the present term of the Judge of 
Probate of Houston County, Alabama, and after the approval 
hereof by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To fix the compensation, salaries and allowances to be paid the Sheriff of 
Houston County, Alabama, to regulate the office of said Sheriff and to 
provide for deputies and other assistants to said Sheriff and the selection 
and appointment thereof, and the manner of fixing their compensation 
and to provide for paying the same, to provide for the Board of Reve¬ 
nue to authorize additional deputies in an emergency and upon the re¬ 
quest of the Sheriff and to fix their compensation, and to provide for the 
payment of premiums of the bonds of the Sheriff and deputies and to 
authorize and empower and require the Board of Revenue of Houston 
County, or other body of like jurisdiction to provide and furnish the said 
Sheriff with necessary quarters, books, stationery, and other necessities 
and conveniences to said Sheriff of Houston County, to prohibit rebates 
of compensation allowed for deputies, clerical assistants and other ex¬ 
penses in said office and to provide the punishment therefor, and to 
prescribe when this act shall go into effect. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature: 

Section 1. That the Sheriff of Houston County, Alabama, shall 
receive and be paid an annual salary of $4800.00, in lieu of other 
compensation, fees and emoluments, except as otherwise herein¬ 
after provided for in this Act. The said Sheriff shall be allowed 
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the sum of $10,200.00 per annum for help and assistants as follows: 
One Chief Deputy at $2400.00 per annum; One deputy at $1800.00 
per annum; One deputy at $1500.00 per annum; Two deputies who 
shall also serve as jailors at $1500.00 per annum; and one Book¬ 
keeper at $1500.00 per annum. The Sheriff of Houston Countv 
shall further be allowed his necessary expenses in apprehending 
and returning prisoners from other States, up to and including 
$400.00 per annum; said expense money to be paid on requisition 
filed with and approved by the Board of Revenue of Houston 
County, Alabama. All payments as provided for in this Act shall 
be paid out of the general funds of Houston County, in equal 
monthly installments, at the end of each month, upon separate 
warrants drawn in the same manner as employees of Houston 
County are paid. The selection and appointment of said deputies, 
jailors and bookkeeper shall be made by the Sheriff of Houston 
County, and they shall serve only at his pleasure. 

Section 2. That in the event the bond of the Sheriff or any 
deputy in Houston County shall be extended by a Guaranty, 
Surety or Bonding Company as surety, the annual premiums of 
such bonds shall be paid by the Board of Revenue of Houston 
County out of the general funds of said County. 

Section 3. That in Houston County, the Board of Revenue, or 
other body of like jurisdiction, is hereby authorized, empowered 
and required to provide the Sheriff of said County with necessary 
quarters, books, stationery, and other necessities and conveniences, 
including automobile transportation and cooks, necessary to the 
proper operation of said office and is hereby authorized, empow¬ 
ered, and required to pay for the same out of the general funds of 
Houston County. 

Section 4. That the Board of Revenue of Houston County, or 
body of like jurisdiction, is hereby authorized, empowered and re¬ 
quired to pay out of the general funds of said County the compen¬ 
sation and salary of said Sheriff as provided in Section One of this 
Act and all allowances for Deputies and other assistants as pro¬ 
vided in said Section One of this Act, said payment to be made in 
monthly installments. 

Section 5: That the Sheriff of Houston County shall pay into 
the County Treasury of said County on the first Monday in each 
month all costs, charges of courts, fees and commissions including 
allowances for feeding prisoners, now or that may hereafter be 
authorized by law to be collected by said Sheriff. The Board of 
Revenue of Houston County, or court of like jurisdiction, shall 
have the power and authority and it shall be their duty to audit the 
accounts of said Sheriff for the purpose of requiring a strict com¬ 
pliance with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 6: That, when in the opinion of the Board of Revenue 
of Houston County, Alabama, and the Sheriff there exists an 
emergency necessitating additional Deputies for the period of the

emergency then the Sheriff shall file with said Board of Revenue 
a request for the number of additional Deputies that may be neces¬ 
sary and the Board of Revenue may authorize such additional 
Deputies as in its discretion may be necessary and said Board of 
Revenue may fix the compensation of such Deputies, shall require 
that they be bonded and the compensation as fixed by the Board of 
Revenue together with their bond and premiums shall be paid out 
of the general funds of the county, except, that in cases where said 
Deputies are requested by individuals or corporations for the 
protection of such individual or corporate property, said Board of 
Revenue may require such individual or corporation to pay the 
bond premiums and compensation of such Deputy. The selections 
and appointments of such additional Deputies shall be made by 
the Sheriff of Houston County, Alabama. 

Section 7: It shall be unlawful for said Sheriff to receive by 
rebate or otherwise any compensation allowed herein for deputies, 
jailors, bookkeepers and other expenses in his said office, and 
should he violate the terms and provisions hereof, he shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and punished by a fine of not less than $100.00 
nor more than $1000.00. 

Section 8: That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act, be and same are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 9: That this Act shall become effective from and after 
the last day of the present term of the Sheriff of Houston County, 
Alabama, and after the approval hereof by the Governor.

of Houston County, and the clerks, deputies and other clerical assistants

That an Act known as House Bill No. 992 passed by the Leg¬ 
islature of Alabama and approved September 27, 1923, establish- 
ing an Inferior Court in Precinct 3 of Houston County, Alabama, 
in lieu of all Justices of the Peace and Notaries Public with pow¬ 
ers of Justices of the Peace in said precinct to be known as Court 
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of Common Pleas of Dothan, Alabama, be and it is hereby amended 
by adding thereto Section XVI, Section XVII, Section XVIII and 
Section XIX as follows: 

Section XVI. In all criminal cases in said court where the case 
is nol prossed or where the defendant is discharged or where the 
defendant is sentenced to jail and does not pay the costs, the 
sheriff of Houston County, Alabama, shall be entitled to receive 
the same fees due to him in like cases in the Circuit Court for 
arrests, jail fees, approving bonds, and serving subpoenae; and 
said fees shall be paid to him out of the Inferior Court Fund of 
Houston County, Alabama, on a warrant to be drawn by the Judge 
of Probate of Houston County, Alabama, on said fund on proper 
proof by the sheriff that he has performed such services.

To abolish the Court of County Commissioners of Covington County, and to 
create a Court of Record to be called “The Board of Revenue of Cov¬ 
ington County,” consisting of a president, who shall be elected by the 
voters of the whole county, and four associate members, one of whom 
shall be elected from each district of the county, which the Act divides 
into four districts; to name the president and associate members of the 
board pending election, to provide for their election at the General Elec¬ 
tion in 1948, and every four years thereafter, and to fix their term of 
office, to prescribe the personal, political and geographical qualifications 
of the president and of each associate member of said board; to direct 
that vacancies on said board shall be filled by appointment of the Gov¬

county, shall be paid certain expenses; to provide that the president and 
each associate member of the Board, the clerk, the treasurer, road 
supervisor, and such other employees of the county as the board shall 
designate, shall give 3 bond, payable to the county, for the performance 
of their duties; to direct the payment of all premiums on bonds herein 
required; to determine^ and to authorize a determination from what 
county funds all salaries, compensations, wages, allowances and ex¬ 
penses, and bond premiums shall be paid; to fix the effective date of 
this act; and to provide a saving clause and that all laws or parts of 
laws in conflict with this Act be repealed. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. COURT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
ABOLISHED: That on the date this Act becomes effective the 
Court of County Commissioners in and for Covington County, as 
provided for in Act No. 20, Local Acts of 1919, Page 8, be and the 
same is hereby abolished and thereupon shall cease to exist. 

Section 2. BOARD OF REVENUE ESTABLISHED: That 
there is hereby established and created in and for Covington Coun- 
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ty, Alabama, a court of record to be known and called “The Board 
of Revenue of Covington County”, hereinafter to be cited and re¬ 
ferred to in this Act as the Board. 

Section 3. COUNTY DIVIDED INTO DISTRICTS: That 
for the purposes of this Act said county of Covington is hereby 
divided into four subdivisions, to be known as Districts, and to be 
numbered from 1 to 4, inclusive. District 1 shall embrace and be 
composed of beats numbered 3, 14, 4, 17, 8 and 23. District 2 shall 
embrace and be composed of beats 1, 20, 16, 2 and 21. District 3 
shall embrace and include beats 9, 22, 13, 7, 10 and 19. District 4 
shall embrace and include beats 12, 11, 6, 18, 15, and 5. If any 
beat is altered or changed or the boundaries increased or decreased, 
the district shall not be affected thereby but shall embrace and 
include such beat as altered, changed, increased or decreased. 

Section 4. MEMBERSHIP OF BOARD: The Board shall 
consist of a President and four associate members who shall be ap¬ 
pointed or elected and shall have such authority as hereinafter 
provided. 

Section 5. QUALIFICATIONS BY AREA: The President 
of said Board shall be elected from the County at large. Each 
district as established in section 3 hereof shall be entitled to a 
member on said Board, and each member shall be elected by the 
district in which he is a qualified elector. The President may be 
a resident and qualified elector of any district. 

Section 6. PERSONAL AND POLITICAL QUALIFICA¬ 
TIONS : The President of the Board shall not be under the age 
of 25 on the date of the general election for such office and shall 
be a qualified elector of the county. Each associate member shall 
be a qualified elector and resident of the district from which he 
is elected 

Section 7. ELECTION AND ASSUMPTION OF OFFICE: 
The President and Associate members of said Board shall be 
elected at the general election to be held in 1948, and every four 
years thereafter, in the manner now or hereafter provided under 
the general laws of Alabama for the election of county governing 
bodies, and shall take office on the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January next succeeding their election. 

Section 8. TERM OF OFFICE: The President and associate 
members so elected shall hold office for a period of four years from 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next suc¬ 
ceeding their election, and until their successors are elected and 


q Section 9. MEMBERSHIP PENDING ELECTION: That 
pending the election of 1948 as provided herein, the President and 
members of said Board shall be the same persons now constituting 
the membership of the Court of County Commissioners herein 
abolished, namely, President: J. Frank Davis, District 1: R. S. 
Jeffcoat District 2: John J. Tisdale, District 3: E. M. Cannon, 
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District 4: J. Holland Hogg, all of whom shall hold office until 
their successors are elected and qualified. 

Section 10. VACANCIES—HOW FILLED: Should any 
vacancy occur in the Presidency or associate membership of said 
Board, the same shall be filled by appointment of the Governor 
who shall be governed by the provisions of section 5 and 6 hereof. 
Such appointment shall be for the unexpired term of the officer 
whose office is vacant, and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 

Section 11. COMPENSATION: The President and associate 
members of said Board shall each receive an annual salary in the 
sum of $2,400.00, payable in equal monthly installments of $200.00, 
by warrant issued by the Board and signed by the President. Such 
salary shall be paid from the general fund or from the tax levied 
by the state on gasoline and other motor fuels and oils or by ap¬ 
portionment thereto as said Board from time to time may de¬ 
termine. 

Section 12. ADDITIONAL ALLOWANCES: No other com¬ 
pensation or allowances other than that provided in Section 11 
hereof shall be paid to said President and associate members, ex¬ 
cept that they, the Clerk, County Road Supervisor, and other 
employees shall be reimbursed lodging, meals, and transportation, 
not to exceed 5c per mile, while out of the county on official busi¬ 
ness at the direction of the Board and attending meetings or con¬ 
ventions pertinent to county affairs or programs. Such allowances 
to be paid out of any funds the Board may be lawfully authorized 
so to do. 

Section 13. BONDS OF BOARD MEMBERS: Before en¬ 
tering upon the duties of his office, the President and each associate 
member of the board shall each give bond in the sum of $3,000.00, 
with some bonding company authorized to do business in Ala¬ 
bama as surety, which shall be payable to Covington County, 
approved by the Probate Judge and filed in his office, and condi¬ 
tioned that the principal thereof shall faithfully perform the duties 
of his office, or failing therein said bond shall be liable. Premiums 
on such bonds shall be payable from the general fund of the 
County. 

Section 14. DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT: The Presi¬ 
dent of the Board is hereby made the presiding officer of the Board, 
charged with the duty to preside at all the meetings of the Board, 
but with no right to vote except in case of a tie, in which event he 
shall cast the deciding vote. Such President, except as otherwise 
provided herein, shall have all the authority and is imposed with 
all the duties of a Probate Judge while acting under the general 
laws of Alabama as the presiding officer of a county governing 
body. 

Section 15. BOARD MEETING DATES AND PLACE: The 
regular meeting date of said Board shall be the second Monday in 
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each month. Special meetings may be called at any time by the 
President, or by three or more associate members who concur 
therefor. Such meetings shall be held in the Court house at Anda¬ 
lusia, Alabama, or at such other place in the County seat as said 
Board may designate at a regular meeting or at a special meeting 
at which a quorum is present as herein provided. Reasonable notice 
of such special meeting shall be given by registered mail, ad¬ 
dressed to the place of residence of the person entitled to receive 
the notice. If the President calls the meeting, he shall give such 
notice to all the associate members, but if three concurring as¬ 
sociate members call the meeting, one of their number shall give 
such registered notice to the fourth member and to the President. 
If all the associate members attend the meeting, no notice to any 
one of their number or to the President shall be required and may 
be held without waiting period. Any meeting held contrary to the 
provisions of this section shall be null and void. 

Section 16. QUORUM: The presence of the regular Presi¬ 
dent and three associate members, or three associate members 
without the regular President or the fourth associate member, shall 
constitute a quorum for any regular session. The presence of all 
the associate members at a special meeting called without notice 
shall constitute a quorum. The presence of three associate mem¬ 
bers and the regular President at a special meeting after notice as 
provided in Section 15 hereof shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 17. PRESIDENT PRO TEMPORE: At the first or 
any subsequent meeting of said Board, a President pro tempore of 
said Board shall be elected by said Board. He shall serve at the 
pleasure of said Board. 

Section 18. DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT PRO TEM¬ 
PORE : The President pro tempore of said Board shall be and he 
is hereby authorized and empowered, except as otherwise provided 
herein for the regular President, to perform all the duties imposed 
by law upon the regular President of said Board, but only during 
the absence of the regular President, whatever the cause of such 
absencp. Also he shall perform all such duties and those imposed 
on the regular President whenever a vacancy occurs and until such 
vacancy is filled. 

Section 19. MAJORITY VOTE: All business shall be valid 
if passed and approved by majority vote of the Board quorum 
prescribed in this Act. 

Section 20. DUTIES OF THE BOARD: Except as herein 
otherwise provided, said Board is hereby clothed and impressed 
with all the powers, duties, responsibilities and official rights that 
the general laws of Alabama now or may hereafter give and ap¬ 
point unto the county governing bodies of the State of Alabama. 

Section 21. INDIVIDUAL DUTIES OF ASSOCIATE 
MEMBERS: Except as herein otherwise provided, each member 
of the Board elected or appointed pursuant to the authority herein 
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contained is hereby constituted and appointed director and super¬ 
visor of all the public roads within the district which he represents, 
and he shall have the authority, with due recognition of the wage 
scale herein provided, to hire and discharge road crews, to super¬ 
vise, inspect, superintend, appoint and designate all public roads 
and bridges within his district and the work to be done thereon, 
and such authority shall be exclusive in such respect. Provided, 
however, that if the county hires and employs a county engineer 
or supervisor, then, during the period of such employment, the 
authority granted in this section is subordinated to the authority 
given by law to said county engineer or road supervisor. Each 
associate member, in the absence of an engineer or supervisor, 
shall file with the Clerk of the Board, at the time he takes office 
and on the first day of each October thereafter during his term, a 
complete inventory of the equipment and supplies in his district. 

Section 22. INDIVIDUAL DUTIES MAY BE WITH¬ 
DRAWN : Should a majority of the membership of the Board 
(not a majority of a quorum.) deem such action necessary from any 
cause, they may withdraw from the individual member of the 
Board the authority and power impressed by Section 21 hereof, and 
when such withdrawal is made, and until granted again, such au¬ 
thority shall be vested in the Board, or as it otherwise may de¬ 
termine, at any constituted meeting as herein provided. 

Section 23. ALLOCATION OF FUNDS: Said Board if it 
so desires may allocate to each district of said county a portion of 
the taxes and funds available or received for road and bridge pur¬ 
poses. Such allocation may be withdrawn at the pleasure of the 
Board. 

Section 24. ROAD ENGINEER OR SUPERVISOR: If the 
Board should be authorized lawfully to employ an engineer or 
supervisor for the roads of the entire county, such supervisor shall 
be subject to the jurisdiction of each Board member so far as the 
maintenance, appointment, designation and construction of roads 
and bridges within said member’s district are concerned, unless 
otherwise provided by law. 

Section 25. CONTRACTS, DEEDS AND CONVEYANCES: 
Any contract, deed or conveyance signed by the President of the 
Board, and witnessed by the Clerk of the Board, on orders of and 
at the direction of the Board, shall be valid and binding obligations 
of the County. Provided, further, that the President pro tempore 
may sign in lieu of the President in the absence of such President. 

Section 26. AIRPORT PROJECTS: The Board shall have 
power and authority, under conditions herein set forth, to appro¬ 
priate money from the general fund or from the gasoline fund for 
the construction and maintenance of any airport project within 
the county, and may participate in any such project sponsored by 
any incorporated town or city within the County, and in the pur¬ 
chase or lease of land therefor, provided and upon conditions that 
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the Board is given representation on any Board or committee 
named or selected for the purchase or lease of land therefor, or 
authorized and empowered to construct and maintain such project, 
and further, that any land acquired or leased for such project 
shall be leased or purchased with the County as joint lessee or 
owner. 

Section 27 . STATE OR NATIONAL ASSOCIATION 
DUES: The Board shall have power and authority, as a group 
or as individual members, to affiliate with any state or national 
organization fostering the improvement of county government and 
its physical properties, and it shall be the duty of said Board to 
pay the dues of such Board or the individuals thereof as members 
of such organizations. Such dues shall be paid out of such fund 
or funds as the Board may lawfully determine. 

Section 28. CLERK AND TREASURER: The Board shall 
forthwith appoint a Clerk, fix his salary, and prescribe his bond. 
Such Clerk shall perform such duties as may be required by the 
general laws of a Clerk of a county governing body, and shall 
perform such other duties as the Board may impose upon him. 
The Board may also name and designate a Treasurer as provided 
by Section 52, Title 12, Code of 1940, who may be the Clerk of the 
Board. Such appointees shall serve at the pleasure of the Board. 
Dual compensation may be provided for such dual services. The 
Clerk shall purchase a seal of office for the County. The salary 
may be paid from any fund the Board may designate. 

Section 29. DUTIES OF THE CLERK: It shall be the duty 
of the Clerk to attend the meetings of the Board and to issue all 
notices required by said Board or any member thereof. He shall 
under the direction of the'Board keep the minutes of the records 
and proceedings of said Board in well bound volumes (loose leaf 
authorized) kept for that purpose. Said records shall conform to 
the uniform accounting system of the state, kept in the office of 
said Board, and shall be open at all reasonable hours to the public 
and generally he shall do and perform such duties and matters as 
the Board may require of him. 

Section 30. BONDS AND PREMIUMS: The Board shall 
have the authority to prescribe a bond for any employee, including 
the Clerk, Treasurer, and general road Supervisor, the premiums 
for which shall be paid out of such fund of the county as the Board 
may lawfully direct. The bond shall be payable to the county, 
approved by the President, and shall be made by some surety 
company authorized to do business in Alabama. It shall be con¬ 
ditioned that the principal shall perform all the duties required by 
law. 

Section 31. CONTINGENT FUND: The Board is hereby 
authorized and empowered to appropriate annually out of any 
moneys in the county Treasury not otherwise appropriated the 
sum of $1,000.00, to be known and called the “contingent fund, ,, 
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out of which any donation or expense may be paid that in the 
judgment of the Board are worthy and for the best interest of the 
county. Said fund shall not be cumulative. 

Section 32. PURCHASING AGENT OR AGENTS: Said 
Board may create the office of purchase agent (or agents), fix the 
salary therefor, and prescribe the fund out of which the same shall 
be paid in whole or in part, and shall appoint such person or per¬ 
sons as they may deem proper to serve in such capacity. Such 
purchasing agent may be the Clerk, the President, or any associate 
member of the Board, or one or more of them. Such agent or 
agents, in the performance of his or their duties, shall be governed 
by such rules and regulations as the Board may prescribe, and shall 
have only such authority and powers as the Board may designate, 
and which may be revoked at any time or at the pleasure of the 
Board, minutes of which shall be duly entered, and thereupon 
shall become binding. The President or Board members shall not 
be entitled to extra compensation for such services, but the Board 
shall fix compensation for such agent who is not the president or 
associate member of the Board. 

Section 33. CLERICAL ASSISTANT: The Board shall have 
the power and authority to authorize the Clerk to employ such 
clerical assistants as he may deem needful in keeping the records 
of the Board, to prescribe such salary as they deem proper and to 
be paid from any fund as it may lawfully determine, such employee 
who shall serve at the pleasure of the Board. 

Section 34. WAGE SCALE: The Board shall classify all 
employees engaged in the construction and maintenance of roads 
in the county, and shall fix a uniform salary or wage scale for each 
such classification. 

Section 35. LAWS IN CONFLICT: All laws, or parts of 
laws, in conflict with any provision of this Act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 36. SAVING CLAUSE: If any section, clause or 
provision of this Act shall be declared invalid, such holding shall 
not effect any section, clause or provision hereof not in itself 
invalid. 

Section 37. EFFECTIVE DATE: This Act shall be in effect 
on the first day of the month next succeeding its approval by the 
Governor.

AN ACT 

To regulate the transfer and use of the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Cov¬ 
ington County, Alabama, and to provide a supplement therefor out of the 
General Fund of the county: to define a claim and a registered.claim 
against said fund, and to require the registration and re-registration of 
such claims: to fix the time within which such claims must be registered 
and re-registered and to bar payment after such time has elapsed: to 
provide notice that such claims must be registered or re-registered: to 
provide for the transfer, priority and payment of such claims: to pro¬ 
hibit the use of such claims for the payment of fines and forfeitures: 
to prohibit the registration and payment of claims that have been barred.* 
to provide for the repeal of conflicting general, special and local laws* 
and to provide for the effective date of this act. 

* Be it Enacted, by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. DEFINITIONS: The words “register" and “re¬ 
register/' as used herein, shall mean the endorsement on a claim 
or registered claim, as defined herein, and the keeping of records 
by the Treasurer in the manner provided by the general laws of 
Alabama, and by this Act, for the registration of lawful charges 
against the fine and forfeiture fund. The word “claim," as used 
in subsequent sections herein, shall mean and include all fees and 
charges earned after the approval of this Act and designated by 
the general laws of Alabama as a lawful charge against the fine and 
forfeiture fund. The words “registered claim" shall be construed 
to mean as follows: (a). Those unpaid claims against the fine and 
forfeiture fund of Covington County, which, prior to the approval 
of this Act, were properly or inadvertently registered in compliance 
with or contrary to the provisions of any general or local la^v. (b). 
Those unpaid claims against said fine and forfeiture fund, earned 
prior to the approval hereof, which have not been registered with 
the Treasurer but now are, or may be, after the approval of this 
Act, entitled to be registered. The word “maturity" as used herein 
shall mean the date under the general laws of Alabama at which 
a claim against the fine and forfeiture fund becomes payable. 
The words “matured claims,” as used herein, shall mean and in¬ 
clude claims which have reached their maturity as provided in the 
preceding section. The word “owner," as employed herein, shall 
mean any person, firm or corporation, personal representative, 
guardian, or receiver in cases of insolvency, which or whose name 
appears on the books of the Treasurer as the owner entitled to 
payment of such registered claim or claim that has been registered. 
The word “Treasurer," as used herein shall refer to any person, 
firm or corporation who or which is the lawful custodian of coun¬ 
ty funds, and may also include the Clerk of such governing body 
of the county when duly appointed by the county governing body 
to perform the duties hereunder in whole or in part. The word 
“transfer" as herein employed shall mean any writing or endorse-

ment by the lawful holder of a claim, registered or re-registered, 
showing that title to such claim has passed, but such writing or 
endorsement shall not be valid or recognisable hereunder unless 
duly acknowledged before an officer entitled by the laws of Ala¬ 
bama to take acknowledgments or witnessed by two persons who 
write their names as such witnesses. The word “notice” used 
herein shall mean an advertisement for four consecutive weeks to 
be published in all the newspapers of the County. The cost of 
such publication shall be paid out of the general fund of the 
County. 

Section 2. WORDS DEFINED: Any word or words defined 
in the preceding section shall include all words of similar import. 

Section 3. PLURAL AND SINGULAR: The use of the sin¬ 
gular herein shall mean the plural and the plural shall include the 
singular. 

Section 4. TIME FOR REGISTRATION OF REGISTERED 
CLAIMS: All registered claims as defined in section one hereof 
that matured prior to the approval of this Act shall be registered 
or re-registered as provided herein within 120 days from the ap¬ 
proval hereof; and all such registered claims maturing after the 
approval hereof shall be registered in the manner provided herein 
within 180 days after maturity thereof, or failing therein all such 
claims shall be forever barred from registration and payment. 

Section 5. TIME FOR REGISTRATION OF CLAIMS: All 
claims as defined in section one hereof shall be registered with the 
Treasurer within 180 days after maturity or the same shall be for¬ 
ever barred from registration and payment. 

Section 6. RE-REGISTRATION OF REGISTERED 
CLAIMS: It shall be the duty of any owner of any claim or reg¬ 
istered claim that has been registered pursuant to the mandates 
of this Act to re-register such claim with the Treasurer any time 
during the sixth calendar year after the calendar year of the last 
registration, including the re-registration according to this section, 
or failing therein payment thereof shall be forever barred. 

Section 7. PRIORITIES OF CLAIMS AND REGISTERED 
CLAIMS: Payment of registered claims defined and embraced 
in sub-paragraph (a) of said definition of registered claims in sec¬ 
tion one hereof shall be made according to the order in their 
prior registration, and shall have priority over other claims as de¬ 
fined in said section one and over registered claims defined in sub- 
paragraph (b) of said definition of registered claims. Payment of 
claims and of registered claims defined in sub-paragraph (b) afore¬ 
mentioned shall be made in the order of their registration here¬ 
under after the approval hereof. 

Section 8. REGISTRATION OF OWNER: When any claim 
or registered claim as defined in section one hereof has been trans¬ 
ferred pursuant to section one hereof as the same defines “trans¬ 
fer,” it shall be the duty of the Treasurer on ascertainment of such 
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fact to note such transfer on his records and to list the name of 
the owner in accordance with such transfer. 

Section 9. WHEN TRANSFER NOT NECESSARY: It 
shall not be necessary to transfer any claim or registered claim to 
their heirs, guardian or personal representative of the owner, or 
to any receiver of an insolvent owner, but such persons and rep¬ 
resentatives shall, in accordance with the general laws of Alabama 
and pursuant to the rights established thereby, succeed to the title 
and interest of the owner as though such claim had been trans¬ 
ferred in the manner provided herein. Such heirs, guardian, per¬ 
sonal representative and receiver shall be subject to all the other 
provisions of this Act in the matter of registration and the per¬ 
formance of other duties hereunder. 

Section 10. CLAIMS MADE LAWFUL CHARGES — 
OTHERS BARRED: Any claim or registered claim defined here¬ 
in, the owner or holder of which has fully complied with the man¬ 
dates of this Act, shall be a lawful charge against the fine and for¬ 
feiture fund of Covington County, and shall be paid in the order 
of priority herein determined, subject, however, to the provisions 
of Section 13 hereof. Failure to comply with all the provisions 
hereof shall forever preclude payment of such claims. No claims 
or charges not embraced in this Act, except as may be authorized 
by a general or local law, passed and approved after May 1, 1945, 
shall be a lawful charge against said fine and forfeiture fund. 

Section 11. DUTY OF THE TREASURY TO .PAY: It shall 
be the duty of the Treasurer as defined in section one hereof to 
pay to the owners of all claims and registered claims the face value 
of such claims, payment to be made in the order provided in Sec¬ 
tion 7 hereof. Registration as provided in Section 6 hereof shall 
not alter or disturb the original priority fixed in Section 7 hereof 
for payment. 

Section 12. WHEN PAYMENTS BEGIN: No claim or reg¬ 
istered claim as the same is defined in section one hereof shall be 
paid prior to 120 days after the approval of this Act. 

Section 13. SUBORDINATION OF PAYMENT: Payment 
of all claims and registered claims shall be subordinated by the 
Treasurer to the payment of any other charge against said fine 
and forfeiture fund that may be given priority pursuant to the 
terms of any other local Act passed and approved subsequent to 
May 1, 1945. 

Section 14. USE OF THE FINE AND FORFEITURE 
FUND: When the Clerk of the county governing body, or the 
lawful custodian of the fine and forfeiture fund, shall re-imburse 
the general fund as required by Section 3 of Act No. 196, Local 
Acts of 1939, p. 107, it shall be the duty of the county governing 
body of said county immediately after said re-imbursement, or if 
such transfer has already been made prior to the approval of this 
\ct, then immediately after the approval hereof by the Governor, 
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to transfer or cause to be transferred from the general fund to the 
fine and forfeiture fund a sum or sums equal to the amount or 
amounts so transferred to the general fund pursuant to said Sec¬ 
tion 3. No part of the fine and forfeiture fund shall be paid into 
the general fund for any purpose, but the same shall be kept intact 
for the uses and purposes herein provided, or for use as may be 
required by the mandates of any local Act that is passed and ap¬ 
proved subsequent to May 1, 1945. 

Section 15. BARRED CLAIMS EXCLUDED: No section or pro¬ 
vision hereof shall be construed to validate or to permit the payment of 
any claim or charge against the fine and forfeiture fund of Cov¬ 
ington County that was barred from registration and payment 
prior to the approval of this Act, except as provided in sub- 
paragraph (a) of registered claims as the same are defined in sec¬ 
tion one hereof. 

Section 16. REGISTRATION RECORDS: The records of 
the Treasurer in the registration of and re-registration of claims 
and registered claims shall conform to the general laws of Ala¬ 
bama, and shall in addition show the nature, ownership and priority 
of all such claims. 

Section 17. NOTICE OF REGISTRATION: It shall be the 
duty of the Treasurer forthwith after the approval hereof to give 
notice as defined herein that claims and registered claims shall be 
registered or re-registered within the time and in the manner pro¬ 
vided herein, or failing therein, payment and registration thereof 
shall be forever barred. 

Section 18. CLAIMS SHALL NOT BE PAID ON FINES: 
No claim or registered claim defined herein shall be received as a 
payment on fines or forfeitures. 

Section 19. REPEAL OF CONFLICTING LAWS: All gen¬ 
eral, special or local laws, or parts of such laws, conflicting with 
any section or provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 

Section 20. INVALIDITY OF ANY SECTION OR PRO¬ 
VISION HEREOF: If any section or provision hereof shall be 
declared unconstitutional and void, such invalidity shall not affect 
or impair any remaining section or provision.

To authorize the County Governing Body of Covington County, Alabama 
to appoint a Road Supervisor; to prescribe the qualifications, duties, 
salary, authority and bond of such supervisor; and to provide the effec¬ 
tive date of this Act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. AUTHORIZATION TO APPOINT ROAD 
SUPERVISOR: The County Governing Body of Covington 
County, Alabama, shall be authorized to appoint a road supervisor 
for Covington County, who shall engage in no other employment. 

Section 2. QUALIFICATIONS; The said road supervisor 
shall be a graduate of an accredited college of engineering and 
qualified to practice engineering and land surveying in Alabama, 
and in addition, have not less than three years experience in the 
maintenance and construction of highways and public roads. 
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Section 3. SALARY: The salary of said road supervisor shall 
be not less than $2,400.00 and not more than $4,800.00 per year, 
payable in equal monthly installments out of the general fund, road 
and bridge fund, or the gasoline tax fund, either or all, as the said 
county governing body may deem proper. 

Section 4. DUTIES AND AUTHORITY OF THE SUPER¬ 
VISOR. It shall be the duty of said supervisor to (1) employ, 
supervise, and direct such assistance as is necessary properl)' to 
maintain and construct county public roads and bridges, and to 
maintain other places of travel for the public by the use of vehicles 
which the district board member or the board designates shall be 
done; to (2) perform such engineering and surveying service as 
may be required, and to prepare and maintain the necessary maps 
and records for such work; to (3) perform all other duties neces¬ 
sary and incident to the operation of a county road system. In 
such employment it shall be the duty of said supervisor to follow 
the uniform wage scales if and when established by the county 
governing body; also he shall procure the employment of the 
road crew, if feasible, from the county district in which the work 
is to be done; he shall also maintain in each district road crews 
and equipment, the maximum number of men and the amount of 
equipment are to be determined by the county governing body. 
In case of an emergency, to employ such number of persons in ad¬ 
dition to the maximum crew as the board member from the particu¬ 
lar district may authorize. Once the county governing body speci¬ 
fies and determines the quantity and kind of equipment to be used 
in the separate districts, no part of the same shall be transferred to 
use in another district without the written consent of the Board 
member representing the district from which the transfer is to be 
made, such consent to be filed with the Clerk of the County Gov¬ 
erning Body; provided, however, that such equipment may be 
transferred and used in the county out of its assigned district if 
all the associate members of the county governing body, in a meet¬ 
ing officially assembled, shall vote for such transfer and use for a 
particular time, after which said equipment shall be returned 
to its assigned district. The provisions of this section are hereby 
made mandatory. 

Section 5. PURCHASING AGENT. The road supervisor, 
when authorized and directed by the County governing body in 
the manner provided by law, shall make such purchases as said 
governing body may direct and authorize him so to do, but in the 
absence of such authorization, he shall have no power or authority 
to make any purchase. If he is designated as such purchasing 
agent, then he shall, in the performance of such duties, conform to 
all the rules and regulations prescribed by said county governing 
body under the sanction of law. 

Section 6. CUSTODIAN OF ROAD EQUIPMENT AND 
SUPPLIES: Said road supervisor is hereby made the lawful 
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custodian of all road equipment and supplies, an inventory of which 
he shall file with the Clerk of the board at the time he assumes 
the duties of his office, and on the 1st of April and the 1st day of 
October of each year, and shall in addition to said inventory state 
the physical condition of the equipment listed in such inventory. 

Section 7. BOND: Said Supervisor shall give bond, with 
some surety company authorized to do business in Alabama as 
surety, in such sum as the county governing body from time to 
time may prescribe, payable to Covington County, conditioned 
faithfully to perform all the duties of his office, or failing therein, 
said bond shall be liable.

That the County of Russell be, and the same is 
hereby divided into three (3) districts of the Court of County 
Commissioners to be numbered first, second and third. That the 
first said District of Russell County shall be composed of that 
part of Russell County embraced within the beats or precincts as 
now existing and numbered one, eight and nine. That the second 
said District of Russell County shall be composed of that part of 
said County embraced within the beats or precincts as now exist¬ 
ing and numbered as follows. Precincts or Beats numbered two, 
seven and ten. That the third said District of Russell County 
shall be composed of that part of said County embraced within 
the precincts or beats as now existing and numbered as follows, 
Precincts or Beats numbered three, four, five and six. 
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Section 3. On approval of this act by the Governor, the House 
of Representatives of Alabama shall forthwith select and appoint 
one member of said Court of County Commissioners for Russell 
County from each of the said three (3) districts provided for in 
Section 2 of this Act, each of said three (3) members so selected 
and appointed shall be a resident of his respective district, who shall to¬ 
gether constitute the members of the Court of County Commissioners for 
Russell County hereby created and established. The members of 
said Court of County Commissioners so selected and appointed 
shall hold office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January, 1949, and until their successors are elected and quali¬ 
fied, and at the general election next preceding the expiration of 
the terms of office of the members of said Court of County Com¬

Section 5. Should any vacancy occur upon the said Court of 
County Commissioners, such vacancy shall be filled by appoint¬ 
ment by the Governor for the unexpired term, and the appointee 
shall be a resident of the District which he is appointed to rep¬ 
resent, on said Court of County Commissioners. 

Section 6. Regular terms of the said Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners shall be held at the County Seat on the first Wednesday 
in January, April, July and October of each year and as provided 
by law, and such special and adjourned terms as the said Court 
of County Commissioners or a majority thereof may deem neces¬ 
sary and proper. Notices of all special meetings shall be given by 
the Chairman of the Court of County Commissioners in writing 
or by publication in some newspaper published in Russell County 
for five (5) days prior to such meeting. If given in writing by the 
Chairman, the same shall be served on each member then within 
the county, five (5) days before said meeting. 

Section 7. That the said Court of County Commissioners shall 
have all of the jurisdiction and all powers which are now or may 
hereafter by law, be vested in the courts of county commissioners 
of this State, or board of revenue or other governing body of like 
kind, and the several members of the said Court of County Com¬ 
missioners for Russell County shall respectively perform all duties 
and services and render all the powers which are or may be re¬

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ers, or boards of revenue or other governing bodies of like kind. 
That all general laws hereafter enacted by the Legislature of Ala¬

That the Chairman of the said Court of County 
Commissioners shall sign all the minutes of the proceedings of the 
said Commissioners and shall sign all warrants drawn upon the 
county treasury or depository all orders for payment or disburse¬ 
ment of the money or funds of the County.

That Escambia County, Alabama and its governing 
body are hereby authorized and empowered, but not compelled to 
carry out and perform any and all provisions of this Act. 

§ Section 2. That the provisions of this Act are not mandatory 
or compulsory on said county, but are discretionary, directory, per¬ 
missive, remedial and cumulative, and is intended to give support 
and make more efficient and certain the use and operation of the 
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County Budget Law, Title 12, Section 74 of the Alabama Code of 
1940. 

Section 3. That said County and its governing body are hereby 
authorized, to establish and maintain various and different county 
funds, to divide the county revenues, and county ad valorem taxes 
and levy said taxes for lawful, proper, general and special, county 
purposes, and do all lawful things necessary to keep the county 
budget balanced and maintain said county on a cash basis and to 
that end:—That said county and its governing body may divide 
the county revenues, and establish and maintain separate county 
funds, including sinking funds and trust funds, as may be deemed 
necessary for keeping separate the tax money and revenues of 
said County,—and to better provide for the purchase and protec¬ 
tion of war bonds of the United States purchased by said county 
from time to time. May transfer surplus county revenues in any 
county fund to any other county fund, and at any time not contrary 
to law; May prevent any county fund from being overdrawn or 
deficient. May make payable out of said County funds or sinking 
funds, any and all lawful and proper county debts and obligations, 
heretofore created or hereafter created, as may be found neces¬ 
sary ; That priority of payment of all county debts and obligations 
due or to become due out of any of said funds may be fixed and 
determined by pledging special funds and revenues under agree¬ 
ments, contracts, and proceedings, entered of record on the Min¬ 
utes of the County Governing body as may be now or hereafter 
authorized by law. That the county ad valorem tax of (5) five 
mills on the dollar, of one-half of one percentum per annum, named 
in the first part of Section 215 of the Constitution may be divided 
into different portions; that one of said portions shall be levied 
annually for the amount required for the expenses of the county 
for the current year; That other portions'of said tax may be levied 
and collected annually for special and lawful county purposes, in¬ 
cluding the County Health Fund, the County Road and Bridge 
fund and the County Sinking Fund created for the payment of 
county debts incurred for said purposes; That all such special taxes 
heretofore levied and collected in said county for said purposes 
under various local laws of said county or heretofore validated by 
the decree of the Circuit Court of said County are hereby ratified 
and confirmed. That the county ad valorem tax of (2J4) two and 
one-half mills on the dollar, of one-fourth of one per centum per 
annum, named in the last part and Sub (a) of Section 215 of the 
Constitution may be divided into different portions and different 
portions of said tax may be levied and collected annually for spe¬ 
cial and lawful county purposes including County Roads and 
Bridges, county buildings, and county sinking fund created for the 
payment of county debts incurred for said purposes; That all of 
said special taxes heretofore levied and collected for said county 
purposes under general laws or local laws of said county, are 
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hereby ratified and confirmed as decreed on by said Court. That 
all of said taxes, whether levied for general purposes or special 
purposes shall be collected separately and the proceeds of each 
tax so levied and collected under the provisions of this Act shall be 
kept separate and used for no other purpose except for the purpose 
for which said taxes were levied and collected or pledged. That 
this Act does not repeal any law; That this Act is supplemental 
and shall be given effect according to its tenor, face and purport, 
provided however, that no outstanding county debt or obligation 
of any kind shall be delayed, injured, or impaired by this Act; That 
this Act is intended to support and enable said county to better 
administer the provisions of General Act No. 309, approved June 
26, 1931, found on page 346-347 of the General Acts of 1931, which 
Act is a valid law governing Escambia County, Ala. and about (17) 
seventeen other counties having a certain specified population ac¬ 
cording to the Federal Census. That this Act shall take effect 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor. That in the event 
the substance of this Local Law is enacted by a General Law of 
similar nature then in that event such General Law shall make this 
Local Law inoperative.

That said county and its governing body, in the 
event said county is not able to obtain any bids, or satisfactory 
bids, from any bank for county depository of said county under 
the present law, then in that event said county may designate or 
employ either some individual to act as county treasurer, or some 
bank within the county to be the custodian of county funds and act 
as county depository under such terms and conditions as may be 
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agreed upon in writing by said County and its governing body. 
That said agreement, when made, shall be recorded upon the min¬ 
utes of, and approved by, said governing body. That said indi¬ 
vidual or said county depository bank so designated or employed, 
shall be under all obligations and duties to the county as now pro¬ 
vided by law, including Article 2, Title 12, Section 43 to 53, inclu¬ 
sive, of the Alabama Code of 1940. That this Act shall go into 
effect upon its passage and approval by the Governor.

2. That each of said deputies shall receive as compensation 
$150.00 per month, payable monthly. 

3. That the County Board of Revenue of Etowah County, 
Alabama, is hereby authorized and required to draw warrants in 
favor of such deputies on the Treasurer of said county each month 
for the preceding months work on the certificate of the said sheriff 
that said work has been performed, for such amounts as is provided 
in Section Two of this Act, said warrants to be paid out of the gen¬ 
eral funds of said county.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama that 
the County of Chilton, be and the same is hereby divided into 
four commissioners districts to be numbered first, second, third 
and fourth districts. That the first district shall be composed of 
that part of Chilton County embraced within the precincts as now 
existing and numbered as follows: Precincts one, two, twelve and 
thirteen. That the second district shall be composed of that part 
of Chilton County embraced within the precincts as now existing 
and numbered as follows: Precincts three, nine, eleven and four¬ 
teen. That the third district shall be composed of that part of 
Chilton County embraced within the precincts as now existing 
and numbered as follows: Precincts six, seven, eight and fifteen. 
That the fourth district shall be composed of that part of Chilton 
County embraced within the precincts as now existing and num¬ 
bered as follows: Precincts four, five, ten and sixteen. 

Section 2. That at the General Election in November 1946, 
and every four years thereafter two Commissioners shall be elected 
for Commissioner Districts One and Two by the qualified electors 
of Chilton County, Alabama, whose term of office shall commence 
at the expiration of the term of office of the Commissioners now 
in office, and shall hold office for four years and until their suc¬ 
cessors are elected and qualified. That at the General Election in 
November, 1948, and every four years thereafter two Commission¬ 
ers shall be elected for Commissioner Districts Three and Four by 
the qualified electors of Chilton County, Alabama, whose term of 
office shall commence at the expiration of the term of office of 
the Commissioners now in office and shall hold office for four 
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years and until their successors are elected and qualified. Each 
of said Commissioners shall be a qualified elector of the District 
from which he is elected. 

Section 3. That all laws or parts of laws whether general, 
local or special in conflict with this act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This Bill shall become effective upon its passage 
by the Legislature and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To Amend Sections 3 and 5 of an Act entitled “An Act to define, regulate 
and license barbers and barber colleges, and other like businesses in 
Mobile County, Alabama, State of Alabama; and create a Barber’s Com¬ 
mission for said county; and to provide a penalty for the violation of 
the provisions hereof, and to fix the powers and duties of said Commis¬ 
sion.” Approved September 2nd, 1935, and found in the Local Acts of 
Alabama (Local Acts 1935, page 180). 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Sections 3 and 5 of an Act entitled “An Act to 
define, regulate and license barbers and barber colleges, and other 
like businesses in Mobile County, Alabama, State of Alabama; and 
create a Barber’s Commission for said county, and to provide a 
penalty for the violation of the provisions hereof, and to fix the 
powers and duties of said Commission” approved September 2nd, 
1935, be amended so as to read as follows: “Section 3. There is 
hereby created a Barber’s Commission for Mobile County, State of Ala¬ 
bama. The Governor shall appoint three persons, each of whom 
immediately prior to the date of his appointment has been a resi¬ 
dent of Mobile County, State of Alabama, for three years and who 
has had at least five years’ experience as a barber, one member to 
be appointed for a term of one year, one member to be appointed 
for a term of two years, and one member to be appointed for a term 
of three years, and thereafter the term of any member appointed 
and qualified to succeed the members of the Barbers’ Commission 
for Mobile County first appointed shall be for three years and until 
their successors are appointed and qualified. Members to fill 
vacancies shall be appointed and vacancies caused by the expira¬ 
tion of the term of any person appointed shall be selected in the 
manner following: The Commission shall, sixty days prior to the 
expiration of the term of any commissioner or the Chairman of 
the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County, give notice in writing 
to the licensed barbers of Mobile County that such vacancy will 
be created on the date of the expiration of the term of the commis¬ 
sioner whose term is about to expire; or if a vacancy be caused 
for any reason other than the expiration of the term the Barbers’ 
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Commissioner for Mobile County shall within thirty days after 
such vacancy is created give notice to the licensed barbers of 
Mobile County of such vacancy, calling upon the said barbers to 
suggest to the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County the names 
of three barbers to fill the vacancy or vacancies thus occasioned; 
to that end a ballot shall be prepared and enclosed in the letter 
notifying the barbers of the vacancy or vacancies thus created, the 
said ballot reading: ‘I hereby nominate for appointment by the 
Governor of the State of Alabama to the Barbers’ Commission for 
Mobile County, Alabama, one of the following named three per¬ 
sons: _ 

The ballots shall be numbered and identified in such manner as 
to prevent anyone employing any ballot other than that forwarded 
the licensed barber entitled to vote and in addition to the ballot 
the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County shall forward the li¬ 
censed barber an envelope addressed to the Barbers’ Commission 
for Mobile County and properly stamped with postage of the 
United States Government. When the ballots are returned to the 
Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County they shall be opened on 
a day designated in the notification forwarded the duly licensed 
barbers of Mobile County in the presence of the commissioners of 
the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County then serving, and the 
ballots shall be counted, and the names of the three barbers who 
shall receive the greatest number of votes shall be selected as the 
three nominees of the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County 
and the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County shall then certify 
to the Governor of the State of Alabama the names of the three 
barbers receiving the highest number of votes, and the Governor 
shall appoint one of the three persons thus designated to fill the 
vacancy created. If more than one vacancy exist at any time there 
shall be nominated in the manner herein above designated and 
certified to the Governor three nominees for each such vacancy so 
that if there be one vacancy there shall be three nominees, if there 
be two vacancies there shall be six nominees, and if there be three 
vacancies there shall be nine nominees certified to the Governor of 
Alabama, who shall select for appointment one nominee from each 
group thus nominated. The Commission immediately upon the 
qualification of the member appointed each year shall organize 
by selecting from its members a Chairman, and may do all things 
necessary or convenient for carrying into effect the provisions of 
this Act. Each member of the Commission shall receive as full 
compensation for each day actually spent in the work of said 
Commission the sum of six dollars per day and his actual and 
necessary expenses thereby incurred. The Commission shall ap¬ 
point and at its pleasure discharge, a secretary-treasurer and such 
assistants as may be deemed necessary to discharge the duties 
imposed by the provisions of this Act; The treasurer so appointed 
shall be required to enter into a bond to be approved by the 
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Commission in the sum of not less than One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars conditioned to pay any shortage or loss of funds on hand 
by said Treasurer during his term of office or at the time that 
he is holding office. Said Commission shall outline the duties and 
fix the compensation of the Treasurer. The Commission shall ob¬ 
tain such office space, furnishings, and other proper conveniences 
as shall be reasonably necessary for carrying out of the provisions 
of this Act. The principal office of said Commission to be located 
in the City of Mobile, provided however, that upon the request of 
said Commission, the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners 
shall furnish an office in the Court House without charge. The 
Commission shall adopt a seal with such design as it may pre¬ 
scribe, engraved thereon, by which it shall authenticate its proceed¬ 
ings. The Commission shall make appropriate rules and regula¬ 
tions for the administration of the office of the Commission and 
for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act. In 
addition thereto, the Commission is empowered to make reasonable 
inspection of the barbers and barber shops of Mobile County to 
the end that they observe proper methods of sanitation and sterili¬ 
zation in and about the conduct of their business. Copies of all 
records and papers in the office of the Commission duly certified 
and authenticated by its seal shall be received in evidence in all 
courts with like effect as the original. All records kept in the 
office of the Commission under authority of this act shall be open 
to public inspection under such rules and regulations as shall be 
prescribed by the Commission. All fees and charges collected by 
the Commission under the provisions of this Act, shall be paid into 
the Treasury of the Commission; said funds shall be used and 
kept exclusively in the hands of the Treasurer of this Commission, 
and shall be used under the direction of the Commission, not in¬ 
consistent with this Act. Funds may be disbursed by an order of 
the Commission on a check being drawn by the Treasurer against 
such funds, as may be on hand, and approved by the Chairman of 
the Board for the purpose of paying all expenses incurred by the 
Commission, including the compensation of members and their 
employee and their assistants and the Treasurer, provided the 
total expenses for every purpose incurred shall not exceed the 
total fees and charges collected and paid into the Treasury of this 
Commission, and all monies remaining in said separate fund at the 
end of the fiscal year not expended as herein provided, shall become 
a part of the funds of said Commission and shall be retained by the 
said Commission and may be deposited in any bank on Savings 
Account or otherwise.” 

Section 2 . Amend Section 5 of said Act so as to read as fol¬ 
lows : “Section 5. Whenever the masculine gender is used in this 
Act it is to be construed in such manner as to include the feminine 
gender. Every applicant for a barber’s license, apprentice-barber’s 
license or for a license to operate a barber shop or barber college 
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or other like business shall apply therefor in writing on blanks 
prepared for and furnished by said Barber’s Commission. It shall 
be accompanied by the recommendation of at least two barbers 
doing business in said County of Mobile not related to the applicant 
certifying that the applicant is of good reputation, is qualified to 
practice the trade of barbering, and recommending that a license 
be granted him. Said application shall be accompanied by the 
application fee herein after provided and a reputable doctor’s cer¬ 
tificate certifying that said applicant has no communicable or 
contagious or infectious disease. The Commission, after applica¬ 
tions in proper form have been filed, shall set the application down 
for a hearing and determination as hereinafter provided in this 
Act. The Commission shall examine the application, doctor’s cer¬ 
tificate and recommendations of the barbers recommending the 
applicant and if these documents are found in order, then and in 
that event the Commission is to proceed with the examination 
of the applicant. The applicant shall be examined with a view of 
determining whether he has an elementary school education or its 
equivalent, and in addition thereto the applicant shall be con¬ 
ducted to a chair in some barber shop where barbers licensed to 
practice barbering under the terms of this Act are employed, where 
the applicant shall be given an examination which will determine 
his skill as a barber and in addition thereto the applicant may 
be required to name the instruments which are in general use in 
such barber shop and he shall be examined as to his knowledge 
concerning and the proper employment of shaving and shampoo¬ 
ing soaps, antiseptics, lotions, facial massage creams and hair 
tonics, and if, in the opinion of the Commission, such demonstra¬ 
tion is deemed necessary or advisable the applicant may be re¬ 
quired to demonstrate his skill in shaving some person or cutting 
his hair, in the art of massage or shampooing, or to do any or all 
of those things which a reputable barber is generally called upon 
to perform in practicing barbering. In addition thereto he shall 
be examined relative to his knowledge of certain skin diseases 
commonly dealt with by experienced barbers with the view of de¬ 
termining whether or not such diseases are infectious, or con¬ 
tagious; and in this connection he shall be required to show to 
the reasonable satisfaction of the Commission his knowledge of 
the proper sterilization of the instruments and tools he is required 
to employ in and about the practice of barbering. If the applicant 
pass the examination the Commission shall issue a license in such 
form as it may prescribe showing the name and address of the 
licensee and the barber shop or college in which he is employed. 
The seal of the Commission shall be imprinted on the license and 
such other additional matter placed thereon as the Commission 
may designate. It shall be the duty of each person, co-partner¬ 
ship, association or corporation to display conspicuously the li¬ 
cense thus issued in the place of business wherein such person. 
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co-partnership, association or corporation operates. The Com¬ 
mission shall issue to each licensee a pocket card, on which shall 
be an imprint of the seal of the Commission certifying that the 
person whose name appears thereon is a licensed barber or operator 
of one of the businesses herein named as the case may be. The 
original fee for each barber’s license shall be $7.50, and the an¬ 
nual renewal fee shall be $7.50. The original fee for any non¬ 
resident barber coming into this State shall be $15.00. Every 
license shall expire on the 31st day of December of each year. 
The Commission shall issue a new license for the ensuing year in 
the absence of any reason or condition that might warrant the 
refusal of granting of the license upon the receipt of the written 
request of the applicant accompanied by the annual fee therefor, 
as herein required, and accompanied, also, by a certificate of a 
reputable physician asserting that the applicant then has no con¬ 
tagious, communicable or infectious disease. The Commission 
may upon its own motion, and shall upon the verified complaint 
in writing of any three persons making out a prima facie case, 
investigate the actions of any person hereby affected, and shall 
have the power to suspend or to revoke any license issued under 
the provisions of this Act at any time where the licensee has 
fraudulently obtained the license, or where the licensee in per¬ 
forming or attempting to perform any of the acts mentioned herein 
is deemed to be guilty of (a) the violation of any state, county 
or city statute or ordinance pertaining to fhe operation of the 
business hereby affected, (b) the violation of any rule or regulation 
established by the Commission (c) or who has failed upon request of 
the Secretary-Treasurer to give evidence and/or proof of the com¬ 
pliance with the same. The Commission shall, before denying an 
application for license, or before suspending or revoking any li¬ 
cense, set the matter down for a hearing, and at least ten days 
prior to the date set for the hearing, notify the applicant or licensee 
in writing, which notice shall contain an exact statement of the 
charges made, and the date and place of hearing. The applicant 
or licensee at all hearings, shall have the opportunity to be heard 
in person or by counsel or both. Such notice may be served by 
delivery of the same personally to the applicant or licensee, or by 
mailing the same by registered mail to the last known business 
of such applicant or licensee. In preparation and conduct of hear¬ 
ings, the Commission shall have power to require by subpoena the 
appearance and testimony of witnesses and the production of 
papers, and any member of the commission may sign subpoenas, 
administer oaths and examine witnesses. The fees and mileage 
shall be the same as prescribed by law in judicial procedure in 
the courts of this State in civil cases. Any party to a hearing shall 
have the right to the attendance of witnesses in his behalf. In 
case of disobedience to a subpoena, any member of the Commis¬ 
sion may invoke the aid of any court of competent jurisdiction in 
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requiring the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the pro¬ 
duction of papers, and such court may issue an order requiring 
the persons to appear before the Commission, and give evidence, 
or produce papers, as the case may be, and any failure to obey 
such order of the Court may be punished by the Court as a con¬ 
tempt thereof. Any person so refusing to appear and give testi¬ 
mony required by such Commission shall be guilty of a misde¬ 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, as provided by the provisions of this Act. If the 
Commission shall determine that any applicant is not qualified to 
receive a license, or that any licensee is guilty of a violation of any 
of the provisions of this Act, a license shall not be granted, or the 
same suspended or revoked as the case may require. Upon re¬ 
quest of the applicant or licensee in writing, the Commission shall 
furnish said party with a definite statement of its findings of facts 
and its reason or reasons for refusing to grant the license or for 
its suspension or revocation of same. The findings of the Com¬ 
mission may be appealed to the Circuit Court of the county in 
which the principal office of the Commission may be located, pro¬ 
vided an appeal is taken within 10 days after such final determi¬ 
nation of the Commission. Any person desiring to appeal under 
this section shall file with the Commission or some member there¬ 
of, a notice in writing that he appeals to the Circuit Court with at 
least one solvent surety payable to the County of Mobile, condi¬ 
tioned to prosecute such appeal to effect, and upon failure to do 
so, to pay all costs and damages which may be taxed against him 
by the Circuit Court on such appeal. Such bond to be approved 
by the Circuit Court of Mobile County, and any cause so ap¬ 
pealed shall be tried de novo in said Circuit Court. The Commis¬ 
sion shall at least every three months hold an examination for the 
purpose of determining the qualifications of any applicants to 
become barbers or barber-apprentices, and shall conduct said ex¬ 
amination in accordance with the provisions hereof and in ac¬ 
cordance with the rules and regulations promulgated by said 
Commission not inconsistent with this Act. Said examination 
to be conducted in the city, town, or village where the principal 
office of the Commission is located.” 

Section 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act be and they are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. In the event any section, provisions, sentence, clause 
or phrase of this Act shall be held unconstitutional or void the 
same shall not invalidate any other section or clause of this Act 
which is not in itself invalid. 

Section 5. That this Act shall become effective immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 3 of an act entitled “An Act to provide for the election 
of a County Superintendent of Education for Butler County, Alabama, 
to fix his term of office, to prescribe his salary, and the manner of pay¬ 
ment, to define his qualifications, powers, and duties, to provide for his 
election at the next general election to be held in Butler County, Ala¬ 
bama, and to provide for the election of his successor in office,” ap¬ 
proved August 23, 1927 (Local Acts Alabama 1927, No. 333, Senate 
Bill 299—Stanley). 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 3 of an act of the Legislature of Ala¬ 
bama entitled “An Act to provide for the election of a County 
Superintendent of Education for Butler County, Alabama, to fix 
his term of office, to prescribe his salary, and the manner of pay¬ 
ment, to define his qualifications, powers, and duties, to provide 
for his election at the next general election to be held in Butler 
County, Alabama, and to provide for the election of his successor 
in office,” approved August 23, 1927 (Local Acts Alabama 1927, 
No. 333, Senate Bill 299—Stanley), be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: “Section 3. That the salary of said 
county superintendent of education of Butler County, Alabama, 
shall be fixed by the county board of education of Butler County, 
Alabama, which salary shall be paid in the same way and manner 
as is now provided under the general laws of the State of Alabama 
for the payment of the county superintendent of education in the 
several counties of the State.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To create the Municipal Utilities Board of Tuscumbia; to provide for its 
membership; to appoint the members to compose the original Board; 
to provide the qualifications of members of the Board; to provide the 
oath of office of members of the Board; to provide the term of office 
and method of election of members of the Board; to provide the method 
of impeaching and removing from office members of the Board; to pro¬ 
vide the method of filling vacancies in the Board; to provide the com¬ 
pensation for the members of the Board; to provide for the organization 
of the Board; to provide for the meetings of the Board; to provide for 
copies of the records of the Board to be certified by the Secretary to 
be competent evidence in all courts; to provide the authority and duties 
of the said Board; to provide for the management and control of the 
Municipal Electric Distribution System of the City of Tuscumbia by 
said Board; to provide for the employment by the Board of managers, 
clerks, stenographers, attorneys, linemen, repairmen, and any other em¬ 
ployees found necessary to be employed by said Board; to provide for 
official bonds of officers and employees of the Board handling money; 
to provide for the collection, deposit and distribution of funds received 
from the operation of said Electric Distribution System; to provide for 
bond of depository of funds of the Board; to provide method of with¬ 
drawal of funds of the .Board and signing of warrants for the payment of 
claims; to provide that in any expenditure for any new construction, 
additions, or replacements to the electric plant, where the amount to 
be expended is more than $1,500, the expenditure must be approved by 
the City Council of the City of Tuscumbia; to provide for an annual audit 
and a semi-annual publication of the financial condition of the system; 
to provide that said Board shall have the control, management, and op¬ 
eration of any water, gas, or other utilities if same should in the future 
be acquired by the City of Tuscumbia; to provide for the management 
and operation of such other utilities, and to provide for reports of the 
Board of the City Council. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. CREATION OF MUNICIPAL UTILITIES 
BOARD OF TUSCUMBIA, ALABAMA.—There is hereby cre¬ 
ated and established the Municipal Utilities Board of Tuscumbia, 
Colbert County, Alabama, to be composed of three members. 

Section 2 . That the Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the City 
of Tuscumbia, Alabama, shall immediately upon the passage of 
this Act, proceed to elect one member of said Municipal Electric 
Utilities Board to serve until the second Monday in July, 1948 and 
until his successor is elected and qualified; one member to serve 
until the second Monday in July, 1951 and until his successor is 
elected and qualified; and one member to serve until the second 
Monday in July, 1954 and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 

Section 3. QUALIFICATION OF MEMBERS OF THE 
BOARD.—No person shall be eligible to membership on said 
board who is not a qualified elector of the City of Tuscumbia, 
Alabama, or who is an officer of the City, or an employee thereof, 
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or is a member of the City Council, or whose term on the City 
Council has expired within six months prior to his election on the 
board. 

Section 4. OATH OF OFFICE OF MEMBERS OF THE 
BOARD.—Before entering upon the duties of his office, each 
member of the Board shall take and subscribe the following oath; 
“I do solemnly swear that I will support the constitution of the 
State of Alabama, and the constitution of the United States, and 
that I will faithfully, zealously, and impartially discharge the 
duties of the office upon which I am about to enter, without fear or 
favor, for the public welfare; so help me God.” The successors 
to the members of the board named in this Act shall take and sub¬ 
scribe to the same oath. 

Section 5. METHOD OF ELECTION AND TERM OF OF¬ 
FICE OF THE MEMBERS OF THE BOARD.—The successors 
to the members of the Board named in this Act shall be elected 
by the City Council of the City of Tuscumbia, Alabama. .At the 
last meeting of the City Council of the City of Tuscumbia, in June 
each year that the term of a member of the Board expires in July 
following, the said City Council shall elect the successor of the 
member of the Board whose term expires on the second Monday in 
July following and the person so elected shall become a member 
of the Board on the second Monday in July following and shall 
hold the position for a period of nine years and until his successor 
is elected g,nd qualified. A member of the Board may succeed 
himself if the City Council desires to re-elect him. Whenever a 
vacancy occurs in the Board by resignation, death, or some other 
cause, the City Council shall immediately fill said vacancy by 
electing another person to the Board, who shall serve for the 
remainder of the unexpired term of the member he succeeds. 

Section 6. ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD.—At the 
first meeting of the Board after the passage of this Act, the mem¬ 
bers shall elect one of their number as Chairman and one of their 
number as {Secretary, thereafter the Board shall annually elect 
from among their number a Chairman and Secretary. Vacancies 
in the offices of Chairman and Secretary shall be filled by the 
Board, if and when the same may occur. 

Section 7. COMPENSATION OF THE MEMBERS OF 
THE BOARD.—Each member of the Board shall be paid at the 
rate of $15.00 per month unless otherwise fixed by the board. The 
compensation to the members of the Board shall be paid in month¬ 
ly installments from the money received from the operation of the 
Electric Distribution System. 

Section 8. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD.—The Board shall 
hold a regular monthly meeting on the second Tuesday of each 
month and other meetings at such times and places as its members 
may elect, and the Chairman of the Board or any two members 
may call the meetings at any time he or they consider that the 
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business demands that a meeting be held. The chairman and one 
member or any two members of the Board shall constitute a 
quorum. A true record of all the proceedings of all meetings of 
the Board shall be kept by the Secretary. At the call of any mem¬ 
ber the vote on any pending question shall be taken by ayes and 
noes, and the same shall be entered on the record. The record of 
the proceedings of said Board shall be open to the Mayor and any 
member of the City Council and to the public at all times, and a 
copy from said record, certified by the Secretary, shall be com¬ 
petent evidence in all courts. 

Section 9. AUTHORITY AND DUTIES OF THE BOARD. 
—The Board shall have complete control of the public utilities 
owned by the City of Tuscumbia, and as a part thereof it shall have 
authority to employ, upon terms to be fixed by the Board, but in 
no event for a term exceeding one year, and to discharge with or 
without cause, managers, cashiers, clerks, stenographers, attorneys, 
linemen, repairmen, laborers, and such other employees as are 
necessary for the operation of the utility. It shall have the power 
and authority and it shall be its duty to charge for and collect all 
accounts due for any service which the utility may furnish to its 
customers, upon rates to be provided and approved by the City 
Council of the City of Tuscumbia, Alabama. The Board shall have 
the right to delegate to any manager which it may employ the 
authority to employ and discharge employees which may be 
needed; to direct their work and to manage, control and operate 
the public utility of the City of Tuscumbia of which he is the 
manager, and to account to the Board for his acts in so doing, but 
his authority shall be restricted as the authority of the Board is 
restricted in this Act. 

Section 10. OFFICIAL BONDS OF OFFICERS AND EM¬ 
PLOYERS.—All officers or employees of the Board handling 
money or exercising authority over property of the City of Tus¬ 
cumbia shall, before entering upon the discharge of their duties, 
give bond with some Surety Company authorized to do business 
in the State of Alabama, as Surety, and payable to the City of 
Tuscumbia, to be approved by the Board in such penalty as the 
Board may prescribe conditioned for the faithful discharge of the 
duties of his office and faithfully to account for all moneys received 
or property coming into his possession in the capacity of his 
employment. 

Section 11. IMPEACHMENT AND REMOVAL OF MEM¬ 
BERS OF THE BOARD.—Members of the Board may be re¬ 
moved from office in the manner and on the same grounds pro¬ 
vided by the general law of this State for the impeachment and 
removal of officers, as set out in Section 175 of the Constitution 
of Alabama. 

Section 12. ACCOUNTANT, EXPERT, EMPLOYED: DUTIES 
OF.—The Board shall at least once a year appoint an expert Ac-

countant or firm of Accountants who shall make an examination 
in detail of all books and accounts of the Board to cover the period 
since the preceding examination, and make a full report in writ¬ 
ing, under oath, to the Board of its findings at the Board’s first 
meeting after completion of such report, a copy shall also be 
furnished the Mayor and City Council, and the same shall be 
spread upon the minutes of the Board, but the same person or 
firm shall not be appointed or authorized to make such examina¬ 
tion twice in succession. For this service said Account shall be 
paid such sum as may be agreed upon, which is reasonable and 
proper. 

Section 13. REPORTS OF BOARD TO COUNCIE.—Said 
Board shall make an annual report to the Council at its first regu¬ 
lar meeting in October in each year, showing in detail the re¬ 
ceipts and expenditures for the preceding fiscal year; the physical 
condition of the property under the care of said Board, and any 
other matters of public interest connected with said Board. 

Section 14. PUBLICATION OF RECEIPTS AND DIS¬ 
BURSEMENTS.—The Board shall make a semi-annual publica¬ 
tion on the Second Monday of January and July of each year in 
a newspaper published in the City of Tuscumbia, Alabama, of a 
report showing the receipts and expenditures of money of the 
Board specifying generally the source from which received and 
the purpose for which expended, such publication must also show 
the entire indebtedness of the public utility of whatever kind and 
character specifying particularly the amount of bonds outstanding, 
their character and when due. 

Section 15. EXPENDITURES FOR CONSTRUCTIONS OR 
ADDITIONS.—No expenditures for any new construction, addi¬ 
tions, or replacement to any public utility, or the equipment used 
by the same, shall be made by the board where the total expense 
will be more than $1,500.00 without the consent and approval bf 
the City Council of the City of Tuscumbia, Alabama. 

Section 16. FUNDS, MONEY, ETC.—All funds of said Board 
shall be kept separate from the other funds of the City and in the 
City Depository, and the same shall be withdrawn only in such 
sums and at such times as the same shall be actually required for 
the expenditures authorized by law, and only upon warrants signed 
by an employee of the utility designated by the Board and counter¬ 
signed by a member of the Board designated by the Board, and 
issued for claims that have been audited and ordered paid by said 
Board and for salaries due Board members and employees for 
work performed and services rendered. 

Section 17. COLLECTION, DEPOSIT, AND DISTRIBU¬ 
TION OF MONEY OF THE ELECTRIC DISTRIBUTION 
SYSTEM.—All money collected from the sale of electric current, 
or received in any way from the use of the Electric Distribution 
System, shall be deposited in the City Depository and shall be 
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distributed by the Board in accordance with the terms of the 
Power Contract between the Tennessee Valley Authority and the 
City of Tuscumbia and of an Ordinance dated March 15, 1937 
of the City of Tuscumbia authorizing the issuance and sale of 
Electric System Revenue Bond of 1937, and all funds shall be 
distributed by the Board as provided by said Power Contract and 
by said Ordinance. When the bonds issued under the authority 
of said Ordinance dated March 15, 1937 have been fully paid and 
discharged the Board shall no longer be controlled in the distribu¬ 
tion of funds by said Ordinance, and in the event that the said con¬ 
tract for power between the Tennessee Valley Authority and the 
City of Tuscumbia should be altered, the said Board shall dis¬ 
tribute the money received in accordance with such new or changed 
contract as may be made for the purchase of power, and in the 
event that restrictions with reference to the disbursement of the 
money received shall be eliminated from the Power Contract, then 
said Board shall operate said Electric Distribution System eco¬ 
nomically in accordance with the powers and duties imposed upon 
them by this Act and shall remit the net revenues from the opera¬ 
tion of the said Electric Distribution System to the City of 
Tuscumbia quarterly thereafter. 

Section 18. BOND OF DEPOSITORY.—The Board shall re¬ 
quire from the depository adequate bond or securities to secure 
the safety of said deposit which bond or securities shall be in the 
sum that the Board shall fix having due regard to the safety of the 
Board's funds. 

Section 19. CONTROL OF WATERWORKS, GAS OR 
OTHER UTILITIES IF ACQUIRED BY THE CITY OF 
TUSCUMBIA.—Should the City of Tuscumbia in the future pur¬ 
chase, construct, or acquire a municipal Water System, a municipal 
Gas System, or any other public utility, the Board created by this 
Act shall control, manage, and operate such municipally owned 
utility; it shall have full authority to employ and discharge a 
Manager for the same, and to employ and discharge, or authorize 
such Manager to employ and discharge, all such additional em¬ 
ployees as may be needed to properly operate such utility; to op¬ 
erate it and collect all charges for services; it shall deposit all 
funds derived from the operation of such utility in the City 
Depository and shall pay out the same in accordance with any 
contract or contracts the City Council of the City of Tuscumbia 
may make in acquiring the said utility or in acquiring funds for 
building or purchasing the same and shall operate such utility 
economically and pay the net revenues of such utility to the City 
of Tuscumbia quarterly. 

Section 20. If any clause, sentence, section, or part of this 
Act shall be declared invalid, it shall not render the remaining 
parts of the same invalid, but they shall remain in full force and 
effect. 
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Section 21. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon 
its approval by the Governor or upon its becoming a law without 
his approval.

No. 98) (H. 362—Porter (Choctaw) 

AN ACT 

To dispose of the fine and forfeiture fund in Choctaw County, Alabama; 
to legalize all claims against such funds regardless of their date; to 
designate the claim of such fund; to provide for the manner of payment 
of all claims which are by law a charge against said fund; and, to provide 
for the registration of such claims. 

Section 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA, That all funds now known as the fine and forfeiture 
fund in Choctaw County, Alabama, which are now on hand, or 
which may hereafter be collected, shall be covered and paid into 
the general fund of the county treasury of said Choctaw County, 
Alabama, and be used in all respects as the funds of Choctaw 
County, Alabama. 

Section 2. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That all claims 
now existing are by this act made legal charges against the said 
fund, regardless of their date, or which may hereafter accrue, that 
they are by law charges against the general fund of Choctaw 
County, Alabama and. shall be paid out of the treasury of Choctaw 
County and shall be legal claims against said fund. 

Section 3. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That all claims 
which are outstanding against the fine and forfeiture fund in Choc¬ 
taw County are hereby declared legal claims, including claims that 
have heretofore been registered, provided those claims that have 
not been registered heretofore with the county treasurer may be 
registered during a period of 60 days immediately after the en¬ 
actment of this bill into law. Otherwise such claims not registered 
within the said 60 days shall be void and not claimable against the 
said general fund of said County. Said claims shall be paid ac¬ 
cording to the order of their registration. 

Section 4. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, The Court of 
County Commissioners shall have the authority to set up a sinking 
fund for the retirement of the now outstanding claims against the 
fine and forfeiture fund of Choctaw County, and may make further 
appropriations for the payment of all current claims effected by 
this act, and nothing in this act shall effect the payment of the 
current claims. 

Section 5. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That should any 
phrase, clause, provision or paragraph, or sentence of this act be 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, it shall not effect the validity 
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of any and all other parts, and the same shall be in full force and 
effect. 

Section 6. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That all laws, spe¬ 
cial, local or general in conflict with this act, be and the same is 
hereby repealed so far as they effect Choctaw County, Alabama. 

Section 7. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, This act shall be¬ 
come effective and operative upon its passage and approval of 
the Governor.

AN ACT 

To repeal an Act to allow the Sheriff of Cleburne County, Alabama, a Deputy 
Sheriff in addition to the Chief Deputy Sheriff and fix his maximum 
salary, and make it payable out of the General Fund of the County in 
equal monthly installments, approved Sept. 13, 1939.

office and method of election of members of the Board; the method of 
impeaching and removal from office members of the Board; and method 
of filling vacancies in the Board; the compensation of the members of 
the Board; the organization of the Board; the meetings of the Board; 
for copies of the record of the Board certified by the Secretary of Board 
to be competent evidence in all Courts; the authority and duties of the 
Board; the management and control of the City of Guntersville Electric 
Distributing System by the Board for the employment of the employees; 
of the City of Guntersville Electric Distribution System, by the Board; 
the official bonds of the officers and employees of the Board handling 
money; the collection, deposits and distribution of funds received from 
operation of the said System; the Bond of the depository of the Board’s 
funds; the investments of the sinking funds or other contingency funds 
coming into the hands of the Board; the method of withdrawal of funds 
of the Board and signing of warrants for payment of claims; that in any 
expenditure for any new construction, additions or replacements to the 
electric plant, where the amount is to be expended is over $2,000.00 must 
be approved by the City Council of the City of Guntersville, Alabama; 
the annual audit and publication of financial condition of the System; the 
reports to the City Council; and the effective date of this act. 

Be it. Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. CREATION OF MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC POW¬ 
ER BOARD OF GUNTERSVILLE, ALABAMA. There is here¬ 
by created and established the Municipal Electric Power Board of 
Guntersville, Alabama, to be composed of three members and one 
Ex Officio Member. 

Section 2. APPOINTMENT OF MEMBERS TO COM¬ 
PRISE BOARD. The Mayor of the City of Guntersville, Alabama, 
shall be Ex Officio member of the Board and serve for his term of 
office as Mayor. One member to serve until the first Monday in 
October, 1946; and until his successor is elected and qualified. 
One member to serve until the first Monday in October, 1948; 
and until his successor is elected and qualified. One member to 
serve until the first Monday in October, 1950; and until his suc¬ 
cessor is elected and qualified. The Members to compose the 
original Board shall be appointed by the Governor of the State of 
Alabama. 

Section 3. QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS OF THE 
BOARD.—No person shall be eligible to membership on said 
Board who is not a qualified elector of Marshall County, Alabama, 
and is not a customer of the City of Guntersville Electric Distribu¬ 
tion System. The Members of the City Council of Guntersville, 
Alabama, may be allowed to become members of the Board. 
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Section 4. OATH OF OFFICE.—Before entering- upon the 
duties of his office, each member of the Board shall take and sub¬ 
scribe to the following oath: “I do solemnly swear that I will sup¬ 
port the constitution of the State of Alabama, the constitution of 
the United States of America, and I will faithfully, zealously and 
impartially discharge the duties of the office upon which I am about 
to enter, without fear or favor, for the public welfare; so help me 
God”. The successors to the members of Board appointed by this 
Act shall take and subscribe the same oath. 

Section 5. METHOD OF ELECTION AND TERM OF OF¬ 
FICE OF THE MEMBERS OF THE BOARD. The successors 
to the members created by this Act shall be elected by the City 
Council of the City of Guntersville, Alabama. At the last regular 
meeting of the City Council of the City of Guntersville, in Sep¬ 
tember each year that the term of a member expires in October 
following, the City Council shall elect the successor of the member 
of the Board whose term expires on the first Monday in October 
following, and the person so elected shall become a member of the 
Board on the first Monday in October following his election and 
shall hold the position for a period of six years and until his suc¬ 
cessor is elected and qualified. A member of the Board may suc¬ 
ceed himself if the City Council desires to re-elect him. Whenever 
a vacancy occurs in the Board by resignation, death, or some other 
cause, the City Council shall immediately fill said vacancy by 
electing another person to the Board, who shall serve for the re¬ 
mainder of the unexpired term of the member he succeeds. 

Section 6. ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD.—At the first- 
meeting of the Board after the passage of this Act, the members 
shall elect one of their number as Chairman and one of their num¬ 
ber or an employee of the City of Guntersville Electric Distribution 
System, as Secretary, thereafter, on the first meeting in October, 
the Board shall annually elect from among their number a chair¬ 
man and either from their number or an employee a Secretary. 
Vacancies of the office of the Chairman or Secretary shall be filled 
bv the Board, if and when any may occur. 

Section 7. COMPENSATION OF THE BOARD.—Each 
member of the Board, including the Ex Officio member, shall be 
paid at the rate of $10.00 per month. The compensation to the 
members of the Board shall be paid in monthly installments from 
the money received from the operation of the City of Guntersville 
Electric Distribution System. A member of the City Council, who 
may become a member of the Board, and the Mayor who is Ex 
Officio Member of the Board, shall be entitled to draw compensa¬ 
tion the same as any other member of the Board, by virtue of the 
extra duty imposed upon them. 

Section 8. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD.—The Board shall 
hold its regular monthly meeting on the second Tuesday of each 
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month and other meetings at such times and places as its members 
may elect, and the Chairman of the Board, or any two members, 
may call the meeting at time he or they consider that business de¬ 
mands that meeting be held, after written notice is given to other 
members of the Board. The Chairman and one member or any two 
members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transact¬ 
ing of business. A true record of all proceedings of all meetings 
of the Board shall be kept by the Secretary. At the call of any 
member the vote on any pending question shall be taken by yeas 
and nays, and the same shall be entered on the record. The Record 
of the proceedings of said Board shall be open to the Mayor and 
any member of the City Council, and to the public at all times, 
and a copy from said record, certified by the Secretary of the Board, 
shall be competent evidence in all courts. 

Section 9. AUTHORITY AND DUTIES OF THE BOARD. 
—The Board shall have complete control of the City of Gunters- 
ville Electric Distribution System owned by the City of Gunters- 
ville, and as a part thereof it shall have authority to employ, upon 
terms to be fixed by the Board, and to discharge with or without 
cause, managers, cashiers, clerks, stenographers, attorneys, line¬ 
men, repairmen, laborers, and such other employees as are neces¬ 
sary for the operation of the utility. It shall have the power and 
authority, and it shall be its duty, to charge for and collect all 
counts due for any service which the utility may furnish its cus¬ 
tomers, upon rates to be approved by the City Council of the City 
of Guntersville, Alabama. The Board shall have the right to dele¬ 
gate to any manager which it may employ the authority to employ 
and discharge employees which may be needed, to direct their 
work and manage, control and operate the public utility of the City 
of Guntersville, of which he is manager and to account to the Board 
for his acts in so doing, but his authority shall be restricted as to 
the authority of the Board is restricted by this act. 

Section 10. OFFICIAL BONDS OF OFFICERS AND EM¬ 
PLOYEES.—All of the officers or employees of the Board handling 
money or exercising authority over property of the City of Gun¬ 
tersville, shall, before entering upon the discharge of their duties, 
give bond with some Surety Company authorized to do business 
in the State of Alabama, as Surety and payable to the City of Gun¬ 
tersville, to be approved by the Board in such penalty as the Board 
may prescribe conditioned for the faithful discharge of the duties 
of his office, and faithfully account for all moneys received or 
property coming into his possession in the capacity of his em¬ 
ployment. 

Section 11. IMPEACHMENT, AND REMOVAL OF MEM¬ 
BER OF THE BOARD.—Members of the Board may be removed 
from the office in the manner and on the same grounds provided by 
the general law of the State for the impeachment and removal of 
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office as set out in Section 175 of the Constitution of Alabama. 

Section 12. ACCOUNTING, EXPERT, EMPLOYED: 
DUTIES OF.—The Board shall at least once a year appoint an 
expert accountant of firm of Accountants who shall make an exami¬ 
nation in detail of all books and accounts of the Board to cover 
the period since the preceeding examination, and make a full report 
in writing, under oath, to the Board of its finding at the Board's 
first meeting after the completion of such report, a copy shall also 
be furnished the Mayor and City Council, and the same shall be 
spread upon the minutes of the Board. For this service said ac¬ 
countant shall be paid such sum' as may be agreed upon, which is 
reasonable and proper. 

Section 13. REPORTS OF THE BOARD TO COUNCIL.— 
Said Board shall make an annual report to the Council at its last 
regular meeting in September of each year, showing in detail the 
receipts and expenditures for the preceeding fiscal year; the physi¬ 
cal condition of the property under the care of said Board, and 
other matters of public interest connected with said Board. The 
Board shall make other reports to the Council at such time and 
on such matters as the Board or City Council may deem proper. 

Section 14. PUBLICATION OF RECEIPTS AND DIS¬ 
BURSEMENTS.—The Board shall make an annual and other 
publication, the Board deems proper, in a newspaper published in 
the City of Guntersville, Alabama, of a report showing receipts and 
expenditures of money of the Board specifying generally the source 
from which received and the purpose for which expended, such pub¬ 
lication must show the entire indebtedness of the City of Gunters- 
yiHe Distribution System of whatever kind and character, specify- 
ing the amount of Bonds outstanding, their character and when due. 

Section 15. EXPENDITURES FOR CONSTRUCTION OR 
ADDITIONS—No expenditure for any new construction, addi¬ 
tions, or replacements of the City of Guntersville Electric Distri¬ 
bution System, or the equipment used by the same, shall be made 
by the Board where the total expense will be more than $2,000.00 
without the consent and approval of the City Council of the City 
of Guntersville, Alabama. 

Section 16. FUNDS, MONEY, ETC.—All funds of said Board 
shall be kept separate from the other funds of the City and in the 
City Depository, and same shall be withdrawn only in such sums 
and at such times as the same shall be actually required for the 
expenditures authorized by law, and only upon warrants signed 
by an employee of the utility designated by the Board and counter- 
signed by a member of the Board designated by the Board, and is¬ 
sue for claims that have been audited and ordered paid by the 
Board, and for salaries due Board members and employees for 
which work performed and services rendered; provided any munici¬ 
pal funds, including funds for the retirement of bonds, and other 
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contingency funds not presently needed for other purposes, com¬ 
ing into the hands of the Board, with the approval of the City 
Council, may be invested in City, State, or Federal securities, in¬ 
cluding War Bonds, or any public improvement bonds issued by 
any municipality of the State of Alabama which are general obliga¬ 
tions of such municipality, as the Board and City Council may di¬ 
rect, however, the proceedings authorizing any funding or refund¬ 
ing bonds may prohibit the investment of the sinking funds for 
such bonds and require that such sinking funds shall be used ex¬ 
clusive in the purchase for retirement, or in the redemption of such 
funding or refunding bonds. 

Section 17. COLLECTION, DEPOSITS, AND DISTRIBU¬ 
TION OF MONEYS OF THE CITY OF GUNTERSVILLE 
ELECTRIC DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM.—All money collected 
from the sale of current, or received in any way from the use of 
the Electric Distribution System, shall be deposited in the City 
Depository and shall be distributed by the Board in accordance 
with the terms of the Power Contract between the Tennessee Val¬ 
ley Authority and the City of Guntersville, Alabama, and of Ordi¬ 
nance No. 218 of the City of Guntersville authorizing the issuance 
and sale of Electric System Revenue Bonds of 1937; and all funds 
shall be distributed by the Board as provided by said Power Con¬ 
tract and by said Ordinance. When the bonds issued under the 
authority of Ordinance No. 218 have been fully paid and discharged 
the Board shall no longer be controlled in the distribution of funds 
by said ordinance, and in the event that said contract for power 
between the Tennessee Valley Authority and the City of Gunters¬ 
ville should be altered, the said Board shall distribute the money 
received in accordance with such new or changed contract as may 
be made for the purchase of power, and in the event that restric¬ 
tions with reference to disbursements of the money received shall 
be eliminated from the Power Contract, then said Board shall op¬ 
erate said Electric Distribution System economically in accordance 
with the powers and duties imposed upon them by this Act and 
shall remit the net revenues from the operation of the said Electric 
Distribution System to the City of Guntersville, quarterly there¬ 
after, provided a reasonable fund shall first be set aside and main¬ 
tained at all times for depreciation, expansion and emergencies. 

Section 18. BOND OF DEPOSITORY.—The Board shall re¬ 
quire from the Depository adequate bond or securities to secure 
the safety of said deposit, which bond or securities shall be in the 
sum that the Board shall fix having due regard to the safety of the 
Board's funds. 

Section 19. If any clause, sentence, section, or part of this Act 
shall be declared invalid, it shall not render the remaining parts 
of same invalid, but they shall remain in full force and effect. 
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Section 20. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor or upon its becoming a law without his 
approval.

Section 1. That the boundary lines and corporate limits of the 
Town of Pleasant Grove, in Jefferson County, Alabama, be and 
the same are hereby extended, changed, altered and re-arranged 
so that the boundary lines and corporate limits of said Town shall 
embrace and include the Northeast Quarter of the Northwest 
Quarter (NEj4 of NWJ4) of Section Sixteen (16), Township 
Eighteen (18) in Range Four (4) West, situated in said County, 
in addition to the territory heretofore embraced in the boundary 
lines and corporate limits of said Town. 

Section 2. That all that territory embraced within the north¬

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 2 of an Act entitled “An Act to pro¬ 
vide for the distribution and expenditure of the net funds received 
by Morgan County, Alabama, arising from the placing of the of¬ 
fice of Judge of Probate of Morgan County on a salary basis./’ ap¬ 
proved July 6, 1943, be and the same is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: “Section 2. On the 15th day of October in each 
year the Chairman of the Board of Revenue and Control of Morgan 
County, Alabama, shall calculate the total amount paid to the 
County by the Judge of Probate of said County representing the 
fees, commissions, costs, percentages, allowances and other items 
collected by said Judge of Probate under the provisions of an Act 
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of the Legislature placing said office on a salary basis for the period 
from October first to September thirtieth preceding. From said 
amount the said Chairman shall deduct the total amount paid to 
said Judge of Probate and his assistants as their compensation for 
the same period, and the difference between said receipts and said 
expenses shall be paid by the said Chairman to the custodian of 
the funds of the public school system of Morgan County, Alabama, 
and the said custodian shall apportion said funds between the public 
school system of Morgan County, Alabama, and the public school 
system of the City of Decatur, Alabama, in the same manner as 
the public school funds from the State are apportioned between 
said two school systems as now provided by Section 204 of Title 
52 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, and as may be hereafter pro¬ 
vided by law for the apportionment of public school funds between 
said two school systems.”

AN ACT 

To create a Hospital Board of Morgan County, Alabama, to manage and 
control the hospital and hospital properties to be acquired by Morgan 
County, Alabama, and the City of Decatur, Alabama, and to provide for 
the membership of said board and its power, duty, and authority, and 
the power and authority of the City of Decatur and Morgan County 
with reference thereto; to declare that said board is created for the 
purpose of continuing the operation of a hospital formerly known as 
Benevolent Society Hospital and is entitled to the benefits of all devises 
and bequests made for the benefit of said hospital, particularly the be¬ 
quest made in the will of W. R. Spight, deceased, and the bequest made 
in the will of Mary D. Simpson, deceased, and to require the trustees of 
the funds so bequeathed to account to said board for the same. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created a hospital board by 
the name of Hospital Board of Morgan County, Alabama, as a 
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public corporation, for the purpose of managing, controlling and 
operating the hospital and hospital property to be acquired jointly 
by Morgan County and the City of Decatur from the Ladies Be¬ 
nevolent Society of the Decaturs, a corporation, and such additions 
thereto as may hereafter be made, and such other hospital proper¬ 
ties as may hereafter be acquired jointly by said city and county. 
Said board shall be composed of three members, each of whom 
shall be a resident of Morgan County, Alabama, and neither of 
whom shall be a physician, surgeon, or doctor of medicine. 

Section 2. Said board shall have authority to sue and be sued, 
and to equip, control, enlarge, improve, maintain and operate said 
hospital properties for the reception and treatment of the sick and 
infirm, and to employ agents, servants, and employees, and to fix 
the authority of each, and the compensation of each, and to do 
such other things as may be necessary or proper for the operation 
of said hospital. The board may employ a manager or superintend¬ 
ent of said hospital and may delegate to him general authority to 
manage said hospital, including authority to employ subordinate 
employees and to fix their compensation, to purchase supplies and 
equipment, to make repairs and replacements to the hospital build¬ 
ing and equipment, to extend credit to prospective patients, to admit 
charity patients, and to collect accounts and debts due, and to per¬ 
form such other acts as the board may direct. Any person employed 
in connection with the operation of said hospital may be discharged 
by the board at its pleasure. The board shall have authority to 
borrow money and to secure the payment of money borrowed by 
mortgage on said hospital properties, to acquire real and personal 
property by purchase, gift, devise or bequest, and to sell such real 
and personal property as it may deem not to be necessary for its 
purposes and functions. The board shall have authority to con¬ 
struct or acquire a building for housing nurses and to provide for 
the training of nurses. 

Section 3. That said board may make such rules and regula¬ 
tions as it may deem proper to govern the operation of said hospital, 
and particularly governing the admission of charity patients, and 
governing the physicians and surgeons who shall be entitled to 
practice in said hospital and to treat patients therein. 

Section 4. That it shall be the duty of said board to continue 
the operation of the hospital formerly and heretofore known as the 
Benevolent Society Hospital, that is the hospital now owned by the 
Ladies Benevolent Society of the Decaturs, which is the hospital 
to be conveyed to Morgan County and the City of Decatur upon the 
passage of this act in accordance with an agreement made by the 
said Ladies Benevolent Society of the Decaturs bearing date Oc¬ 
tober 15, 1943, and in accordance with a resolution adopted by the 
Board of Revenue and Control of Morgan County, Alabama, on 
March 12, 1945, and a resolution adopted by the City Council of the 
City of Decatur on March 19, 1945, and it is hereby declared that 
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said board is created for the purpose, among others, of performing 
the service and functions heretofore for many years performed by 
the said hospital operated by the Ladies Benevolent Society of the 
Decaturs under the name of Benevolent Society Hospital. The said 
board shall be entitled to the benefits of the bequest made in the 
last will and testament of W. R. Spight, deceased, and to the be¬ 
quest made in the last will and testament of Mary D. Simpson, de¬ 
ceased, both bequests being in favor of the trustees of the Benevo¬ 
lent Society Hospital, and to all other devises and bequests hereto¬ 
fore made for the benefit of said hospital, the same to be used and 
expended by the board for the uses and purposes and objects spec¬ 
ified in the respective instruments providing for the same. The 
persons now holding and managing the bequests and devises here¬ 
inabove mentioned as trustees shall proceed' immediately upon the 
approval of this act to account to the board for the trust funds held 
by them and shall transfer said trust funds to said board, and 
thereafter the board shall hold and manage and invest said trust 
funds in accordance with the terms and provisions of the respective 
instruments creating said trusts. 

Section 5. The board shall make semi-annual reports to the 
governing bodies of Morgan County and the city of Decatur show¬ 
ing the results of the operation of said hospital, for the six months 
periods ending March thirty-first and September thirtieth. 

Section 6. No act of said board shall create any obligation or 
liability on either Morgan County or the City of Decatur, but the 
said county and the said city may make appropriations of public 
funds for the operation, maintenance, equipment, and improvement 
of said hospital properties and may borrow money for such pur¬ 
poses. Morgan County and the City of Decatur acting jointly shall 
have authority to acquire by eminent domain any property deemed 
by the board to be necessary for the proper operation of said hos¬ 
pital. 

Section 7. Phil M. Orr is hereby named and appointed as a 
member of the board to serve until September 30th, 1947, and until 
his successor is designated. L. L. Lively is hereby named and ap¬ 
pointed as a member of the board to serve until September 30th, 
1949, and until his successor is designated. T. J. Nottingham is 
hereby named and appointed as a member of the board to serve 
until September 30th, 1951, and until his successor is designated. 
Any vacancy in the original term of any original member of said 
board shall be filled by appointment of the Governor. Upon the 
expiration of said original terms of office the governing bodies of 
the county and city shall alternate in appointing successors in of¬ 
fice, the governing body of the county to appoint the first succes¬ 
sor. All successors to the original members of said board shall hold 
office for a term of six years, and in case of a vacancy in the office 
of any successor it shall be filled by appointment made by the body 
which filled the vacant term. 
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Section 8. At the first meeting of the board after passage of 
this Act the members shall select one of their number as chairman 
and one of their number or such other person as the board desires 
as secretary to hold office until September 30th, 1947. Thereafter 
the board shall bi-annually elect from among their number a chair¬ 
man and a secretary. Vacancies in the offices of chairman and sec¬ 
retary shall be filled by the board if and when the same may occur. 

Section 9. The board shall hold regular meetings at least once 
each month and such special meetings as the chairman of the board 
or any two members thereof may call at any time he or they consid¬ 
er that the business demands that a meeting be held. Notice of spe¬ 
cial meetings shall be given to each of the members of the board for 
at least one day. Any two members of the board shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. A true record of all of the 
proceedings of all meetings of the board shall be kept by the secre¬ 
tary. The record of the proceedings of said board shall be open to 
the governing bodies of the city and county and to the public at all 
times, and a copy of said records, certified by the secretary, shall be 
competent evidence in all courts. 

Section 10. If any clause, sentence, section or part of this act 
shall be declared invalid, it shall not render the remaining parts of 
the same invalid but they shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 11. This Act shall become effective on the date of its 
approval by the Governor.

No. 174) (H. 319—Johnston, Stone, Sullivan 

AN ACT 

To confer Civil jurisdiction upon the Inferior Criminal Court of Mobile 
County, Alabama, concurrently with all Justices of the Peace in Mobile 
County outside of the limits of the City of Mobile, and concurrently 
with the Circuit Court of Mobile County where the amount in con¬ 
troversy or the value of the personal property in controversy does not 
exceed Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars; to define such concurrent juris¬ 
diction and provide for the practice and procedure in the exercise of such 
jurisdiction. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Inferior Criminal Court of Mobile County 
shall have and exercise civil jurisdiction concurrently with the 
Justices of the Peace in all precincts in Mobile County outside the 
limits of the City of Mobile and the said court shall have and exer¬ 
cise civil jurisdiction in Mobile County, concurrently with the Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Mobile in all civil matters where the amount in con¬ 
troversy or the value of personal property in controversy does not 
exceed three hundred dollars. The said court shall not have juris¬ 
diction in equity nor of actions of libel, slander, assault and battery, 
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ejectment and actions in the nature of ejectment. Nothing in this 
act shall be construed to give the Judge of the Inferior Criminal 
Court any authority to grant writs of certiorari, supersedeas, quo 
warranto, prohibition, mandamus, injunction or ne exeat. 

Section 2. That the Clerk of the Inferior Criminal Court shall 
issue all processes out of said court, designating the same as being 
issued out of the Civil Division of the Inferior Criminal Court. He 
shall approve all bonds, keep a docket and make a final record 
of all proceedings therein, certify all appeals from the judgments 
rendered by said court and perform such other duties as may be 
directed by the Judge of the Court and which are generally required 
by law of Clerks of Courts. The fees and costs which are now al¬ 
lowed by law in courts of Justices of the Peace shall be taxed and 
collected by the Clerk of the Court and by him paid in the time and 
in the manner now fixed by law, into the treasury of Mobile County. 

Section 3. That the practice, procedure and judgments of the 
Court in the exercise of the civil jurisdiction conferred by this Act, 
shall conform to and be governed by the laws applicable to the 
practice and procedure in the courts of Justices of the Peace inso¬ 
far as applicable and except as otherwise provided in this Act. Every 
intendment is in favor of the sufficiency and validity of proceedings 
under the jurisdiction conferred by this Act when brought into 
question either directly or collaterally in any of the Courts of this 
State where it appears in the face of the proceedings that the Court 
has jurisdiction of the subject matter and the parties. 

Section 4. That all summons and processes issued out of said 
Court shall be directed to the Sheriff of Mobile County for service, 
execution and return as required by law. 

Section 5. That all cases shall be tried by the Judge of the 
Court without the intervention of a jury,* the Judge determining 
both the law and the facts. Any party shall have the right of ap¬ 
peal to the Circuit Court within five days from the rendition of 
judgment and on appeal either party may demand a trial by jury 
under the same rules as are provided by law for demands for jury 
trials in cases of appeals from judgments of Justices of the Peace 
and the trial in the Circuit Court shall be de novo and shall conform 
to the procedure now fixed by law in appeals from courts of Jus¬ 
tices of the Peace. 

Section 6. That any party desiring to appeal from any judg¬ 
ment, shall give bond with sureties to be approved by the Clerk, and 
payable to the party in whose favor the judgment was rendered, 
conditioned to pay and satisfy such judgment and costs as may be 
taxed against him in the Circuit Court. All such bonds shall be 
in amounts fixed by law and shall be filed with and approved by the 
Clerk within five days from the rendition of the judgment from 
which appeal was taken. 

Section 7. Writs of certiorari from judgments rendered by the 
Court may be granted by the Judges of the Circuit Court, and trial 
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de novo had in the Circuit Court for the same causes and upon the 
same conditions and according to the same procedure as now pro¬ 
vided by law in Article 6 Title 13 of the Code of Alabama of 1940. 

Section 8. That it shall be the duty of the clerk to issue an exe¬ 
cution on all judgments rendered in said Court after five days from 
the entry thereof and place the same in the hands of the Sheriff 
who shall return such writ of execution within thirty days there¬ 
after, said return to show that he has collected said judgment and 
paid the same or the amount collected, or is unable to find property 
of the person against whom said process issued, out of which said 
execution can be satisfied in whole or in part. That when in any 
case execution against the defendant is returned “No property 
found,” execution may issue against the Plaintiff, in the name of 
the Clerk for all costs created by him in obtaining his judgment or 
attempting to collect the same. 

Section 9. Either party to a suit may file interrogatories pro¬ 
pounded to the opposite party, in which case the judge shall fix 
the time in which they shall be answered and the said filing and 
answering of interrogatories except as herein provided shall be 
governed as far as applicable by practice and procedure of the 
Circuit Court and the same costs shall be taxed and collected with 
respect to such interrogatories as provided by law. 

Section 10. That the Judge of the Court shall make any and all 
rules necessary for the conduct of the Court and the officers thereof 
in the exercise of the jurisdiction herein conferred, for the filing and 
trying of cases and for the service of the processes of the Court. 

Section 11. That it shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue 
and Road Commissioners of Mobile County to furnish all of the 
books, stationery, papers and other things necessary for the court 
in the exercise of the jurisdiction herein conferred. 

Section 12. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act 
be and the same are hereby expressly repealed. Nothing in this 
act shall be construed to repeal any part of the Act of the Legisla¬ 
ture creating the Inferior Civil Court of Mobile County, nor to 
change, alter or abridge the Ex-Officio duties and authority of the 
Judge and the Clerk of the Inferior Criminal Court fixed and con¬ 
ferred by said Act. 

Section 13. This Act shall go into effect upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 467, 468, 477, 478, 483 and to repeal Section 490 of Title 
62 of the Code of Alabama of 1940. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 467 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940 be and the same hereby is amended so as to read as follows: 
Section 467—HOW FUND MAINTAINED. There shall be a 
pension and relief system which applies to all employees, except 
members of the police and fire departments, in the city; and said 
municipal employees" pension and relief fund, as provided for here¬ 
in shall, in addition to the means hereinafter provided, which shall 
not be the exclusive means, be received, obtained and created as 
follows: By the payment into such funds, by the proper author¬ 
ities of said city, monthly, an amount equal to one percent of the 
monthly salary of every employee in said city, except members 
of the police and fire departments, which one* percent shall be held 
and deducted by the proper authorities from the monthly salaries 
of said members of such departments. By that portion of the as¬ 
sessment that may be added as cost of court in connection with 
prosecutions for violation of the laws of the State of Alabama, 
for offense occurring within the limits of said city, or the police 
jurisdiction thereof, and should such funds, together with the funds 
hereinafter specifically provided in Sections 468 and 469, be in¬ 
sufficient to pay and defray the expenses and benefits as provided 
in this sub-division, the Board of Commissioners shall appropriate 
from any funds, not otherwise appropriated, a sufficient amount 
not to exceed $30,000 annually, to make up such deficit and shall, 
in its budget, subsequent thereto, provide for a sufficient amount, 
not exceeding $30,000 per annum, to make up such anticipated 
deficit in said funds. 

Section 2. That Section 468 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940 be and the same hereby is amended so as to read as follows: 
Section 468—ONE PERCENTUM OF CITY REVENUE PAID 
INTO FUND. The Board of Commissioners shall set apart for, 
and pay into, the said municipal employees" pension and relief 
fund not exceeding one percent of all revenues collected and re¬ 
ceived by such city from licenses issued by such city. 

Section 3. That Section 477 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940 be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
Section 477—RETIREMENT; TWENTY YEARS CONSECU¬ 
TIVE SERVICE. Any employee of the city, except as herein 
otherwise provided, who has been in the service thereof, for as long 
as twenty consecutive years and shall have attained the age of 
fifty five years, upon making written application to the Board of 
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Commissioners, therefor, shall, without medical examination or 
disability, be retired from the service as an employee of said city; 
and, upon such retirement, the said Board of Commissioners shall 
direct the payment to such retiring employee monthly, from such 
fund, a sum equal to one-half the monthly compensation or salary 
received by such employee as a salary in the service or employment 
of said city at the time of his or her retirement. 

Section 4. That Section 478 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940 be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
Section 478—RETIREMENT AFTER TWENTY-FIVE YEARS 
SERVICE. Any employee of the city who has been in the serv¬ 
ice thereof for as long as twenty-five years, the last ten of which 
have been continuous and shall have attained the age of fifty five 
years, upon making written application to the Board of Commis¬ 
sioners, therefor, shall, without medical examination or disability, 
be retired from the service of said city, and upon such retirement 
the said board shall direct the payment of such retiring member 
monthly from such fund, a sum equal to one half of the monthly 
compensation received by such employee as salary at the time of 
his retirement. In computing the length of service of any employee 
of said city who is an applicant for pension, such applicant shall 
not be allowed credit for service unless the last ten years of same 
shall have been continuous and unless the other fifteen years for 
which such applicant seeks credit shall have been in terms of not 
less than five consecutive years. 

Section 5. That Section 483 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940 be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 
Section 483—BENEFITS NOT TO BE REDUCED. The bene¬ 
fits provided for the employees of the city hereunder shall not be 
reduced or prorated among those properly entitled to receive bene¬ 
fits from said funds and should, at any time, the funds be insuf¬ 
ficient to pay the benefits in full and to defray the expenses as 
provided for, it shall be the duty of the Board of Commissioners 
to make provisions for the payment thereof in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 467. 

Section 6. That Section 490 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940 be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Section 7. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 8. That this Act shall go into effect upon its enactment 
as is provided by law.

That the boundary lines and corporate limits of the 
City of Brewton, in Escambia County, Alabama, be and the same 
are hereby extended, altered, and rearranged so as to include within 
the corporate limits of said City all of the following described ter¬ 
ritory: Beginning at a point on Murder Creek where the west 
boundary thereof intersects the east boundary of the Southwest 
Quarter of Northwest Quarter (SW% of NWJ4) of Section 27, 
and running thence north to the northwest corner of the Southeast

of said section and the south line of Section 32, to a point where 
the same intersects the west boundary of Murder Creek, and thence 
in a northeasterly direction along the^west boundary of said Murder 
Creek to the point of beginning,—ajl in Township 2 North, Range 
10 East, Escambia County, Alabama. The west boundary of Murder 
Creek is hereby defined to be the margin of the water on the west 
bank of said stream at low water mark.

AN ACT 

To Abolish the Board of Revenue of Conecuh County and to establish in 
lieu thereof the Board of Directors of Conecuh County; to provide that 
said Board of Directors of Conecuh County shall consist of a chairman 
and four other members; to designate and name the first members of 
said Board of Directors and to provide for the elections of their succes¬ 
sors: to fix the terms of office of the members of said Board; to prescribe 
the qualifications of the members of said Board; to divide said County into 
four districts; to prescribe and fix the terms and sessions of said Board 
and a quorum thereof; to prescribe, fix and limit the powers, jurisdiction, 
duties and authority of said Board of Directors; to provide for a clerk 
of said Board and fix his compensation; to provide that all general and 
local laws which apply to and govern the Board of Revenue of said 
county shall apply to and govern said Board of Directors; to provide 
that all general laws which may hereafter be enacted governing county 
governing bodies shall apply to said Board of Directors; to provide for 
and fix the compensation of the members of said Board; to provide for 
the filling of any vacancies that may occur on said Board. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature oj Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Board of Revenue of Conecuh County as 
now established by law is hereby abolished; that there is hereby 
created and established in lieu of said Board of Revenue the Board 
of Directors of Conecuh County: that said Board of Directors of 
Conecuh County shall be composed of a chairman and four other 
members, as hereinafter provided, and that said Board of Directors 
shall be the governing body of Conecuh County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That the first members of said Board of Directors 
shall be the same persons as compose the Board of Revenue of 
Conecuh County as now constituted. J. O. Brooks shall be the 
first chairman of said Board of Directors and shall hold office until 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1949, and 
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until his successor is elected and qualified; that A. E. Johnson 
shall be the first member of said Board of Directors from District 
No. 1 and shall hold office until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1947, and until his successor is elected and 
qualified; that W. C. Simmons shall be the first member of said 
Board of Directors from District No. 2 and shall hold office until 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, and 
until his successor is elected and qualified; that C. E. Robinson shall 
be the first member of said Board of Directors from District No. 3 
and shall hold office until the first Monday after the second Tues¬ 
day in January, 1949, and until his successor is elected and qualified; 
that A. J. Johnson shall be the first member of said Board of Di¬ 
rectors from District No. 4 and shall hold office until the first Mon¬ 
day after the second Tuesday in January, 1949, and until his suc¬ 
cessor is elected and qualified. 

Section 3. That the County of Conecuh is hereby divided into 
four Districts, said Districts to have the same boundaries and to 
bear the same numbers as now provided by law. 

Section 4. That the chairman of said Board of Directors shall 
be a qualified elector of Conecuh County and shall be elected by 
the qualified electors of the entire County; that each of the other 
members of said Board of Directors shall be a qualified elector of 
the District from which he is elected and shall be elected by the 
qualified electors of said District; that the successors of the mem¬ 
bers of the Board herein designated for Districts 1 and 2 shall be 
elected at the general election in 1946 and every four years there¬ 
after; that the successors of the chairman and members of the 
Board herein designated for Districts 3 and 4 shall be elected at the 
general election in 1948 and every four years thereafter; that the 
terms of office for the chairman and for each of said members shall 
begin on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 
after his election and shall continue for a term of four years there¬ 
after and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 5. That any vacancy occurring on said Board of Di¬ 
rectors, including the office of chairman of said Board, shall be 
filled by appointment of the other members of said Board. If the 
other members of said Board should fail to fill such vacancy within 
15 days after such vacancy has occurred, the members of said Board 
shall forfeit their right to fill such vacancy and such vacancy shall 
be certified to the Governor of Alabama by the Probate Judge of 
Conecuh County and thereupon the Governor shall appoint some 
one to fill such vacancy. Such appointment, whether made by the 
other members of the Board or by the Governor, shall be for the 
unexpired term for which said person is appointed and such ap¬ 
pointee shall hold office for said unexpired term and until his suc¬ 
cessor is elected and qualified. 

Section 6. That said Board of Directors shall be the governing 
body of Conecuh County, Alabama; that it shall have all the juris- 
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diction, powers and authority now granted to or conferred upon 
Courts of County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or other like 
county governing bodies by the general laws of the State of Ala¬ 
bama or by any local law for Conecuh County not in conflict here¬ 
with, and shall be subject to the same restrictions and responsibili¬ 
ties ; that said Board of Directors shall have power and authority 
to manage and control all property and funds of Conecuh County 
as it may deem expedient according to law, to acquire and dispose of 
property as may be found necessary for county purposes; to levy 
taxes for general purposes and for all special purposes provided by 
law; to examine, settle and allow all claims, accounts and things 
chargeable against the county; to audit and settle all accounts of all 
officers having the care, management, collection or disbursement 
of money belonging to the county or appropriated for the use or 
benefit of said county; to have control of the convict labor of said 
county and the disbursement of the proceeds thereof as is or here¬ 
after may be authorized by law; to have control of and make pro¬ 
visions for the poor of said county as may be provided by law; to 
enforce the payment of all debts and obligations which may be now 
owing or which may be hereafter due or owing to said County by 
any person, firm or corporation; to make or authorize the making 
of all county contracts deemed necessary and to bind said county 
in any lawful contract as provided by law; to provide for the pur¬ 
chase and payment for all necessary stationery, office material and 
supplies, furniture and fixtures necessary or convenient for the use 
of said board and for the use of all officers of said County, as pro¬ 
vided by law; to have supervision and control of the highways, 
roads and bridges of said county. 

Section 7. That said Board of Directors shall maintain an of¬ 
fice in the Courthouse of said county where all its meetings shall 
be held and all of its records kept; that said Board of Directors shall 
hold its regular sessions or meetings on the second Monday in each 
month and may continue in session as long as may be necessary 
to conduct the business of said county; that said Board may ad¬ 
journ its meetings or sessions from time to time as may be found 
necessary or convenient to conduct the business of said County; 
that said Board may hold meetings or sessions at any time upon 
call of the chairman and notice given to each member of said Board ; 
that a majority of all members of, said Board of Directors shall 
constitute a quorum of said Board for the transaction of all busi¬ 
ness; that any members less than a quorum may adjourn the ses¬ 
sions or meetings of said Board until another day. 

Section 8. That the chairman of said Board of Directors shall 
be its presiding officer; he shall have a vote on all matters coming 
before said Board and shall have the same power and authority 
as any other member in passing on all questions before said Board; 
he shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of said Board and shall 
sign all warrants drawn on the County Treasurer or County De- 
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pository, and all orders for the payment or disbursement of the 
funds of the county, and shall sign all contracts entered into by 
the County of Conecuh through the said Board of Directors and 
shall sign all deeds or conveyances to property sold by said county; 
it shall be the duty of said chairman to prepare business and obtain 
information for all meetings of said Board and see that all orders 
thereof are properly executed; should said chairman be disabled to 
act or should he be absent from any meeting of said Board of Di¬ 
rectors, then the other members of said Board of Directors shall by 
resolution, duly entered on the minutes, appoint one of the other 
members of said board as acting chairman and such acting chair¬ 
man shall have all the authority and shall perform all the duties of 
the chairman during his absence or disability. 

Section 9. That the members of the Board of Directors, in¬ 
cluding the chairman, shall each be paid an annual salary of 
Twenty-four Hundred ($2400.00) Dollars, payable in equal monthly 
installments of Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars per month by war¬ 
rant issued by said board and signed by the chairman; that said 
salaries shall be in lieu of all other compensation and expenses, in¬ 
cluding all per diem, mileage, expenses or fees. Each member of said 
board shall at his own expense and without cost to the county fur¬ 
nish his own transportation for performing his official duties and 
shall not be entitled to the use of gasoline, oil or other products 
belonging to the county; said salary may be paid, either in whole or 
in part, out of the county road and bridge fund, the county general 
fund or the county gasoline tax fund, or by apportionment among 
said funds, as the board may from time to time determine. 

Section 10. That said Board of Directors shall have the author¬ 
ity to employ a clerk for said board and to fix his salary. It shall be 
the duty of said clerk to attend the meetings of said Board of Di¬ 
rectors and to issue all notices required by said board. Said clerk 
shall under the direction of said board keep all the minutes and 
records of the proceedings of said board in well bound volumes 
kept for that purpose; said records shall be kept in the office of said 
board and shall be open at all reasonable times to the inspection 
of the public; such clerk shall generally do and perform all such 
duties as may be required of him by said board. The term of office 
of said clerk shall be at the pleasure of said board and the salary 
of said clerk shall be paid in the same manner and from the same 
funds as the salaries of the members of said board. 

Section 11. That said Board of Directors shall have general 
supervision over the highways, roads and bridges of Conecuh 
County, as provided by the general laws of the State of Alabama; it 
shall be the duty of said board to construct and maintain a good 
county wide system of public roads so far as is consistent with the 
finances available; said board shall employ all labor necessary in 
such construction and maintenance where the work is done by the 
county, and the board shall classify all employees engaged in the 
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construction and maintenance of roads and bridges in the county 
and shall fix a uniform salary and wage scale for each classification. 

Section 12. That said Board of Directors shall have the power 
and authority to employ a county engineer to supervise and direct 
the construction and maintenance of roads and bridges for the en¬ 
tire county; that such engineer shall be subject to the jurisdiction 
and direction of said board and his qualifications, salary and terms 
of employment shall be fixed by said board. 

Section 13. That the official bonds heretofore made and filed 
by the members of the Board of Directors, given as members of 
the Board of Revenue, shall continue and remain in effect, for the 
terms for which they were given, as bonds of said individuals as 
members of the Board of Directors and shall cover their official acts 
and duties as members of said Board of Directors; when said bonds 
expire then the members of said Board of Directors shall be re¬ 
quired to make official bonds in amounts and to be approved in the 
manner as required by the general laws of the State of Alabama. 
The said Board of Directors may in its discretion require any per¬ 
son employed by it to give a bond in such amount and with such 
sureties as it may determine; such bond, if required, shall be made 
payable to Conecuh County, be approved by said board and filed 
and recorded in the office of said board. The premium on the bonds 
of the members of said board and on the bonds of any employee, 
if required, shall be paid by Conecuh County. 

Section 14. That all general laws of the State of Alabama now 
in force not in conflict with this Act, and all general laws herein¬ 
after enacted, governing the jurisdiction, powers, authority and 
duties of Courts of County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or 
like county governing bodies, or the members thereof, shall apply 
to and govern the said Board of Directors or the members thereof. 

Section 15. That if any section or part of this Act shall be de¬ 
clared unconstitutional or void for any reason it shall not effect 
the validity of the remaining sections or parts thereof. 

Section 16. That all laws and parts of laws, both general and 
special, in conflict with the provisions of this Act, be, and the same 
are hereby, repealed. 

Section 17. This Act shall take effect on the first day of the 
month after its passage and approval by the Governor.

Section One: All property located in any area which may be 
added to the corporate limits of the City of Mobile by any act of the 
Legislature of Alabama passed at any time during the session of 
such Legislature beginning on the first Tuesday in May, 1945, shall 
be exempt from ad valorem taxation by the City of Mobile until 
the fiscal year beginning on October 1, 1945. 

Section Two : All businesses which may operate or be operated 
in any area which may be added to the corporate limits of the City 
of Mobile by any act of the Legislature of Alabama passed at any 
time during the session of such Legislature beginning on the first 
Tuesday in May, 1945, shall be exempt from license taxes imposed 
by the City of Mobile until the year beginning on January 1, 1946, 
except for such license taxes as may be equivalent to such licenses 
which may be imposed on businesses operated within the police 
jurisdiction of such city. 

Section Three: This act shall be effective upon its passage or 
approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Section One: The boundaries of the City of Mobile are hereby 
so altered, rearranged and fixed as to be as follows : Commencing 
at the intersection of the West Harbor Line of Mobile River with 
the South right-of-way line of the Bay Bridge Road, known at this 
point as U. S. Highway No. 90; thence running Westwardly along 
said South right-of-way line of the Bay Bridge Road to the West 
right-of-way line of Telegraph Road; thence Southeastwardly along 
said West right-of-way line of Telegraph Road to the North prop¬ 
erty line of West Highlands Subdivision, according to a Map or 
Plat thereof recorded in Deed Book 156 N. S., page 478, in the 
office of the Judge of Probate Court of Mobile County, Alabama; 
thence Westwardly along said North property line of aforemen¬ 
tioned West Highlands Subdivision to the West property line of 
West Highland Subdivision; thence Southwardly along the West 
property line of West Highlands Subdivision and said West prop¬

Section 3. That at the primary election in 1948 and every 
four years thereafter the qualified electors of Butler County entitled 
to participate in such primary shall nominate one commissioner for 
said county of Butler for each of said districts, who shall be a bona 
fide elector of and who shall actually reside in the district from 
which he is nominated; and at the general election in 1948 and 
every four years thereafter the qualified electors of Butler County 
shall elect one commissioner for said county of Butler for each of 
said four districts, who, shall be a bona fide elector of and actually 
reside in the district from which he is elected, and who shall hold 
office for a period of four years, and until their successors shall be 
elected and qualified. 

Section 4. That the county commissioners from each of said 
districts shall be nominated and elected as provided in this act by 
the qualified electors of the entire county of Butler, each qualified 
elector being entitled to vote for a commissioner from each district 
from which a commissioner is to be nominated and elected at such 
primary or such general election. 

Section 5. That the commissioners elected under the provisions 
of this act shall be charged with the duty and responsibility of 
supervising the roads in their respective districts, and for such 
services they shall be paid from the County Gasoline Tax Fund a 
salary of $75 per month and in addition thereto they shall be paid 
from the County General Fund an allowance of 4.00 per day for 
attendance of the sessions of the court and travel expenses of 5c 
per mile to and from their places of residence. 

Section 6. That this act shall not effect the right and tenure 
of office of the members of the present county commissioners of 
said county, but that said commissioners shall continue to hold 
and discharge the duties of said office as is now incumbent upon 
them and as may be made incumbent upon them by law, until tneir 
successors shall be elected and qualified under this act.

That any person who takes, catches or kills or at¬ 
tempts to take, catch or kill fish in any of the streams or waters 
of Henry County, Alabama, by poisoning such streams or waters 
in which they are found, or by the use of. any poisonous substance 
put in the water; or by the use of fish berries, lime, giant powder, 
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gun powder, dynamite, or other explosive substance, must, on con¬ 
viction, be fined not less than fifty dollars nor more than one hun¬ 
dred dollars, one-half of which fine shall be paid into the State 
Treasury, to the credit of. the Game and Fish Protection Fund, 
and the other one-half of said fine to be paid to the person or per¬ 
sons, reporting the offense to the proper authorities of the County, 
where a conviction results, or to the Sheriff of the County, his 
deputy or deputies or to any other lawful officer of the County, 
responsible for bringing such offender to trial for the violation of 
this Act, and where a conviction results.

To authorize and empower the Town Council of the Town of Fairhope of 
Baldwin County, Alabama, to employ a City Manager who may be the 
Mayor of the town and to provide for the duties, liabilities and penalties, 
the term of such employment and the compensation of the City Manager 
so employed. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the town of Fairhope, Baldwin County, Ala¬ 
bama, is hereby authorized at the discretion of the Town Council 
to employ a City Manager who at the discretion of the Town Coun¬ 
cil may be the Mayor, with the authority, duties and liabilities here¬ 
inafter prescribed, whose term of office and compensation shall be 
as hereinafter prescribed. The authority given under this Act to 
employ a City Manager and to invoke the provisions hereof shall 
be exercised by the passage of an ordinance or resolution by the 
Governing Body of the Municipality so desiring to employ a City 
Manager, which ordinance or resolution shall set a date not less 
than thirty nor more than sixty days following the date of its 
passage upon which the City Manager shall assume his office. 

Section 2. A City Manager employed under the provisions 
of this Act shall have the authority and be charged with the duties, 
liabilities and penalties and shall hold office and receive compen¬ 
sation as herein set forth: the City Manager shall be the adminis¬ 
trative head of the municipal government. He shall be chosen by 
the Governing Body of the municipality without regard to political 
beliefs and solely upon the basis of his executive and administrative 
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qualifications. The choice shall not be limited to inhabitants of the 
municipality or of the State of Alabama and he may be the Mayor 
at the discretion of the Town Council, (a) The City Manager shall 
receive such compensation as may be prescribed by ordinance of 
the Governing Body, not to exceed Four Thousand Dollars 
($4,000.00) a year, which shall be payable in twelve monthly install¬ 
ments from the city treasury, (b) During the absence or disability 
of the City Manager the Governing Body shall designate some prop¬ 
erly qualified person to perform the duties of the office of City 
Manager, (c) The City Manager must devote all of his working 
time and attention to the affairs of the city and shall be responsible 
to the Governing Body for the efficient administration of all the 
affairs of the city over which he has jurisdiction, (d) The City 
Manager shall have the power and it shall be his duty: 1. To see 
that all laws and ordinances are enforced. 2. With the approval of 
the Council to appoint and employ all necessary employees of the 
city, provided that the positions of Chief of Police, Chief of the 
Fire Department and Superintendent of the waterworks, or other 
utility plants shall be filled by the Governing Body. 3. To remove 
employees employed by him without the consent of the Governing 
Body and without assigning any reason therefor, provided that 
nothing herein shall operate or confer upon the City Manager 
supervision and control over the City Board of Education or citv 
schools, utilities operated by the city, its police or fire department, 
other than to engage the employees under the heads thereof of the 
police and fire departments and utilities operated by the city, pro¬ 
vided that the Town Council may review his removal of any em¬ 
ployee and at their discretion reinstate such employee. 4. To at¬ 
tend all meetings of the Governing Body with a right to take part 
in the discussions, but having no vote. The City Manager shall be 
entitled to notice of all special meetings. 5. To recommend to the 
Governing Body for adoption such measures as he may deem nec¬ 
essary or expedient. 6 . To see that all terms and conditions im¬ 
posed in favor of the city or its inhabitants in any public utility 
franchise are faithfully kept and performed, and upon the knowl¬ 
edge of any violation thereof, to call the same to the attention of 
the city attorney, whose duty it shall be forthwith to take such 
steps as are necessary to protect and enforce the same. 7. Unless 
otherwise provided by ordinance or by resolution of the Town 
Council to make and execute all lawful contracts on behalf of the 
the city as to matters within his jurisdiction, provided that no con¬ 
tract, purchase or obligation involving more than one hundred dol¬ 
lars shall be binding until after approval by the Governing Body. 
8. To keep the Governing Body at all times fully advised as to the 
financial condition and needs of the city. 9. To make full written 
report to the Governing Body on the first of each month showing 
the operation and expenditures of each department of the city gov- 
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ernment for the preceding month. 10. To fix all salaries and com¬ 
pensations of city employees lawfully employed by him, subject, 
however, to supervision, approval or disapproval of the Governing 
Body. 11. The City Manager shall be the purchasing agent for the 
city, by whom all of the purchases of supplies for departments un¬ 
der his control, as well as those for the fire and police department 
and utilities operated by the city, shall be made, and he shall ap¬ 
prove all vouchers in payment of such purchases, provided that all 
purchases involving the expenditures of more than one hundred 
dollars in one transaction or for one purpose shall first be author¬ 
ized or approved by the Governing Body. 12. To perform such 
other duties as may be prescribed by law or by ordinance or reso¬ 
lution of the Governing Body. 13. The City Manager, before enter¬ 
ing upon the discharge of his duties, shall give bond in the penal 
sum of not less than five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) nor more than 
Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000.00), to be fixed by the Govern¬ 
ing Body, and to be approved by them, payable to the city and for 
the benefit of the city and for the use and benefit of the public to 
secure and indemnify the city and any of the public by reason of his 
default, misfeasance, malfeasance* or nonfeasance in the perform¬ 
ance of his duties. 14. The term of office of the City Manager shall 
be co-extensive with the term of office of the Governing Body, pro¬ 
vided that he may be discharged without notice upon a majority 
vote of the entire Town Council, if he is Mayor, but if he is not 
Mayor, then he shall have 60 days notice of such discharge. 

Section 3. This Act shall be supplementary to other statutes

That beginning on the 1st day of January, 1947, 
the said Register in Chancery hereinabove referred to, shall con¬ 
tinue to collect all charges, costs, fees, compensation and allow¬ 
ances then or thereafter authorized to be collected by him, includ¬ 
ing compensation payable to him for all services rendered by him 
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as Register in Chancery of Etowah County, Alabama, and said 
Register shall pay same into the county treasury of Etowah County, 
Alabama, on the first Monday of each month thereafter. 

Section 8. That beginning on the 1st day of January, 1947, the 
Board of Revenue of Etowah County, Alabama, is required, author¬ 
ized and empowered to provide sufficient equipment, clerks, depu¬ 
ties and other assistants to the said Register in Chancery of Eto¬ 
wah County, Alabama. However, the said Register in Chancery of 
Etowah County, Alabama, shall select such clerks, deputies and 
assistants and shall fix their compensation, but the combined sal¬ 
ary or compensation of said clerks, deputies and assistants selected 
by him shall not exceed Two Thousand Dollars ($2000.00) per 
annum. The said Register in Chancery of Etowah County, Alabama, 
shall have the right to discharge the said clerks, deputies and assist¬ 
ants at will, as they shall serve only at his pleasure. The salary or 
compensation of said clerks, deputies, and assistants shall be paid in 
equal monthly installments out of the general funds of Etowah 
Coupty, Alabama, upon separate warrants drawn in the same man¬ 
ner as other employees of Etowah County are paid. 

Section 9. The Board of Revenue of Etowah County in addi¬ 
tion to the foregoing, shall provide said Register in Chancery of 
Etowah County, Alabama, with the necessary quarters, books, sta¬ 
tionery, supplies, office equipment, files, furniture, typewriters, 
adding machines, postage and other conveniences and equipment 
necessary for the proper and efficient conducting and handling of 
the affairs of said office. 

Section 10. The salary or compensation herein fixed shall be 
in lieu of all fees, compensation and allowances allowed and paid 
to said Register in.Chancery of Etowah County, Alabama. 

Section 11. That all laws and parts of laws in strict conflict 
with this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 12. That this act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the governor.

To provide for a special election to be held in Etowah County, Alabama, to 
determine whether the Members of the County Board of Revenue of 
Etowah County, Alabama, shall be reduced from a president and four 
associate members to a president and two associate members; to pro¬ 
vide in event said election carries, for the time and manner of the elec¬ 
tion of said president and two associate members of the County Board of 
Revenue of Etowah County, Alabama, and to fix their terms of office 
and provide for their qualifications, and to increase their powers, juris- 
diction and duties, and to fix their compensation; to extend the terms 
of office of two associate members of the present Board of Revenue of 
Etowah County, Alabama, until January, 1949. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That on the date of the first General Election, Con¬ 
stitutional Amendment Election or other county wide election, open 
to all the qualified electors of Etowah County, which is held in 
Etowah County, after the passage and approval of this act, there 
shall be held in Etowah County, Alabama, a special election for the 
purpose of determining whether the president and the four asso¬ 
ciate members of the Etowah County Board of Revenue of Etowah 
County, Alabama, shall be reduced from five members to a presi¬ 
dent and two associate members, and whether the two present as¬ 
sociate members of the County Board of Revenue of Etowah 
County, Alabama, whose terms expire in January, 1947, shall be 
extended to January, 1949, and whether the president and the two 
associate members of the County Board of Revenue of Etowah 
County, Alabama, shall be elected for a term of office of four years 
and whether the salary of the president of the County Board of 
Revenue, of Etowah County, Alabama, when the number of said 
members of the board shall have been reduced, shall be Forty-Two 
Hundred dollars per annum and the salary of the two associate 
members of said board, when said board shall have been reduced, 
shall be Thirty-Six Hundred dollars per annum each. 

Section 2. On the official ballot used in said special election 
as provided for herein, there shall be printed the following: “Change 
the president and the four associate members of the County Board 
of Revenue of Etowah County, Alabama, by reducing to a president 
and two associate members, and change the term of office of two 
associate members of the present County Board of Revenue of Eto¬ 
wah County, Alabama, by increasing for an additional two years, 
and change the salary of the president of the newly elected board 
of Revenue to Forty-Two Hundred dollars per annum, and change 
the salary of the two associate members of the Board of Revenue 
of Etowah County, Alabama, to be elected to Thirty-Six Hundred 
dollars per annum each. ( ) Yes. ( ) No.” 

Section 3. That the election officials for said special election 
shall be the same as the aforesaid first General Election, Consti- 
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tutional Amendment Election or other county wide election open 
to all the qualified electors of Etowah County, which is held in 
Etowah County, Alabama, after the passage and approval of this 
act, and it shall be the duty of said election officials to conduct the 
election herein provided for at the same time they conduct said gen¬ 
eral, constitutional amendment or other county wide election, and 
for such services they shall receive no compensation other than that 
allowed them for the holding of said general, constitutional amend¬ 
ment or other county wide election. 

Section 4. The result of said election shall be canvassed and 
made known by the same officers and in the same manner as is pro¬ 
vided by law for general elections. A permanent record of the re¬ 
sults of the special election provided for herein shall be made by 
filing a certificate of the results of said special election in the of¬ 
fice of the Probate Judge of said county, which certificate shall be 
recorded and properly indexed jn the miscellaneous records of said 
Probate Office. 

Section 5. If a majority of those voting in said special election 
vote “y es >” and are thus in favor of the change or changes herein 
set out, then the following sections of this act shall become a law, 
but in the event a majority of those voting in said election vote 
1 no”, and thus do not favor the proposed changes set out in this act, 
then the following sections of this act do not become a law, said 
following sections being numbered 6 to 11 inclusive. 

Section 6. That the terms of office of the two present associate 
members of the Board of Revenue of Etowah County, Alabama, 
whose terms of office shall expire in January, 1947, be and said 
terms of office are hereby extended to January, 1949. 

Section 7. That at the general election to be held in Etowah 
County, Alabama, in 1948, there shall be elected from Etowah 
County at large and by all of the qualified voters of Etowah County, 
Alabama, a president of the Board of Revenue of Etowah County, 
and two associate members of the Board of Revenue of Etowah 
County, Alabama, and they shall take office in January, 1949, and 
said president and two associate members of the Board of Revenue 
of Etowah County, Alabama, when thus elected, shall be all of the 
members of the Board of Revenue of Etowah County, Alabama, and 
they shall hold office for a term of four years, and their successors 
shall be elected at the general elections next prior to the expiration 
of their terms of office for every four years thereafter.

boundaries of each of said districts; to designate, declare and appoint a 
member from each of said districts and to define the term of office of 
each of said members of the Board of Revenue so designated, declared

That beginning with the first elective term of the 
Tax Collector after the passage of this bill, the Board of Revenue 
of Walker County, or other like governing body, shall have the 
authority to authorize the employment of an additional clerk for 
said office of Tax Collector and his successors in office, for a period 
of not more than three months of each year during the tax paying 
season, which said clerk shall receive a salary of not more than 
$100 per month, the same to be fixed by the said Board of Reve¬ 
nue, or other like governing body, and payable out of the general 
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fund of Walker County, Alabama, on certificate of the Tax Col¬ 
lector that such person has served under authority of said Board 
of Revenue, or other like governing body. That the Collector shall 
not have authority to appoint or provide this extra clerk at the 
expense of the county without first obtaining the authority of said 
Board. 

Section 4. That if any section of this Act shall be declared 
unconstitutional it shall not be construed to effect any other sec¬ 
tion of the Bill.

altered pension and relief or retirement and relief system for employees 
of City of Birmingham; and, subordinately, to retrospectively define em¬ 
ployees of Jefferson County Board of Health as employees of City of 
Birmingham for the purpose of application of the terms of such retirement 
and relief system. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Repeal. Subject to the provisos of Section 2 of 
this Act, Act No. 24 of the extra session of the Legislature of 1936- 
1937, approved January 26, 1937 (Acts of 1936-1937, page 20), and 
Act No. 512 of the regular session of the Legislature of 1939, ap¬ 
proved September 21, 1939 (Acts 1939, page 795), and Subdivision 
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10 of Article 16 of Chapter 4 of Title 62 of the 1940 Code of Ala¬ 
bama (Title 63, page 322) are hereby expressly retrospectively 
repealed as of the respective effective dates thereof, and Sections 3 
to 25, both inclusive, of this act retrospectively substituted in lieu 
of said repealed statutes as provided in Section 2. 

Section 2. Substitution; Retrospective Operation. The sec¬ 
tions of this act numbered consecutively from 3 to 25, both in¬ 
clusive, comprise a system to be known as City of Birmingham ^Re¬ 
tirement and Relief System and otherwise hereinafter as “the 
system”, and said sections 3 to 25, both inclusive, comprising 
the system, are hereby retrospectively and prospectively substitut¬ 
ed in lieu of the statutes described in Section 1 and, subject to the 
provisos hereinafter in this section contained, shall be read, con¬ 
strued and have retrospective operation and effect as though en¬ 
acted on the 26th day of January, 1937, and as though none of the 
statutes described in Section 1 had ever existed. Consistently, and 
subject to said provisos, every act, proceeding and transaction 
heretofore had, done, accomplished or attempted under any statute 
described in Section 1 shall be construed and deemed an act had, 
done, accomplished or attempted under the system, and the validi¬ 
ty and effect thereof so measured and governed, and, without limit¬ 
ing the generality of the foregoing, but still subject to said pro¬ 
visos, every contribution, return of contribution, refund, loan, in¬ 
vestment, receipt, disbursement, debt, liability, contract, transac¬ 
tion and business to, from, of, with or affecting the pension and 
relief fund under any statute described in Section 1 shall be 
construed and deemed as a contribution, return of contribution, re¬ 
fund, loan, investment, receipt, disbursement, debt, liability, con¬ 
tract, transaction or business to, from, of, with or affecting the 
retirement and relief fund under the system. The foregoing pro¬ 
visions of this section and of Section 1 shall be subject to the fol¬ 
lowing provisos: (a) Any sentence of the system which contains 
the phrase “September 19, 1939” shall be read, construed and have 
operation and effect as though enacted for the first time on Septem¬ 
ber 19, 1939. (b) Any sentence of the system which contains the 
phrase “effective date of this act” shall be read, construed and have 
operation and effect as though enacted for the first time at the 
effective date of this act. (c) The legal effect of any payment here¬ 
tofore made by any pension and relief or retirement and relief fund 
referred to in this act shall be measured by the law as it actually 
existed at the time of such payment, and any debt or liability, 
whether for return of contributions or otherwise, discharged by any 
such payment shall not be revised by anything contained in the 
system and shall not constitute the basis of any claim under the 
system against the retirement and relief fund provided for in this 
act. (d) The rights of any person who at the effective date of this 
act" is on the disability roll under any statute described in Section 
1 of this act shall continue to be measured and governed by the 
provisions of such statute, and not by any provision of the sys- 
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tem, until he may return to active duty for the City of Birming¬ 
ham, and the retirement and relief fund provided as a part of the 
system shall secure such rights. In the event any person referred 
to in this proviso shall return to such active duty after the effec¬ 
tive date of this act, his rights with respect to any subsequent 
disability, though arising from the same cause as his former dis¬ 
ability, shall be measured and governed by the provisions of the 
system. For the purpose of this proviso, any employee of Jeffer¬ 
son County Board of Health on said roll at any time prior to the 
effective date of this act shall be deemed, constructively, an em¬ 
ployee of City of Birmingham during all his time in the service 
of said Board of Health, (e) The rights of any person who may 
have retired from the service of City of Birmingham, either vol¬ 
untarily or involuntarily, after September 1, 1939, and prior to 
the effective date of this act, and who may have been heretofore 
allowed retirement benefits under the statutes actually in existence 
at the time of such retirement, shall, during continuance of such 
retirement, continue to be measured and governed by the terms of 
the statute so in existence at the time of such retirement and not 
by any provision of the system, and the retirement and relief fund 
provided as a part of the system shall secure such rights, (f) The 
rights of any person who may have become separated from the 
service prior to the effective date of this act and who is not an 
employee member at or after the effective date of this act, and the 
rights of any privies of such person, shall be measured and gov¬ 
erned by the statutes in existence at the time of such separation 
and not by any provision of the system. 

Section 3. Purpose of the System. The general purpose of 
the system embraced in Sections 3 to 25, both inclusive, of this 
act is the governmental one of promoting efficiency of employees 
in the service by partially relieving their minds of harassing fear 
of the consequences of loss of employment through disability, old 
age and otherwise and by furnishing trained employees a partial 
incentive to remain in the service during their years of presump¬ 
tively increasing efficiency and a partial incentive to voluntarily 
retire and be replaced during their years of presumptively declin¬ 
ing efficiency. 

Section 4. Definitions. The following words, terms and 
phrases, wherever used in this act, including this section, shall have 
the meanings respectively ascribed to them in this section, unless 
the context plainly indicates otherwise or that a more restricted or 
extended meaning is intended. “City of Birmingham Retirement 
and Relief System.” The system provided by, and comprised with¬ 
in, Sections 3 to 25, both inclusive, of this act. “The system”. City 
of Birmingham Retirement and Relief System. “The City” City 
of Birmingham, a municipal corporation. “The fund.” The retire¬ 
ment and relief fund provided for as a part of the system, and shall 
include assets in the form of money and in other forms. “Em¬ 
ployee”. A human being between whom and the City there exists

the technical relationship of employer and employee, whether such 
person be employed through the principal governing body of the 
City or through a subsidiary body such as a park board or library 
board. “Qualified employee” An employee of the City other than 
(1) an officer elected by the people or (2) a common laborer or 
(3) an employee whose employment affirmatively contemplates 
actual active duty or service for the City upon less than sixteen 
days per calendar mqnth regularly or (4) a member of a board 
such as a library, park or zoning adjustment board whose em¬ 
ployment contemplates actual active duty or service for the City 
upon intermittent business days regularly and not upon successive 
business days regularly. “Employee member.” A person who is 
simultaneously a qualified employee and a member of the system. 
“In the service”. In the service of the City. A person shall be 
deemed in the service of the City while the technical relationship 
of employer and employee subsists between him and the City. “In 
the classified service.” In the classified service as defined in any 
civil service statute or rule now or hereafter applicable to the City. 
“Salary”. Money remuneration of a qualified employee for time 
in the service. “Payroll period.” A period of time for which a pay- 
ment of salary is ordinarily made to or for or to and for a qualified 
employee. “Earnable daily rate.” The monthly rate of money com¬ 
pensation of a qualified employee as fixed by the governing body 
of the City or other authorized public authority, divided by thirty. 
“Salary days.” Such number of days of a payroll period as equals 
the actual amount of salary paid to or for or to and for a qualified 
employee for time in the service in such payroll period, divided by 
the daily earnable rate of such qualified employee for such payroll 
period. “Paid membership time.” Tfhe aggregate of salary days of 
an employee member from the salary for which deduction is made 
for the fund. Three hundred sixty salary days shall constitute a 
year of paid membership time, but this shall not be construed to 
mean that less than 3*65 actual days may be counted as a year of 
creditable time. “Prior service time.” Time of a qualified employee 
in the service prior to September 1, 1937, except time in the service 
prior to September 1, 1937, for which the employee may have re¬ 
ceived no service pay from the City. “Creditable time.” The credit¬ 
able time of an employee member who may be such employee mem¬ 
ber on September 1, 1937, or within six months thereafter, shall 
include all his prior service time as a qualified employee and all his 
paid membership time, and the creditable time of any other em¬ 
ployee member shall include only his paid membership time. “Final 
average salary.” The total amount of salary of an employee mem¬ 
ber for the five years of his creditable time next preceding date 
of his retirement from the service, divided by sixty. “Beneficiary.” 
One in whose favor monetary liability against the fund is accruing 
on account of retirement, widowhood or disability. “Severance 
nominee.” One designated as such under Section 17 of this act. 
“Qualified widow.” Widow of deceased who was married to de- 
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ceased prior to January 26, 1937, and who remains married to 
deceased to the time of his death, or widow of deceased who be¬ 
comes married to deceased after January 26, 1937, and who is 
married to him throughout a period of fifteen years next preceding 
his death. “The Board.” The Board of Managers provided for in 
the system. “The city comptroller.” The employee of the city 
whose duties are those of treasurer or chief financial employee. 
“The custodian.” The custodian of the fund. “The personnel 
board. The board of control of any civil service system provided 
for the City by Statute, or, if at any time there be no such board 
of control, the principal governing body of the City. “The per¬ 
sonnel director.” The personnel director provided for the City by 
statute, or, if there be no such personnel director, the city clerk, 
the custodian or another as the Board may determine. “Gender.” 
The masculine gender shall include the feminine. 

Section 5. Classified Service Membership. Every qualified 
employee in the service in the classified service on or after or on 
and after September 1 , 1937, including every qualified employee 
in the service of the police and fire departments in the classified 
service and not hereinafter in this section excepted, shall be, and 
shall be deemed, mandatorily, a member of the system during all 
his time in the service in the classified service as a qualified em¬ 
ployee, except that no member of the policman’s pension and relief 
plan provided by Act No. 502 of the 1923 session of the Legislature 
(Acts 1923, page 663), as the same may have been, or may be, 
amended or codified, and no member of the firemen’s pension and 
relief plan provided by Act No. 389 of the 1935 session of the Leg¬ 
islature (Acts 1935, page 847), as the same may have been, or 
may be, amended or codified, shall be a member of the system. 

Section 6. Same. No person who may enter the service on or 
after September 19, 1939, whether in the police or fire department 
or not, shall become a member of the aforesaid policemen’s pension 
and relief plan or of the aforesaid firemen’s pension and relief 
plan, but shall become a member of the system if a qualified em¬ 
ployee in the classified service, provided, however, that in the 
event of reentry into the service of the police department of a 
former member of said policemen’s plan he shall again become a 
member of said policemen’s plan if otherwise eligible for mem¬ 
bership therein, and that in the event of reentry into the service of 
the fire department of a former member of said firemen’s plan 
he shall again become a member o'f said firemen’s plan if other¬ 
wise eligible for membership therein. In the event any member 
of such policemen’s plan or firemen’s plan be transferred within 
the service to a department other than the police or fire depart¬ 
ment he shall become a member of the system and all his contrib¬ 
utions to such policemen’s or firemen’s plan after September 1, 
1937, plus matching contributions of the City, shall be transferred 
to the fund of the system. 
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Section 7. Unclassified Service Membership. Every qualified 
employee in the service in the unclassified service on September 
1, 1937, may elect within fifteen days after September 1, 1937, to 
become a member of the system, and in the event of such election 
within said fifteen days, the elector shall become an employee mem¬ 
ber as of September 1, 1937. It shall be sufficient evidence of 
such election that proper deduction be made for the fund from the 
salary of the qualified employee for the payroll period which in¬ 
cludes September 1, 1937, without written protest from the quali¬ 
fied employee to the city comptroller within thirty days from ex¬ 
piration of such payroll period, and it shall be conclusive evidence 
of nonelection if no such deduction be made for such payroll period 
and the employee do not protest in writing to the city comptroller 
against absence of such deduction within thirty days after ex¬ 
piration of such payroll period. Any such employee who may be¬ 
come a member of the system by election under this section may, 
by election, withdraw from membership while remaining in the 
service at any time before entry into the classified service. Such 
election to withdraw shall be made known to the custodian, and 
the withdrawing elector shall cease to be a member of the system 
at the end of the payroll period in which such election is made 
known to the custodian, and, upon such election to withdraw and 
cessation of membership, he shall be entitled to return from the 
fund of all sums deducted from his salary and paid into the fund 
as contributions, without interest, less any amount theretofore 
paid him as disability relief benefits. Acceptance of return of 
contributions while remaining in the service shall be conclusive 
evidence of election to withdraw from membership. Any employee 
member who shall withdraw from membership under this section 
while remaining in the service shall not have an option to reenter 
the system, and should he thereafter reenter the system by virtue 
of Section 5 of the system he shall not be entitled to count as credit¬ 
able time any time subsequent to September 1, 1937, and prior 
to such reentry. For the purpose of election under the preceding 
provisions of this section, qualified employees of the Jefferson 
County Board of. Health at September 1, 1937, shall be deemed, con¬ 
structively, qualified employees of the City at September 1, 1937, 
in the unclassified service, and any such constructive employee of 
the City at September 1, 1937, may elect at any time within fifteen 
days after September 1, 1937, to become a member of the system 
under said preceding provisions. Any such constructive employee 
of the City who may so elect shall be deemed, constructively, an 
employee of the City, and said Board of Health a subsidiary board 
or department of the City, during all the time, past or future, dur¬ 
ing which he may have been, or may be, an employee of said Board 
of Health, and all the retrospective and prospective terms of the 
system shall apply to him as fully and restrictively and with like 
effect as though he were actually an employee, and said Board of 
Health actually a subsidiary board or department, of the City dur- 
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ing all such time. After the effective date of this act it shall be 
the duty of said Board of Health, as an independent agency, and 
not as a subsidiary board or department of the City, to make deduc¬ 
tions for the fund, and make matching and other contributions to 
the fund, in respect of every such constructive employee of the 
City, for and during all his time of membership in the system 
after the effective date of this act, in all respects as it is made the 
duty of the City to make deductions and matching and other con¬ 
tributions in respect of its true employees. 

Section 8. Transfers between Classified and Unclassified Serv¬ 
ice. (a) Any person who may at any time enter or be a member 
of the system by virtue (among other things) of being in the clas¬ 
sified service shall remain a member of the system so long as he 
shall remain in the service as a qualified employee, notwithstand¬ 
ing he may cease to be in the classified service, provided, how¬ 
ever, that any such person who may cease to be in the classified 
service may file a written declaration with the city comptroller 
that he elects to withdraw from membership, and, and upon the 
filing of such declaration, he shall cease to be a member of the 
system, (b) Any employee member who, while a member of the 
system by election under Section 7, is transferred from the un¬ 
classified service to the classified service as a qualified employee, 
shall lose any option to withdraw from membership, and shall re¬ 
main a member of the system in all respects as though he had 
originally entered the system by virtue of Section 5. (c) Any em¬ 
ployee in the unclassified service who, while not a member of the 
system, is transferred from the unclassified service to the classi¬ 
fied service as a qualified employee and becomes an employee mem¬ 
ber by virtue of Section 5 shall not be entitled to count as credit¬ 
able time any time subsequent to September 1, 1937, and prior to 
thus becoming an employee member. 

Section 9. Retirement and Relief Fund. At the end of each 
pay-roll period within the first twelve months after August 31, 
1937, the City shall deduct from the salary of each employee mem¬ 
ber for such pay-roll period an amount equal to three per centum 
(3%) of his salary for such pay-roll period, and at the end of each 
pay-roll period after said twelve calendar months the City shall 
deduct from the salary of each employee member an amount equal 
to six per centum (6%) of his salary for such pay-roll period, pro¬ 
vided, however, that, for the purpose of such deductions, no em¬ 
ployee shall be deemed to earn, or to have earned, salary at a 
rate in excess of three hundred dollars ($300.00) per month. The 
City shall promptly pay each such deduction into a retirement 
and relief fund (herein referred to as “the fund”), and such deduc¬ 
tion so paid into the fund shall be known as a contribution of 
the employee member to the fund. At the same time the City pays 
into the fund any deduction from the salary of an employee mem¬ 
ber, it shall also pay into the fund from its general or other ap¬ 
propriate funds a matching contribution of equal amount. The 
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city comptroller is specifically charged with the duty of making 
such deductions from salaries and of making such payments into 
the fund. The fund shall include all assets of the fund in any 
form, and the city comptroller shall be, ex-officio, the custodian 
of the fund. The custodian shall keep a separate account of the 
fund and of all assets and liabilities thereof and of all receipts 
and disbursements thereof and of all prior service time and paid 
membership time of employee members. The custodian shall keep 
all monies of the fund in a separate bank account. The custodian 
shall keep in force and effect a bond in a penal amount equal to 
the total amounf of moneys and securities in his custody or pos¬ 
session, but in no event in excess of fifty thousand dollars, pay¬ 
able to the Board and conditioned for faithful performance of his 
duties and for faithful accounting to the Board for all monies, 
securities and property coming into his custody or possession as 
such custodian. Such bond shall be executed by a surety company 
authorized to do business in the State of Alabama, and the premium 
on such bond, and all necessary expenses of the Board, shall be paid 
out of the fund upon order of the Board. All bonds and securities 
acquired for the fund and which are registerable as to principal 
shall be registered by the custodian in the name of the system 
promptly upon acquisition and shall remain so registered until 
sold or otherwise disposed of by authority of the Board. The 
Board may select a banking institution located within the territorial 
jurisdiction of the City as subcustodian of securities, with author¬ 
ity to collect and remit to the custodian principal and interest of 
securities entrusted to its custody as the same may mature, and 
pay it such reasonable fees or compensation for its services as the 
Board may deem proper, and the Board may, if it sees fit, waive 
bond of such institution as subcustodian so long as the net worth 
of the subcustodian exceeds one and one-half times the total par 
value of the securities entrusted to its custody. Securities in the 
custody of such subcustodian shall not be counted as in the cus¬ 
tody of the custodian for the purpose of computing the amount of 
the custodian’s bond. The Board is authorized to accept and re¬ 
ceive gifts, donations or legacies for the fund, and to administer 
same as may be directed by the donors. In the adjudication of 
claims against the fund, the records of the city comptroller and 
custodian made and kept for the purposes of this act shall be 
deemed, prima facie, to speak the truth. 

Section 10. Refund of Erroneous Contributions. If measured 
by the provisions of the system, any amount shall be erroneously 
deducted from the salary of any person who is not a member of 
the system and paid into the fund, such amount shall be refunded 
to such non-member, and any erroneous matching contribution 
which may have been made to match the erroneous contribution 
of such nonmember shall be refunded to the particular fund from 
which made. 



Section 11. Bar of Claim of Creditable Time. In the event the 
City shpuld, through error, inadvertence or otherwise, neglect to 
make proper deduction for the fund from the salary of any em¬ 
ployee member for any pay-roll period, the employee member shall 
have a right to pay into the fund the amount which should have 
been deducted for such pay-roll period at any time within three 
months after expiration of such pay-roll period, together with in¬ 
terest thereon, at the rate of six per cent per annum, and to count 
the principal so paid as a salary deduction contribution. In the 
event of failure of such employee member to so pay within such 
time, he shall forfeit any right to so pay thereafter. In the event 
any tender of such payment within such time shall be refused, 
the employee member may, within three months after such re¬ 
fusal, institute mandamus proceedings tb compel acceptance, and 
in such proceedings the court shall treat as included in the proceed¬ 
ings the question of right of the employee member to make con¬ 
tribution for any pay-roll period subsequent to the aforesaid pay¬ 
roll period and prior to date of its order for which proper salary 
deduction was not made. Nothing herein contained shall be con¬ 
strued to prevent the fund from recovering at any time, with six 
per cent per annum interest, any amount which should have been 
deducted for any pay-roll period but which was not deducted. 
Any amount paid by an employee member under this section shall 
be matched by payment by the City into the fund of a like amount. 

Section 12. Retirement Allowances, (a) Any employee mem¬ 
ber who shall be now or hereafter of the age of sixty or more years 
and who shall have now or hereafter accumulated fifteen or more 
years of creditable time, or any employee member who, regardless 
of age, shall have now or hereafter accumulated thirty-five or more 
years of creditable time, shall be entitled to voluntarily retire from 
the service and obtain a retirement allowance, and if, being so en¬ 
titled to voluntarily retire and obtain a retirement allowance, he 
should voluntarily retire, or be involuntarily retired, from the serv¬ 
ice, he shall be entitled to a monthly retirement allowance from 
the fund computed as hereinafter in this section specified. The 
amount of any retirement allowance under this subdivision of 
this section shall commence to accrue at date of retirement, (b) 
Any employee member who may be involuntarily retired or dis¬ 
missed from the service while of an age below sixty years and 
over the age of forty years % and after having accumulated twenty 
years of creditable time shall be entitled to a monthly retirement 
allowance from the fund computed as hereinafter in this section 
specified; provided the personnel board or other agency govern¬ 
ing tenure of service of employees of the city shall certify that 
such employee has not contributed by his own conduct to his 
separation from the cities service. The amount of any retirement 
allowance under this subdivision of this section shall commence to 
accrue at age sixty, (c) The monthly amount which shall be 
allowed any employee member entitled to a retirement allowance 
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under this section shall be forty per centum (40%) of his final 
average salary plus one-half of one per centum (}4%) of his final 
average salary multiplied by the number of years of his paid mem¬ 
bership time, provided, however, that no retirement allowance shall 
exceed fifty per centum (50%) of final average salary; and provid¬ 
ed, further, that for the purpose of computing final average sal¬ 
ary, no employee member shall be deemed to earn, or to have 
earned salary at a rate in excess of three hundred dollars per 
month, and provided, moreover, that, for the purposes of computa¬ 
tion, the Board may treat the end of the pay roll period next be¬ 
fore actual date of retirement as the date of retirement and may dis¬ 
regard a fraction of a year of creditable time less than one fourth. 
. (d) Subject to the provisions of subdivisions (e) and (f) of this 
section, the amount of any retirement allowance which may have 
commenced to accrue in accordance with the provisions of the sys¬ 
tem shall continue to accrue throughout the life of such person, 
(e) If, after any person shall have retired or been retired as herein 
above in this section provided, and the amount of his retirement 
allowance shall have commenced to accrue, he should be re-em¬ 
ployed in the service and again become a member of the system 
under the terms of the system, he shall again contribute to the 
fund as in the case of any other member, and accrual of the amount 
of his retirement allowance shall be suspended during the period 
of his renewed employee membership, and upon any subsequent 
voluntary or involuntary retirement from the service the amount 
of his former retirement allowance shall again commence to accrue 
at the same rate as formerly, and he shall be entitled to allowance 
of such additional amount, if any, as his additional paid member¬ 
ship time may have earned for him. (f) In the event of death of 
any male employee member after he shall have become entitled 
to voluntarily retire and obtain a retirement allowance, his quali¬ 
fied widow, if any, shall be entitled to a monthly widow’s al¬ 
lowance in an amount equal to fifty per cent (50%) of the amount 
of the monthly retirement allowance to which her deceased hus¬ 
band would have been entitled had he retired immediately be¬ 
fore death, and in the event of death of .any retired beneficiary in 
whose favor the amount of a monthly retirement allowance is ac¬ 
cruing, his qualified widow, if any, shall be entitled to a monthly 
widow’s allowance in an amount equal to fifty per cent (50%) of 
the monthly amount of the retirement allowance accruing in favor 
of her deceased husband immediately prior to his death. The 
amount of a widow’s allowance shall commence to accrue at death 
of her husband and shall continue to accrue to the time of her 
death or remarriage, whichever may first occur. 

Section 13. Blank. 

Section 14. Disability allowances, (a). If any employee mem¬ 
ber, after having accumulated five years or more of creditable 
time, shall become totally disabled, either physically or mentally, 
to perform his customary duties, whether by reason of disease. 
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injury, accident or otherwise, then, in the event such total dis¬ 
ability shall continue for sixty consecutive calendar days from 
commencement thereof, such disabled person shall be entitled to 
a monthly disability allowance from the fund equal to forty per 
cent (40%) of his monthly salary at the time of commencement 
of such total disability, the amount of such disability allowance to 
commence to accrue at the expiration of sixty calendar days after 
commencement of such total disability and to continue to accrue 
until such time as such person is no longer totally disabled to 
perform his customary duties, or substantially comparable duties, 
or until lapse of such time from commencement of total disability 
as equals one-fourth the creditable time of such person at com¬ 
mencement of total disability, whichever may first occur. An al¬ 
lowance under this subdivision of this section shall be known as an 
“ordinary disability allowance. ,, (b). If any employee member, 
whether with or without five years of creditable time, shall become 
totally disabled, either physically or mentally, to perform his cus¬ 
tomary duties by reason of personal injury received as a result 
of an accident arising out of and in the course of his employment 
in the service and occuring at a definite time and place and after 
the effective date of this act, then, in the event such total dis¬ 
ability shall continue for sixty consecutive calendar days from 
commencement thereof, such disabled person shall be entitled to 
a monthly disability allowance from the fund equal to forty per 
cent (40%) of his monthly salary at the time of commencement 
of such total disability, the amount of such total disability al¬ 
lowance to commence to accrue at the expiration of such sixty 
consecutive calendar days after commencement of such total dis¬ 
ability and to continue to accrue until such time as such person is 
no longer totally disabled by such injury to perform his said cus¬ 
tomary duties, or substantially comparable duties. An allowance 
made under this subdivision of this section shall be known as an 
“extraordinary disability allowance,” but no disability allowance 
shall be made by the Board under this subdivision of this section 
after six months after the accident resulting in such disability or 
if such accident occurred, while the disabled person was employed 
by another than the City. No disability allowance shall be treated 
as an extraordinary disability allowance unless the resolution by 
which it is made contains the specification that it is an extraordi¬ 
nary disability allowance and unless such resolution be passed with¬ 
in six months after the accident resulting in disability. In the event 
that an extraordinary disability beneficiary should become sepa¬ 
rated from the service during continuance of total disability and 
such total disability from such injury should thereafter cease, the 
Board may, in its discretion, continue him on the disability roll 
until such time as, in the judgment of the Board, he should be 
able to find suitable employment at a rate of pay equal to the 
rate of his disability allowance, (c). No disability allowance shall 
be made by the Board until after satisfactory proof has been made 
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to the Board of total disability by certificate of at least one licensed 
and practicing physician or surgeon. The Board shall have power 
to require certificates of more than one such physician or surgeon 
and such further proof of total disability as it may reasonably 
deem necessary. The Board may from time to time require fur¬ 
ther such certificates and other proof to determine whether total 
disability still exists, (d). Resumption of active duty by an em¬ 
ployee member after cessation of active duty on account of total 
disability shall be conclusive evidence of termination of such total 
disability for the purposes of the system, and any subsequent ces¬ 
sation of active duty on account of total disability, whether by 
reason of the same or different cause, shall be treated as a new 
disability, (e). If any disability beneficiary should become sepa¬ 
rated from the service and withdraw his contributions his right 
to continuance of disability benefits shall immediately cease, (f). 
For the purpose of computing disability allowances, no employee 
member shall be deemed to earn, or to have earned, salary at a 
rate in excess of three hundred dollars per month. 

' Section 15. Reduction of Allowances. Any amount otherwise 
payable by the fund to any beneficiary for any month or part 
thereof on account of retirement, widowhood or disability shall be 
reduced by the amount, if any, paid or payable to such beneficiary 
for the same month or part thereof by any federal agency or by 
any agency of the State of Alabama, including any county, city 
or town of the State of Alabama, on account or by reason of 
employment within the State of Alabama of such beneficiary dur¬ 
ing such month by any such public agency. 

Section 16. Loans to Employee Members. The board shall 
have the right to lend to any employee member from the fund such 
an amount of money as will not cause the aggregate of indebted¬ 
ness of the employee member to the fund immediately after such 
loan to exceed fifty per cent of the amount of contributions re¬ 
turnable to him or those claiming under him were he to become 
separated from the service immediately after such loan. Interest 
on such loan shall be charged at the rate of six per cent per annum. 

Section 17. Severance Nominee. The custodian shall keep 
a book or record in which any employee member may designate 
the name of a person to receive return of contributions made by 
him in the event of his death prior to commencement of accrual 
of a retirement allowance in his favor. Any such designation may 
be changed from time to time by the employee member. Each 
such designation shall be signed and dated by the employee mem¬ 
ber, and the last signed and dated designation shall prevail over 
any former designation. The rights of the last designated sever¬ 
ance nominee shall be governed by Section 18. 

Section 18. Separation from Service; Return of contributions ; 
Re-employment and Restoration of Returned Contributions. In the 
event that prior to the time he shall become a retirement bene¬ 
ficiary under the system any employee member should become a 
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nonqualified employee or become entitled to file, and file, a dec¬ 
laration of withdrawal as authorized by subdivision (a) of Section 
8 or become separated from the service by death without qualified 
widow or by discharge, dismissal, resignation, quitting or other¬ 
wise, he shall cease to be a member of the system, and, at the 
end of the pay roll period in which any such event may occur, the 
fund shall become liable for return of contributions in an amount 
equal to the amount-of contributions theretofore made to the fund 
by such employee member, without interest, less one-half of any 
disability benefits theretofore paid the employee member by the 
fund. The amount of liability of the fund for return of contribu¬ 
tions shall be paid to the former employee member if living. If 
such former employee member be dead, however, the amount of 
liability for return shall be paid to personal representatives who 
may qualify as such and make demand for payment within sixty 
days after death of such former employee member, or, if there be 
no such qualifications and demand, to the severance nominee of the 
former employee member, or, if there be none, then to the spouse, 
children, father, mother, sisters or brothers of deceased in order 
of. priority as enumerated. No amount due from the fund as return 
of contributions shall bear interest until thirty days after proper 
demand for payment thereof. In the event any employee member 
should become a nonqualified employee or become separated from 
the service or become a nonmember under subdivision (a) of Sec¬ 
tion 8 and receive return of contributions and thereafter again be¬ 
come an employee member he shall be liable to the fund for res¬ 
toration of the full amount of withdrawn contributions, and the 
city comptroller shall deduct from the salary of such employee 
member the amount of liability for restoration in twenty month¬ 
ly installments of substantially equal amount or in such lesser 
number of substantially equal restoration installments as will per¬ 
mit no installment to be less than ten dollars; provided, however, 
such employee member shall have the right to pay in cash in ad¬ 
vance of maturity all restoration installments, or, in the inverse 
order of maturity, any number of installments less than all. Every 
restoration installment shall bear interest at such rate as the Board * 
may prescribe, and upon completion of payment thereof, with in¬ 
terest, the employee member shall be entitled to count as credit¬ 
able time all creditable time earned by him prior to so again be¬ 
coming an employee member. Anything hereinabove to the con¬ 
trary not withstanding, however, any person who may become 
liable after the effective date of this act for restoration of with¬ 
drawn contributions shall be liable for interest upon the amount 
of such liability at the rate of six per cent per annum until paid, 
provided, that any such person who may become liable after the 
effective date of this act for restoration of withdrawn contributions 
may discharge himself of such liability and of. interest thereon by 
filing with the city comptroller within thirty days after attachment 
of such liability a written declaration that he elects to surrender 
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creditable time prior to so again becoming an employee member 
and to not be liable for restoration of withdrawn contributions. 
Neither any employee member or former employee member, nor 
anyone claiming under him, shall be entitled to return of contri¬ 
butions after the amount of any retirement allowance shall have 
commenced to accrue in his favor. 

Section 19. Liabilities of Employee Members to Fund. Any 
debt or liability of an employee member to the fund or to the City 
shall be offset against, and deducted from, any amount due from 
the fund to the employee member or those claiming under him 
either as return of contributions or as disability or retirement pay¬ 
ments, and only the balance, if any, shall be payable by the fund. 

Section 20. False Representations. After the effective date of 
this act, it shall be a misdemeanor, and punishable as such, for 
any employee member or beneficiary to knowingly make any false 
representation to the Board or to the secretary of the Board or to 
the city comptroller or the custodian or to any investigator or agent 
of the Board in respect of any matter pertaining to the administra¬ 
tion of the system. 

Section 21. Exemptions. Neither all nor any portion of the 
fund, whether in cash, securities or otherwise, nor any income or 
yield thereof, shall be subject to, or exacted on account of, any 
tax. Lo retirement or disability allowance nor any amount payable 
thereunder shall be subject to assignment or to any process for the 
collection of debts, provided this shall not apply to assignments 
°. r debts to the fund or to the City. Subject to Section 17, no 
liability of the fund for return of contributions shall be subject to 
assignment, and, subject to the provisions of Section 18 in relation 
to payment to personal representatives, no liability of the fund for 
return of contributions shall be subject to any process for the col¬ 
lection of. debts. 

Section 22. Members in Armed Forces. If any employee mem¬ 
ber, either before the effective date of this act and after October 
16, 1940, or after the effective date of this act and prior to declara¬ 
tion by the Congress or President of the United States of termina¬ 
tion of the unlimited national emergency declared by the said Pres¬ 
ident in his proclamation of May 27, 1941, shall have left the serv¬ 
ice for the purpose of entering the armed forces of the United 
States, after having been in the service for at least one year next 
before such leaving, and shall have entered such armed forces 
promptly after such leaving, and shall have left in the fund all 
contributions made by him prior to such leaving, and shall have re¬ 
sumed a position of qualified employee in the service within forty 
days after his separation from such armed forces, and, in any event, 
within one year after declaration by the Congress or the Pres¬ 
ident of the United States of termination of the unlimited national 
emergency declared by said President in said proclamation of 
May 27, 1941, and shall not have been dishonorably discharged 
from such armed forces, then, and in all such events, the City shall 
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promptly pay into the fund an amount double that which the 
employee would have contributed to the fund from his salary had 
he continued in the service as an employee member throughout 
the period between the time of'so leaving the service and the time 
of resumption of position in the service at the same rate of pay he 
was receiving at the time he so left the service, and, upon such 
payment into the fund, the employee shall be entitled to count as 
paid membership time the entire aforesaid period, provided, how¬ 
ever, that if such employee become disabled to perform his cus¬ 
tomary duties at any time within two years after such resumption 
of position, the amount of any benefits to which he might other¬ 
wise be entitled under Section 14 for any period shall be reduced 
by any amount paid or payable to him by the federal government 
for the same period, and provided further that no part of such 
payment by the City shall be returnable by the fund under any 
L provision of the system for return of contributions made by em¬ 
ployee members. 

Section 23. (a) Board of. Managers. There shall be a Board 

of Managers of three members for the administration, manage¬ 
ment and control of the system, including administration, manage¬ 
ment, control, acquisition and disbursement of the fund. The Board 
shall consist of the President of the Commission of the City, who 
shall be Chairman of the Board, and two associate members, 
designated, respectively, as “member number one” and “member 
number two.” Member number one shall be appointed by the per¬ 
sonnel board to serve until death, resignation or appointment of 
another by the personnel board to serve in his stead. Any vacancy 
in memberseat number one shall be filled by the personnel 
board. Member number two shall be appointed from em¬ 
ployee members. Member number two shall be appointed from em¬ 
ployee members by a majority of the County Health Officer and 
of employees of the City whose duties are those, or correspond 
most nearly to those of, Superintendent of City parks, superin¬ 
tendent of city streets, director of public libraries, city engineer, 
city attorney, city comptroller, senior judge of recorders court, and 
chairman of zoning board of adjustment. After the effective date 
of this act the appointers of member number two shall include, 
also, city clerk, manager of municipal airport, manager of city 
warehouse, water engineer of industrial water supply system, 
manager of city garage, city electrician, chief building inspector, 
chief plumbing inspector, city purchasing agent, and the employee 
member of the police department and the employee member of the 
fire department senior in point of time in the service. In the event 
of equal length of service of two employee members of the police de¬ 
partment or of the fire department the one senior in point of age 
shall be deemed senior in point of time in the service for the purpose 
of the next preceding sentence. Said member number two shall be 
appointed to serve until death, resignation or appointment of an¬ 
other by a majority of. those authorized to appoint member number 
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two. Each of the associate members of the Board shall be a bona 
fide resident and qualified voter of the City of Birmingham. The 
Board is directorily required to meet at least once a month in the 
office of the chairman, or such other place as the Board may des¬ 
ignate, on the second Thursday in each calendar month. Any two 
members of the Board, after due notice having been given to all 
members of the Board, may meet in special meeting and transact 
any business of the Board, provided the secretary be present and 
record the proceedings of the special meeting as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided. The personnel director shall be secretary of the Board and 
shall be present at every meeting of the Board, and keep a record 
of all proceedings of the Board and of all orders and decisions of 
the Board. Neither the secretary nor any member of the Board 
shall receive any salary or compensation for his services as such, 
except member number one, who shall receive ten dollars for each 
meeting attended, but not more than twenty dollars for meetings 
attended in any calendar month. Two members of the Board, when 
assembled in either regular or special meeting, shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of any and all business of the Board, 
and the affirmative vote of two members shall be necessary and 
sufficient to pass any motion or resolution. The Board is em¬ 
powered to make rules and regulations not inconsistent with the 
provisions of the system in relation to its affairs and the system. 
The Board shall receive, investigate and pass upon all applications 
for retirement and disability allowances and shall make retirement 
and disability allowances in accordance with the system to all per¬ 
sons entitled thereto under the system, and its decision upon all 
matters of fact shall be final and conclusive unless it shall be 
affirmatively made to appear that its decision is plainly and mani¬ 
festly wrong. The Board is authorized to borrow money up to the 
par value of the securities of the fund, and to pledge such securi¬ 
ties for repayment of the money borrowed. No money of the fund 
shall be invested, paid out or disbursed except pursuant to order 
or authorization of the Board. The Board shall be trustee, and 
have entire management and control of the fund, and shall direct 
investment of moneys of the fund not needed to meet disburse¬ 
ments provided for in this act in the loans to members hereinabove 
referred to and in bonds of the United States, the State of Alabama, 
and the City. In addition to methods of removal hereinabove pro¬ 
vided for, any member of the Board may be removed by impeach¬ 
ment for corruption or malfeasance or misfeasance in office or 
for habitual neglect of duty, (b) The Board of Managers shall 
make a study of the provisions of this-act and shall have the author¬ 
ity at the expense of the fund to employ such actuarial assistance 
and other aid as the study may require to determine the following 
questions; (a) Are the contributions to the fund sufficient to pay 
the benefits provided herein? If not, what additional contributions 
are necessary? (b) Are the benefits provided herein sufficient in 
amount to consume the contributions required herein, or are they 
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so large as to render the fund insolvent, and in the event of the 
finding of either contingency, what adjustments should be made? 
(c) What provisions should be made either in contributions by em¬ 
ployees or by the City to render the fund solvent with respect to 
allowances made for prior service? The said Board shall present 
to the members of the Legislature, not later than thirty days be¬ 
fore the convening of the 1947 regular session, its report, together 
with the drafts of such laws as may be necessary to make this 
fund solvent. They shall accompany their report with the reasons 
why they recommend the measures included in their report for 
making it solvent, setting out in detail what benefits they rec¬ 
ommend be reduced, or what additional contributions they recom¬ 
mend being made. And the Legislature shall give prompt and full 
consideration to such report to the end that said fund may be 
solvent, safe and permanent for the protection of the employees 
covered thereby. The failure on the part of the Board to comply 
with the provisions hereof shall constitute cause for removal from 
office. 

Section 24. Repeal and Amendment Reservation. The Leg¬ 
islature reserves the power to amend, alter or repeal this act, pro¬ 
vided, however, that if any person who may be entitled to vol¬ 
untarily retire and obtain a retirement allowance under this act 
shall so voluntarily retire before exercise of said reserved power 
he shall have a contractual lien upon the fund for each and every 
amount to which he may be or become entitled in accordance with 
the terms of the law existing at the time of such voluntary re¬ 
tirement, and provided, further, that if any employee member be¬ 
come totally disabled before exercise of said reserved power he 
shall have a contractual lien upon the fund for each and every 
amount to which he may be or become entitled in accordance with 
the terms of the law existing at the time of commencement of such 
a disabilitv. 

Section 25. Name. After the effective date of this act the name 
of the system provided in Sections 3 to 25, both inclusive, shall 
be City of Birmingham Retirement and Relief System, and by 
that name all suits, proceedings, transactions and business affect¬ 
ing the system, including the fund, may be brought, conducted, 
had and done. In any suit in that name service of process upon 
the custodian shall be sufficient service, and any judgment or 
decree in such suit in such name shall bind the fund. 

Section 26. Board of Health Employees. If prior to expira¬ 
tion of the calendar year 1945 the Legislature of Alabama shall 
pass, or shall have passed, any act under which the Jefferson Coun¬ 
ty Board of Health and employees thereof have or will become sub¬ 
ject to the same civil service system and administration as that 
to which the City and employees thereof are, or were then, subject, 
then, in such event, and for the purpose of application of the terms 
of the system, and for such purposes only, and except as may be 
hereinafter otherwise or differently provided in this and the next 
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succeeding section, said Board of Health shall be deemed con¬ 
structively a subsidiary board or department of the City during 
said Health Board's past, present and future existence and em¬ 
ployees thereof shall be deemed constructively employees of the 
City during all their time in the service of said Board of Health, 
whether past, present or future, and the retrospective and pros¬ 
pective terms of the system shall be retrospectively and prospec¬ 
tively applied to such constructive employees as fully and re- 
strictively and with like effect as though said Board of Health 
were actually such subsidiary board or department at all times 
past, present and future and as though employees thereof w r ere 
actually employees of the City at all times while in the service of 
said Board of Health, past, present or future, provided that the 
creditable time of any suqh constructive employee who may be 
or become an employee member shall include all his prior service 
time and all his paid membership time, notwithstanding he may 
not have been such employee member at September 1, 1937, or 
within six months thereafter. In case the event first hereinabove 
in this section mentioned shall happen, or shall have happened, 
then, for the purpose of application of the terms of the system, per¬ 
sons in the service of said Board of Health prior to the happen¬ 
ing of such event shall be deemed in the service of the City in the 
unclassified service and persons in the servipe of said Board of 
Health after the happening of such event shall be deemed from 
the happening of such event as in the classified service or the un¬ 
classified service according to the terms of the statute constituting 
said event, and shall be governed accordingly by the retrospective 
and prospective provisions of the system, including, specifically. 
Sections 5, 7 and 8 of the system. 

Section 27. After the effective date of this act and the happen¬ 
ing of the event first mentioned in Section 26, it shall be the duty 
of said Board of Health, as an independent agency and not as a 
subsidiary board or department of the City, to make, or cause to 
be made, and paid into the fund, deductions from the salaries of 
all its employees who are employee members, and to do so in all 
respects as is provided by the system for the City to make deduc¬ 
tions, and pay into the fund, from salaries of. its employees who 
are employee members, and it shall be the further duty of said 
Board of Health, as such independent agency, to make matching 
contributions to the fund from its own funds in respect of its 
employees who are employee members in all respects as it is made 
the duty of the City to make matching contributions in respect 
of its employees who are employee members, and it shall be the 
further duty of said Board of Health, as such independent agency, 
to fully cooperate with the Board of Managers, the city comptrol¬ 
ler and the custodian in the administration of the system, and, 
thereinabout, to x make available to them all such records and in¬ 
formation pertaining to employees of said Board of Health as they 
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or either of them may request for the purpose of administration 
of the system. 

Section 28. Effective Date. This act shall be effective on and 
after July 1, 1945.

AN ACT 

1 o create and establish and to define the duties and powers of a Board of 

Revenue in and for Jackson County. 

Be it Enacted by the Ee'gislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby created in and for Jackson County 
a Board of Revenue. The Court of. County Commissioners in and 
for Jackson County is hereby abolished. 

Section 2. Until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January of 1949, and until their successors are elected and qualified, 
the Board of Revenue shall consist of. four incumbent members, 
other than the Judge of Probate, of the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Jackson County operative before the effective date of 
this act and the Chairman of the Board of Revenue hereinafter pro¬ 
vided for. Within ten days after the effective date of this act, the 
Governor shall choose a Chairman from the qualified voters of 
Jackson County. Such member so appointed as Chairman shall be 
paid from the county treasury or Gas Eund a monthly salary of 
$250.00, and each other such member shall be paid a monthly salary 
of $85.00. No such member, including the Chairman, shall receive 
any compensation for or reimbursement for the expense of his 
services other than his salary. 

Section 3. On and after the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January of 1949, the Board of Revenue shall consist 
of three members who are qualified voters of. Jackson County. At 
the general election to be held in November of 1948, and each four 
years thereafter, the qualified voters of Jackson County shall elect 
from the county at large, in the same manner as other county offi¬ 
cers are chosen, a Chairman and two other members of the Board 
of Revenue. Such members, including the Chairman, shall assume 
office the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January of 
1949, and each four years thereafter, and shall hold office until 
their successors are elected and qualified. Such Chairman shall be 
paid from the county treasury a monthly salary of $250.00 and 
shall receive no other compensation for or reimbursement for the 
expense of his service, except as specifically may be provided 
otherwise herein, other than his salary. Each other such member 
shall receive $10.00 for each day’s services, not exceeding $40.00 
per month and reasonable travel expenses, at not more than five 
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cents per mile, incurred in attending regular and special meetings 
of the Board of Revenue. 

Section 4. The Chairman and each other member of the Board 
of Revenue, before entering upon the duties of his office, shall make 
and file with the Judge of Probate the statutory oath of office 
and a bond, with good and sufficient sureties, payable to Jackson 
County, and conditioned upon the faithful performance of the du¬ 
ties of his office. The bond of the Chairman is hereby fixed at 
$5,000.00; the bond of each other member, at $1,000.00. In the 
case of a vacancy on the Board of Revenue, such vacancy shall be 
filled by the Governor; and the person so appointed shall hold office 
for the remainder of the term of the place which is vacant. No 
Chairman or other member of the Board of Revenue may hold any 
other remunerative public office. 

Section 5. The Board of Revenue shall hold regular meetings 
on the fourth Monday in each month, remaining in session as many 
days as may be necessary, and may hold special meetings at the 
call of the Chairman. Meetings of the Board of Revenue shall be 
held at the court house in and for Jackson County. Action in the 
name and under the authority of the Board of Revenue may be 
taken by a majority of the Board of Revenue present and voting 
at any regular or special meeting provided at least a quorum is in 
attendance. A quorum shall consist of the Chairman and one other 
member or two members other than the Chairman. 

Section 6. The Board of. Revenue shall have the same pow¬ 
ers, duties, limitations, and responsibilities, insofar as they are con¬ 
sistent with other provisions of this act, as have courts of county 
commissioners in other counties of Alabama. It shall be the fur¬ 
ther duty of the Board of Revenue to publish before the fifteenth 
day of each succeeding month, in some newspaper published in the 
county, an itemized statement of the receipts and disbursements 
of all funds of Jackson County during each month and the balances 
remaining in each fund at the close of each month. Such itemized 
statement shall show each item paid and shall indicate to whom and 
for what purpose each item was paid. The compensation paid for 
the publication of such itemized statement shall not exceed one- 
and-one-half cents per word. If the Board of Revenue shall refuse 
to publish the itemized statement, each member thereof, including 
the Chairman, who votes against the ^blication shall be subject 
to a penalty of $50.00. If the Board ot Revenue otherwise fails 
without good cause to publish the itemized statement, each mem¬ 
ber thereof, including the Chairman, must on conviction be fined 
not more than $100.00 for each such failure. Such penalties and 
fines shall be collected upon suit brought by the circuit or county 
solicitor in the name of the county. 

Section 7. All purchases of, contracts for, or leases of per¬ 
sonal property, by or on behalf of the Board of Revenue of Jack-

son County, shall be made through the Division of Purchases and 
Stores of the Department of. Finance of the State of Alabama except 
as such purchases, contracts, or leases may be made at not greater 
cost through other means. However, in the event of an emer¬ 
gency making it necessary that personal property be purchased, 
leased, or contracted for without delay which would occur because 
of purchase, lease, or contract through the Division of Purchases 
and Stores, such purchase, lease, or contract may be made through 
other means. All purchases, leases, and contracts not made through 
the Division of Purchases and Stores, before payment of them can 
be made, shall be certified by the Division of Purchases and Stores: 
(1) either to have been made at cost not greater than that available 
by purchase, lease, or contract through the Division of Purchases 
and Stores; (2) or to have been made at reasonable cost in an 
emergency making it necessary to avoid delay, detrimental to the 
people of Jackson County, which would have been occasioned by 
purchase, lease, or contract through the Division of Purchases and 
Stores. The Chairman or any other member of the Board of 
Revenue and any employee of Jackson County shall not be directly 
or indirectly interested in any purchase of, contract for, or lease of 
personal property by or on behalf of Jackson County. 

Section 8. All purchases, leases, contracts for purchases, con¬ 
tracts, for work or labor, and contracts for the expenditure of 
money, by or on behalf of Jackson County, amounting to $100.00 
or more, in addition to full compliance with Section 7 of this act, 
shall have, in advance of their making, the approval of the Board 
of Revenue, which must appear on the minutes of the Board 
of. Revenue. However, in the event of an emergency necessitating 
that such purchases, leases, or contracts be made without delay 
which would be occasioned by the prior approval of the Board of 
Revenue, if the purchases, leases, or contracts are reported in writ¬ 
ing and in detail to the Board of Revenue within three days after 
their making by the person authorized to make the same, they 
may become valid and binding provided they meet the require¬ 
ments of Section 7 of this act. 

Section 9. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue is required 
to give his entire time and attention to the business of the Board 
of Revenue. He shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of the 
Board of Revenue and alLwarrants or orders for disbursements 
of moneys of the county arawn on the county treasury. It shall 
be the duty of the Chairman to receive and prepare the business 
of and to obtain information for meetings of. the Board of Reve¬ 
nue for the purpose of dispatching the work of the Board of Reve¬ 
nue. The Chairman shall see to the execution of all orders of 
the Board of Revenue. 

Section 10. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue shall em¬ 
ploy a Clerk, who shall give his entire time to the duties of his 
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office and who shall receive a compensation fixed by the Board of 
Revenue. The Clerk shall enter the minutes of all proceedings of 
the Board of Revenue in a well-bound book provided him for that 
purpose; the minute book shall be kept in the office of the Board 
of Revenue and shall be open to the inspection of citizens of 
Jackson County at all reasonable hours. The minutes of. the 
proceedings of the Board of Revenue shall be recorded by the Clerk 
in the minute book within five days from the adjournment of every 
regular or special meeting of the Board of Revenue. The Clerk 
shall present to the Board of Revenue at each regular meeting 
a list of all claims which have been filed against the county. He 
also shall keep a complete record of all receipts and disburse¬ 
ments of all county funds and must be prepared at all times to 
show the exact financial condition of the county. 

Section 11. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue may em¬ 
ploy a Supervisor of Roads and Bridges for Jackson County, sub¬ 
ject to the confirmation of the Board of Revenue, and pay him a 
salary, to be approved by the Board of Revenue, out of the Road 
and Bridge or Gas Fund of the county. The Supervisor of Roads 
and Bridges shall have the duty of supervising the constructing, 
repairing, and maintaining of roads and bridges in the county. He 
must have had not less than three years of practical experience in 
road building; he must be qualified otherwise to perform the work 
of his office; and he must be recommended by the State Highway 
Department. He shall have entire charge of the road and bridge 
employees of the county, including their selection, compensation, 
supervision and dismissal. No person employed by the Supervisor 
of Roads and Bridges shall be related to him or the Chairman or 
any other member of the Board of Revenue within the third degree 
of consanguinity, computed by the rules of civil law, by blood or 
marriage. Should the Supervisor of Roads and Bridges employ 
any such relative of him or the Chairman of any other member 
of the Board of Revenue, he shall be gilty of a misdemeanor and, 
on conviction, shall be fined not less than $100.00 and not more 
than $500.00. The Supervisor of Roads and Bridges shall give such 
bond as the Board of Revenue may require and shall be responsible 
to the Board of Revenue for his actions. He shall, with the advice 
of the Board of Revenue and subject to the provisions of Section 
7 of this act, purchase, lease and contract for all machinery, mate¬ 
rial, supplies, and equipment necessary in the discharge of his 
responsibility for the roads and bridges of Jackson County and 
shall be charged with the care and maintenance of such machinery, 
material, supplies, and equipment. All changes in roads and 
bridges in the county by or on behalf of Jackson County must 
be passed on by the Board of Revenue. 

Section 12. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue shall, from 
time to time, inspect the roads and bridges of Jackson County and,

with the advice and assistance of the other members of the Board 
of Revenue, generally supervise the work done thereon. For such 
inspection and supervision, he shall be paid reasonable expenses 
approved by the Board of Revenue. 

Section 13. This act shall be construed liberally. If. any sec¬ 
tion or part is declared invalid in its general or specific applica¬ 
tion, such declaration shall not affect the validity of other sections, 
parts, or applications. 

Section 14. All laws and parts of laws, general or local, in 
conflict with this act are hereby repealed to the extent of the 
conflict. 

Section 15. This act shall take effect July 1, 1946.

AN ACT 

To enlarge the corporate limits of the City of Anniston, Calhoun County, 

Alabama, 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That the following described property be and hereby is 
added to and made a part of the corporate limits of the City of 
Anniston, Calhoun County, Alabama: Beginning at the present 
City Limit line on the section line between sections 9 and 4, thence 
east along the south section line of section 4 507 fA feet more or 
less to the center of said section line, thence east along said sec¬ 
tion lines 310 feet, thence south 420 feet, thence west 310 feet to 
the middle section line of section 9, thence south along the middle 
section line 900 feet more or less to the quarter section line of 
section 9, thence east along said quarter section line 2640 feet 
more or less to the east boundary line of section 9, thence south 
along said east boundary line of section 9, a distance of 2640 feet 
more or less to the quarter section line of section 9, thence west 
along said quarter section line a distance of 2640 feet more or 
less to the center line of section 9, thence south 1320 feet more 
or less to the south boundary line of section 9, thence west along 
said section line 5280 feet more or less to the center of the south 
section line of section 8 and joining the present City Limit line 
at this point. Said land being located in Township 16, South and 
Range 8 East, Calhoun County, Alabama. 

2. That this act shall become effective immediately upon its 
approval by the governor.

AN ACT 

To amend an Act entitled “An Act to authorize Mobile County in this state, 
to increase its indebtedness for the purpose of constructing concrete or 
better than concrete surfaced public roads and concrete or better than 
concrete bridges in said county, and to issue bonds therefor and to levy 
and collect taxes on property in Mobile County to pay for the same, and 
to provide for and regulate the holding of elections by the qualified 
voters of Mobile County to authorize such increase of indebtedness, is¬ 
suance of bonds and levying taxes, and for ascertaining and declaring the 
results of such election, and regulating the sale of such bonds and the 
use of the proceeds of such sale, and repealing all acts in conflict with 
this Act” approved August 10, 1927 by amending Sections 7, 8, 8A, 10, 
16, 17, 18 and 32 to'read as hereinafter set out and to repeal all laws in 
conflict herewith. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 7 of an Act entitled “An Act to 
authorize Mobile County in this state, to increase its indebtedness 
for the purpose of constructing concrete or better than concrete 
surfaced public roads and concrete or better than concrete bridges 
in said county, and to issue bonds therefor and to levy and collect 
taxes on property in Mobile County to pay for the same, and to 
provide for and regulate the holding of elections by the qualified 
voters of Mobile County to authorize such increase of indebted¬ 
ness, issuance of bonds and levying taxes, and for ascertaining 
and declaring the results of such election, and regulating the sale 
of such bonds and the use of. the proceeds of such sale, and re¬ 
pealing all laws in conflict with this Act” approved August 10, 
1927, be and the same hereby is amended to read as # follows: 
“Section 7. The governing body of said county shall from time 
to time, determine what concrete surfaced or better than concrete 
surfaced public road or roads, and what concrete or better than 
concrete bridge or bridges are to be constructed or improved within 
said county under the terms of this Act. Concrete or better than 
concrete surfaced roads within the meaning of this Act, shall in¬ 
clude: (a) Portland Cement concrete paving; (b) Asphaltic con¬ 
crete paving, whether of standard specifications or of any patented 
modification thereof; (c) Sheet Asphalt paying whether of stand¬ 
ard specifications or of any patented modification thereof or rock 
or sand asphalt paving; (d) Any combination of asphaltic concrete 
and sheet asphalt or any combination or asphaltic concrete and 
rock asphalt; (e) Vitrified brick paving; and (f) Any other sur¬ 
face composed of bits of gravel, or broken stone or slag, in large 
and/or small fragments thoroughly mixed with or bonded to¬ 
gether with a cementing material such as asphalt, Portland Ce¬ 
ment, puzolian cement, or other cementing compound or com- 
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pounds and placed in such a manner as to create a surface of a 
definitely stable nature.” 

Section 2. That Section 8 of said Act be and the same hereby 
is amended so as to read as follows: “Section 8. The governing 
body of said county when first authorized as herein provided by a 
majority vote by ballot of the qualified voters of said county 
voting upon such proposition, may incur such additional indebted¬ 
ness and issue such additional bonds and levy such additional tax 
or taxes, by this Act authorized, either for the purpose of paying 
the entire cost of the construction or improvement of one or more 
concrete or better than concrete surfaced road or roads, and the 
bridges connected therewith, and one or more concrete or better 
than concrete bridge or bridges, or may incur such additional in¬ 
debtedness and issue such additional bonds and levy such addi¬ 
tional tax or taxes, under the terms of this Act, for the purpose 
of paying such part of such construction or improvement of State 
Highways numbered 6, 25 and 28, or any one or more of them as 
is not paid by the government of the United States of America 
or the Highway Department of the State of Alabama, or any 
other agency of the State of Alabama, and to that end may join 
with the United States of America or the State of Alabama, or 
both the United States of America and the State of Alabama, in 
the construction or improvement, and in paying for the construc¬ 
tion or improvement of any one or more of State Highways num¬ 
bered 6, 25 and 28, and the bridges connected therewith. If the 
County of Mobile joins with the Alabama Highway Department 
and the Federal Government or either of. them in paying part of 
the cost of construction or improvement of State Highways num¬ 
bered 6* 25 and 28 or any one or more of them, then the said 
work of construction shall be done under the control, direction 
and supervision of the State Highway Department of Alabama. 
The proceeds of all bonds authorized, issued and sold as in this 
Act provided, for the purpose of. paying any portion of the cost of 
the construction or improvement of State Highways numbered 6, 
25 and 28, or any one or more of such highways, shall, as soon as 
such proceeds are received by the County, be paid over by the 
treasurer of Mobile County forthwith into the State Treasury, for 
the use of the State Highway Commission of Alabama, in the con¬ 
struction of. such highway or highways. The State treasurer of 
the State of Alabama shall keep a record of all such monies so paid 
over to him by the treasurer of Mobile County, and shall disburse 
the same under orders of the State Highway Commission only in 
payment for part of the cost of the improvement, or construction 
of state highways numbered 6, 25 and 28, or any one or more of 
such highways. The governing body of said County when first 
authorized as herein provided by a majority vote by ballot of 
the qualified voters of said County voting upon such proposition, 
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may incur such additional indebtedness and issue such additional 
bonds and levy such additional tax or taxes, by this Act author¬ 
ized, for the purpose of paying such part of such construction or 
improvement of any road or roads, and bridge or bridges con¬ 
nected therewith, in Mobile County as are not paid by the Gov¬ 
ernment of the United States of America and/or the State of Ala¬ 
bama and/or any agency of either or both, and to that end may 
join with the United States of America and/or the State of Ala¬ 
bama and/or any agency of either or both in the construction or 
improvement and in paying for the construction or improvement 
of any one or more roads in Mobile County and bridge or bridges 
connected therewith. Should the governing body of said County 
exercise the authority last granted in this Section and join with 
the Government of the United States of America and/or the State 
of Alabama and/or any agency of either or both in the construc¬ 
tion and improvement of. a road or roads in Mobile County, and 
a bridge or bridges connected therewith, then the said work of 
construction shall be done, and the supervision and control thereof 
shall be, in accordance with the provisions of any Act of the 
Congress of the United States and/or the Legislature of Alabama 
authorizing and providing therefor, and/or any order or regula¬ 
tion issued pursuant thereto, and the proceeds of all bonds au¬ 
thorized, issued and sold as in this Act provided for the purpose 
of paying any part of the cost of the construction or improvement 
of such roads or any one or more of such roads shall be disbursed 
in such manner as shall be provided in such Act of the Congress 
of the United States and/or the State of Alabama and/or in any 
order or regulation issued pursuant thereto, if. provision therefor 
is made therein, otherwise, the proceeds of all said bonds shall be 
disbursed in the same manner as the proceeds of all other bonds au¬ 
thorized, issued and sold under the provisions of this Act, except 
for the construction or improvement of State Highways numbered 
6, 25 and 28 or any one or more of such highways. 

Section 3. That Section 8A of said Act be and the same is 
amended so as to read as follows: “Section 8A. The State High¬ 
way Department shall keep an accurate record of all monies of 
the county paid by the said County toward the cost of the con¬ 
struction of State Highways numbered 6, 25 and 28 or any one or 
more thereof, and the Highway Department of Alabama shall, as 
soon as state funds are available for such purpose, spend an equal 
amount of State Highway funds on the construction and improve¬ 
ment of such roads in Mobile County as may be agreed upon be¬ 
tween the State Highway Department and the governing body of 
Mobile County, such money to be in addition to such State High¬ 
way funds as would otherwise be alloted to be spent in Mobile 
County. When completed, all such state highways shall be main¬ 
tained by the State.” 
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Section 4. That Section 10 of said Act be and the same hereby 
is amended so as to read as follows: “Section 10. Before finally 
and formally adopting and agreeing upon any “improvement” (as 
the word “improvement” is hereinabove defined) the governing 
body of said County shall cause to be prepared by or under the 
direction of an engineer or engineering company or firm selected 
by said governing body (which engineer shall be an engineer of 
recognized reputation in paving matters, who shall be either a 
graduate of some institute of technology or other engineering 
school of recognized standing, with an additional eight years of 
practical experience, five of which must have been in responsible 
charge of work and who is registered and licensed to practice 
engineering under the laws of the State of Alabama, or in the 
event an engineering firm or company is selected by said govern¬ 
ing body, the officer or individual representing such firm or com¬ 
pany and who is in responsible charge of such work shall possess 
such requisites and qualifications), preliminary maps of the road 
or roads, bridge or bridges, proposed to be included in such im¬ 
provement, which maps shall show the approximate location and 
the proposed termini of each such “improvement”, together with 
a preliminary report of such engineer, describing the general char¬ 
acter of the materials to be used in the construction or improve¬ 
ment of each such road or bridge. Such report may set out and 
describe certain alternative types of. surfacing or paving, or other 
materials proposed to be used. Such report of such engineer shall 
also contain a preliminary estimate of the cost of each “improve¬ 
ment”, (as the word “improvement” is herein before defined), and 
an estimate of the time which it will take to complete the con¬ 
struction or improvement of each such “improvement”.” 

Section 5. That Section 16 of said Act be and the same 
hereby is amended so as to read as follows: • Section 16. The 
Chairman of the governing body of said county, or some other 
member of such body designated for that purpose by resolution 
of said bo£y, immediately after the passage by said body of the 
resolution calling such election, shall notify the Probate Judge, 
Clerk of the Circuit Court and the Sheriff of said County of the 
calling of such election. Such officers of said County, within ten 
days after receipt of such notice, shall appoint such election officers 
as may be prescribed by law for the holding of general elections 
to conduct said elections and all election officers so appointed 
shall possess the same qualifications as election officers serving 
in a general election.” 

Section 6. That Section 17 of said Act be and the same here¬ 
by is amended so as to read as follows: “Section 17. The Sheriff 
shall notify such election officers of their appointments and send 
out boxes, ballots and/or voting machines to the several beats, 
wards or polling precincts in the county.” 
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Section 7. That Section 18 of said Act be and the same hereby 
is amended so as to read as follows: “Section 18. All expenses 
for holding such election shall be paid out of the treasury of said 
county and the election officers serving in such election shall be 
entitled to the same compensation as election officers of a general 
election.” 

Section 8. That Section 32 of said Act be and the same hereby 
is amended so as to read as follows: “Section 32. All surveys, 
plans and specifications for and the supervision of the expendi¬ 
ture of funds provided by the incurring of additional indebtedness 
and the issuance of additional bonds authorized by elections held 
under the provisions of this Act, except such portion of such ex¬ 
penditures as shall be made in cooperation with the Alabama State 
Highway Commission or the Federal Government in the con¬ 
struction or improvement of State Highways numbered 6, 25 and 
28, or in cooperation with the Government of the United States 
of America and/or the State of Alabama and/or any agency of 
either or both where the Act of Congress and/or the Legislature 
of Alabama authorizing the undertaking of said work, or any order 
or regulation issued pursuant thereto, provides otherwise, shall be 
executed by and under the direction of an engineer or firm or 
company of engineers to be selected by said governing body and 
having the qualifications set out in Section 10 of this Act. 

Section 9. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 10. That this Act shall go into effect upon its enact¬ 
ment as is provided by law.

AN ACT 

To create and establish the County Court of Calhoun County, Alabama; to 
define its jurisdiction and powers; to invest it with the powers and 
jurisdiction heretofore exercised by the Calhoun County Court; to provide 
for the transfer of the cases from the dockets of the Calhoun County 
Court to the County Court of Calhoun County, Alabama; to abolish 
the Calhoun County Court; to abolish the office of justice of the peace 
in precincts 15 and 20; to provide for the officers of said court, their 
powers, duties, tenure and compensation; to prescribe rules of procedure 
for said court; and to provide for the execution of the process of said 
court and the operation thereof. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature oj Alabama: 

Section 1: That there is hereby created and established in 
and for the County of Calhoun, State of Alabama, a court which 
shall be known and called County Court of Calhoun County, which 
said court is hereby invested with and shall have and exercise in 
said county jurisdiction of all misdemeanors committed in said 
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county, concurrent in such misdemeanor cases with the jurisdiction 
now conferred, or which may be conferred, by law upon the Circuit 
Court, and said court shall have preliminary jurisdiction of all fel¬ 
onies committed in said county and of bastardy and peace proceed¬ 
ings in said county; and, in addition thereto, said court shall have 
and exercise original and exclusive jurisdiction in all juvenile and 
non-support cases arising in said county under titles 13 and 34 
of the Code of Alabama of 1940, and amendments and additions 
thereto, and shall have all of the powers therein conferred on the 
probate courts. Said court shall have the right and authority to 
hear and determine habeas corpus proceedings in criminal cases 
arising in said county. In all civil cases, otherwise cognizable in 
justice of the peace courts, and arising in precincts 15 and 20 of 
said county, or when the defendants reside in said precincts, the 
said court shall have and exercise the exclusive authority, juris¬ 
diction and powers which are now conferred, or which may be con¬ 
ferred by law upon the justices of the peace, and in all other 
precincts of said county said court shall have concurrent juris¬ 
diction with the respective justices of the peace. The said County 
Court of Calhoun County shall be invested with all powers, juris¬ 
diction and authority heretofore exercised by the Calhoun County 
Court, and said Calhoun County Court is hereby abolished. All 
cases therein pending shall be and hereby are transferred to said 
County Court of Calhoun County for further prosecution, and shall 
be proceeded upon as if originally instituted in such court. 

Section 2: The present Judge of the Calhoun County Court 
shall be the Judge of the County Court of Calhoun County, and 
shall hold such office until his present term expires, and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. His successor shall take office 
on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, 
and shall be elected by the qualified voters of Calhoun County, 
Alabama, at the general election held for state and county offices 
in the year 1946, and at the general election every four years there¬ 
after. The judge of said court shall have been a resident of Cal¬ 
houn County, Alabama, for at least one year next preceding his 
election or appointment and a qualified elector, and shall be at 
least twenty-five years of age and learned in the law. All vacancies 
in the office of Judge of said court shall be filled by appointment 
by the Governor of Alabama, and the person so appointed shall 
hold the office as provided by the Constitution of Alabama. The 
judge of said court shall not engage in the practice of law in qr 
out of the courts of Alabama. 

Section 3: The judge of said Court shall receive a salary of 
four thousand dollars per annum, payable monthly out of the coun¬ 
ty treasury, upon his warrant drawn upon the county treasurer. 
The judge of said court, before entering upon the duties of said 
office, shall take the oath of office in form required by law to be 
taken by judges of the circuit court of Alabama, which shall be 
recorded in the office of the probate judge, and a commission 
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shall be issued to him by the State as provided by law in other 
county offices. The said judge may be removed from office for the 
causes and in the manner now provided by law for the judges of 
the circuit court. The judge of said court may punish for con¬ 
tempt in cases where the judges of the circuit court can punish for 
contempt, by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars and by imprison¬ 
ment in the county jail not exceeding five days, one or both at the 
discretion of the said judge. The said judge shall have the right 
to issue and sign in his name any process or other paper of said 
court. The fees allowed by law for taking affidavits, acknowl¬ 
edgements and performing the rites of matrimony may be col¬ 
lected and retained by the said judge for his services. 

Section 4: The said court shall have a clerk who shall be 
appointed by and hold office at the pleasure of the judge of said 
court. The clerk shall issue all process of said court, keep a docket 
of the proceedings of said court, both civil and criminal, and certify 
all appeals and certioraries, and his duties shall be, generally, those 
performed by clerks of the circuit court. The said Clerk shall also 
have the power and authority to take affidavits and issue search 
warrants and warrants of arrests thereon, making same returnable 
to the said county court. The fees and costs allowed by law in 
civil cases to justices of the peace, constables, sheriffs and wit¬ 
nesses for services in the justice of the peace court shall be taxes 
and collected as provided by law in each civil case. In addition 
thereto, there shall be taxed and collected for the use of the coun¬ 
ty in each civil case docketed a trial fee of one dollar. In all crim¬ 
inal cases the fees and costs authorized by law to be taxed in 
the county courts of the State shall be taxed and collected in each 
criminal case tried or docketed in said court. The said Clerk shall be 
entitled to receive and retain as his compensation in criminal cases 
the same costs, fees and commissions allowed by law to clerks of 
the circuit court for like duties and services, and the amounts of 
the justices' fees, other than the one dollar trial tax, collected in 
all civil cases. The said clerk shall give bond, with good and 
sufficient sureties thereon, in the penal sum of five thousand dol¬ 
lars, payable to the State of Alabama and conditioned to faith* 
fully discharge the duties of such office, and to pay all monies to 
the proper authorities and persons to whom it is due, and to faith¬ 
fully account for all monies coming into his hands by virtue of 
his office, which bond shall be approved by the president of the 
County Commission or like governing body, and, together with 
his oath of office, filed in the office of the Probate Judge of Cal¬ 
houn County. The fees accruing to sheriffs, constables, witnesses 
and justices of the peace, when collected, shall be paid direct to 
those entitled to receive same, and all other fees and costs, except 
those the clerk is entitled to retain as his compensation, and all 
fines and forfeitures collected for the county shall be paid monthly 
by the said clerk to the County Treasurer. All fines, forfeitures 
and other monies collected by the clerk for the State of Alabama 
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shall be paid monthly by the said clerk to the State Treasurer. The 
said clerk shall have the right to appoint an assistant clerk at his 
own expense, whose acts shall be in the name of the clerk and for 
which the clerk shall be responsible. 

Section 5: The sheriff and constables of Calhoun County shall 
be the officers of said court, and shall execute all processes from 
said court and make the due return thereof, and all processes 
issued out of said court shall be addressed to any lawful officer of 
Calhoun County, Alabama. The Sheriff or his deputy shall be re¬ 
quired to attend on said court on trial days of criminal cases, for 
which he shall be paid as provided by law in county courts. In 
case of sickness or other absence of the constable, or whenever 
requested to do so by the judge, the Sheriff or his deputy shall be 
required to serve all processes of said court, receiving the legal 
fees therefor for his services. 

Section 6: In the event of sickness or necessary absence of 
the judge of said court, the presiding Judge of the Circuit Court 
of Calhoun County shall appoint a special judge to hold court dur¬ 
ing the absence of the regular judge, whose compensation shall be 
at the same rate as herein provided for the regular judge, and 
paid on his warrant drawn on the County Treasury. 

Section 7: It shall be the duty of the Deputy Solicitor for 
Calhoun County to prosecute in criminal cases in said court, and 
the same solicitor’s fees shall be taxed in misdemeanor cases in 
said court and in the same manner as is taxed for Circuit Solici¬ 
tors in similar cases in the circuit courts of the States. All coun¬ 
ty solicitor’s fees, when collected shall be paid into the County 
Treasury as other costs. 

Section 8: It shall be the duty of the County Commission or 
other governing body of said county to provide proper offices in 
the court house for said court, and to provide for the necessary 
accommodation therefor, and to provide said court with all neces¬ 
sary blanks, stationery, docket books, typewriter, phone and other 
articles and supplies which may be reasonably necessary for said 
court. 

Section 9: The rules and regulations governing justices of 
the peace courts shall apply as near as possible in all civil cases 
and the rules and regulations governing county courts shall apply 
as near as possible in all criminal cases, except as herein other¬ 
wise stated. All parties against whom judgments have been rend¬ 
ered shall have ten days within which to effect appeals to the 
circuit court. In all civil cases of judgment by default the judge 
may, at his discretion, set aside said judgment when requested to 
do so by the defendant within five days after such judgment is 
granted. In civil cases when an execution has been issued with¬ 
in twelve months after the rendition of judgment and has not been 
returned satisfied, an alias execution may be issued thereon at any 
time within six years from date of such judgment without a re¬ 
vival of the judgment. When a certificate of judgment has been 
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filed in the office of the Probate Judge within twelve months 
from the date of its rendition, execution may issue thereon at any 
time within six years from the date of such judgment, whether 
execution has been previously issued or not, and such recorded 
judgment shall be a lien on the property of the defendant as pro¬ 
vided by law in the circuit courts. In all suits brought for minors 
by their next friends in which judgments are obtained and the 
money or property paid or delivered into court, the said money or 
property may be paid or delivered to the next friend bringing the 
suit to be for the use and benefit of the minor, and the said next 
friend is authorized to receipt the court record for same, which 
shall be binding on said minor. Warrants may be issued by jus¬ 
tices of the peace in said county returnable to said court for any 
indictable offense, including peace and bastardy proceedings and 
non-support cases. 

Section 10: There shall be no justices of the peace nor notary 
public with powers of justice of the peace elected or appointed for 
precinct 15 and 20 of said county, and the office of justice of the 
peace for said precincts is hereby abolished. 

Section 11: All laws, local or general, in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of this act are, in so far as they conflict with the provisions 
of this act, hereby repealed. 

Section 12: Should any section, or any part thereof, of this 
act be held unconstitutional, it shall in no wise effect any other 
section or part thereof, each section having been passed by the 
Legislature separately. 

Section 13 : This act shall take effect immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To authorize the governing body of Madison County, Alabama, to impose 
an excise tax on persons, corporations, copartnerships, companies, agen¬ 
cies^ and associations engaged in the business of selling, distributing, 
storing or withdrawing from storage, for any purpose whatever, gaso¬ 
line or other liquid motor fuel or devices or substitutes therefor in said 
County; to provide for the collection and payment of such tax and to 
provide the distribution and the use of the funds derived therefrom; to 
authorize the governing body of such County to make reasonable 
rules and regulations for the collection of such tax, and to provide the 
enforcement of this Act and to fix the penalty for the violation of any 
provision of this Act and of the rules and regulations prescribed by 
the governing body of such County for the collection of such tax. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The term “gasoline” as used in this Act shall in¬ 
clude gasoline, naptha and other liquid motor fuels or any device 
or substitute therefor commonly used in internal combustion en- 
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gines, provided, that nothing contained in this Act shall apply 
to those products commonly known as kerosene oil, fuel oil, and 
crude oil used for lighting or heating purposes. The term “person” 
means and includes every person, corporation, copartnership, com¬ 
pany, agency, or association, singular or plural. The term “distrib¬ 
utor” shall include any person who shall engage in the selling of 
gasoline as herein defined in Madison County, by wholesale, in 
domestic trade, but shall not apply to any transaction by such dis¬ 
tributor in interstate commerce. The term “retail dealer” shall 
include any person herein defined as the distributor who is also 
engaged in the sale of gasoline as herein defined at any place in 
Madison County in broken quantities. The term “store” as used 
herein shall include any person who ships gasoline into Madison 
Counfy in tank quantities and stores the same and withdraws or 
uses same for any purpose. 

Section II. The governing body of Madison County, Alabama, 
may impose an excise tax of not exceeding 3c per gallon on persons, 
corporations, copartnerships, companies, agencies or associations 
engaged in the business of selling, distributing, storing, or with¬ 
drawing from storage for any purpose whatever, gasoline or other 
liquid motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in Madison 
County, Alabama, and to require every distributor, retail dealer or 
storer of gasoline as herein defined to pay an excise tax of 3c per 
gallon upon the selling, distributing or withdrawing from storage 
for any use, gasoline as herein defined in Madison County, Ala¬ 
bama ; provided, that the excise tax levied by this Act shall not be 
levied upon the sale of gasoline in interstate commerce, and pro¬ 
vided further that if the excise tax imposed by this Act upon the 
sale of such gasoline shall have been paid by a distributor or by a 
retail dealer or storer, such payment shall be sufficient, the in¬ 
tention being that the tax shall be paid but once. The excise tax 
imposed by this Act shall apply to persons, firms, corporations, 
dealers or distributors, storing gasoline and distributing same or 
allowing the same to be withdrawn from storage, whether such 
withdrawl be for sale or other use, provided that sellers of gaso¬ 
line and its substitutes paying the tax herein provided may pay 
the same computed and paid on the basis of their sales as herein¬ 
after required, and storers and distributors shall compute and pay 
such tax on the basis of their withdrawals or distributions. The 
tax herein imposed shall be in addition to any and all excise or 
other taxes imposed by the State of Alabama or any other agency 
or subdivision of the State of Alabama, on gasoline, naptha, and 
other liquid motor fuels or any device or substitute therefor, or 
on the business of selling, distributing, storing or withdrawing 
from storage for any purpose gasoline as herein defined. Every 
distributor, storer or retail dealer as defined in Section 1 of this 
Act shall be exempted from the payment of said excise tax on with¬ 
drawals from storage which are for the purpose to resale, or reship¬ 
ment to points outside of said County; provided, however, that to 
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obtain such exemption such distributor, storer or retail dealer en¬ 
titled to such exemption shall furnish to the governing- body of 
said County, a sworn, written statement on the 20th day of each 
and every month showing a full, true and accurate total of sales 
to each reseller or consumer outside of said County. 

Section III. On or before the 20th day of each month after 
the passage of this Act, every person upon whom the excise tax 
is levied shall render to the governing body of such County on 
forms prescribed by such governing body a true and correct state¬ 
ment of all sales and withdrawals of gasoline liable for payment 
of the excise tax imposed by this Act, and made by him or them 
during the next preceding month, and shall furnish to said govern¬ 
ing body such additional information as such governing body may 
require upon blanks to be formulated and furnished by said govern¬ 
ing body, and at the time of making such report shall pay to said 
governing body the excise tax levied by this Act and upon such 
sales and withdrawals. The statement herein required to be made 
by the distributor, storer or retail dealer shall be sworn to before 
some officer authorized to administer oaths, and any false state¬ 
ment sworn to shall constitute perjury, and upon conviction there¬ 
upon the person so convicted shall be punished as provided by law 
for the crime of perjury. 

Section IV. All distributors, storers or retail dealers shall keep 
for not less than two years within the State of Alabama at some 
certain place or office such books, documents or papers as will 
clearly show the amount of sales or withdrawals of gasoline made 
in Madison County taxed under this Act. 

Section V. Within thirty days after any tax shall have been 
levied under authority of this Act every distributor, storer or re¬ 
tail dealer engaged in the sale or withdrawal of gasoline in Madi¬ 
son County shall make a report on blanks furnished under Section 
III hereof to the governing body of said County, showing the 
place and post office address at which he is engaged in the busi¬ 
ness of distributor or storer or retail dealer in gasoline within said 
County, which information shall be entered by the governing body 
of said County on a book kept for that purpose, and should such 
distributor, storer or retailer dealer move his place of business 
from one business address to another, such distributor, storer or 
retail dealer shall within thirty days thereafter notify the said gov¬ 
erning body of such removal, giving the former place and post 
office address and also the place and post office address to which 
his place of business has been removed. After the tax imposed 
under this Act has become effective, no person shall become a 
distributor, storer or retail dealer of gasoline in said County un¬ 
til he shall have made such reports to the said governing body. 

Section VI. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer in gasoline 
in said County shall fail to make the reports or any of them as re¬ 
quired, in any provision of this Act, or shall fail to comply with 
any regulation adopted for the collection of said tax by the govern- 
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ing body of said County, within the time required to make such 
reports, or shall fail to pay the tax imposed within the time fixed 
for the payment thereof, said distributor, storer or retail dealer 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon the conviction there¬ 
of shall be fined not less than $50.00 nor more than $300.00 for 
each offense. 

Section VII. It shall be the duty of the governing body of 
said County to enforce the provisions of this Act upon its im¬ 
posing the tax hereunder, and it shall have the right itself, or its 
members or its agents, to examine the books, reports and accounts 
of every distributor, storer or retail dealer of gasoline on which 
such tax has been imposed and to make any and all rules and reg¬ 
ulations necessary and proper for the collection of such tax. 

Section VIII. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer in gaso¬ 
line shall fail to make monthly reports or shall fail to pay the tax 
imposed under the authority of this Act, the tax shall be deemed 
delinquent within the meaning of this Act and there shall be added 
to the amount of his tax a penalty of 25%, provided, if in the 
opinion of the governing body of the said County a good and 
sufficient cause and reason is shown for such delinquency, the 
penalty may be remitted. The said governing body shall be au¬ 
thorized and empowered to make returns for delinquent tax payers 
upon such information as it may reasonably obtain and add to 
that the penalty as prescribed by this Act. If any person shall 
be delinquent in the payment of any tax imposed by this Act, 
the governing body of said County shall issue execution for the 
collection of the same, directed to any sheriff of the State of Ala¬ 
bama, who shall proceed to collect the same in the manner now 
provided by law for the collection of delinquent taxes by the 
County Tax Collector, and make return of such execution to the 
governing body issuing the same. The tax herein authorized to 
to be levied and the penalty herein provided for, shall be held as 
a debt payable to the County of Madison by the person against 
whom the same shall have been imposed or against whom the 
penalties shall have accrued, and all such taxes and penalties shall 
be a lien upon the property in said County and elsewhere in this 
State of the person against whom said tax shall have been im¬ 
posed and the penalties shall have accrued. 

Section IX. The acceptance of any amount paid for the excise 
tax imposed under this Act §hall not preclude the collection of the 
amount actually due. However, the amount actually paid shall 
constitute a credit against the amount actually due. 

Section X. Any distributor, storer or retail dealer who shall 
violate any provision of this Act or who shall fail to comply with 
any reasonable rule or regulation promulgated hereunder may be 
restrained by proper legal proceedings from distributing, selling, 
storing or withdrawing from storage any gasoline, the sale or with¬ 
drawal of which is taxable, until such person or persons shall have 
complied with the provisions of this Act. Such proceedings shall 
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be instituted in the name of said County by such counsel as the 
governing body of said County shall direct.. 

Section XI. Each agent of any railroad company, bus or 
truck operator or other transportation company or agency operat¬ 
ing in Madison County shall report to the governing body of said 
County on the first day of October, January, April and July of 
each year all shipments of gasoline as defined in this Act or sub¬ 
stitutes therefor handled by him or through the station or office 
at which he is agent, and delivered to any person in Madison 
County, Alabama, during the preceding three months, giving the 
names and addresses of the consignor or consignee shipping and 
receiving said gasoline or substitute therefor and the number of 
gallons or pounds contained in each and every shipment. 

Section XII. The proceeds of the excise tax authorized in 
this Act, when collected by the governing body of Madison Coun¬ 
ty as above authorized, shall be paid into the Special Buildings, 
Bridges and Road Fund of Madison County, Alabama, and shall 
be used exclusively for the construction, building, maintenance and 
repair of the public roads, public buildings and bridges of Madison 
County, Alabama. 

Section XIII. The Board of County Commissioners of Madi¬ 
son County, Alabama, shall be charged with the duty of seeing 
that the ^provisions of this Act are properly enforced, and the said 
Board of County Commissioners of Madison County, Alabama, is 
authorized and empowered to employ such clerical help and inspec¬ 
tors, and fix the rate of pay, as may be necessary in aiding them 
in the enforcement of the provisions of this Act; the salary of 
such clerical help and inspectors, and other necessary expense 
of enforcing this Act, shall be paid from the Special Buildings, 
Bridges and Road Fund of Madison County, Alabama. 

Section XIV. Should any section, paragraph or portion of this 
Act be declared unconstitutional it shall not invalidate the remain¬ 
ing sections, paragraphs or portions hereof. 

Section XV. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act 
be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section XVI. This Act shall go into effect on the first day of 
the month after its passage and approval by the Governor or is 
otherwise enacted into law.

That the Board of Revenue of Marengo County, 
Alabama, is hereby authorized and empowered to appropriate and 
allot not more than $10,000.00 to be used in the construction of 
live stock barns and facilities for the purpose of encouraging, de¬ 
veloping and improving the live stock industry in Marengo Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, and for the purpose of matching other funds that 
may be appropriated or alloted, either by the State of Alabama or 
the United States, for similar objects and purposes. 

Section 2: That this Act shall become effective upon its pas¬ 
sage and approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a 
law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 157 of Title 62 of the 1940 Code of Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 157 of Title 62 of, the 1940 Code of 
Alabama be and the same is amended so as to read as follows : 
Section 157. COUNTY TO FURNISH AUTOMOBILE AND 
ITS UPKEEP. No person who is a member of the governing 
body of the county shall be provided at the expense of the county 
with a passenger automobile for either the public, private or official 
use of such person. It shall be unlawful for such person to buy 
gasoline or other motor fuel or motor oil or automobile acces¬ 
sories, including tires, from the, county. It shall be unlawful 
for such person to receive from the county an allowance in money 
or other thing if value in lieu of expenses incurred or to be in¬ 
curred by such person for automobile transportation for himself 
or any other person whomsoever. Provided, however, the county 
shall, commencing on or after the 1st of July 1945, provide the 
county commission with one passenger automobile for the use of 
the county commission or the members thereof, for use on official 
business, and the said car shall be serviced by the county. The 
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official certificate or resolution of the county commission shall be 
sufficient authority to the purchasing agent of the county to pur¬ 
chase such automobile and to the treasurer of the county to pay 
for said car, and for payment of the expenses of its upkeep. The 
said car must be marked in such manner that it shall be known 
as the county’s official car. 

Section 2. Any laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its being approved by the governor or its otherwise becoming a 
law.

AN ACT 

To regulate the purchase of, contracts for, and leases of personal property 
for which Shelby County is liable, amounting to $50.00 or more, by 
or on behalf of the County, or any office, department, or agency thereof. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Any purchase of, contract for, or lease of per¬ 
sonal property which amounts to $50.00 or more, by or on behalf 
of Shelby County, or any office, department or agency thereof, 
for which the County if liable, shall be negotiated in the following 
manner. The official or employee of the County desiring to make 
a purchase of, contract for, or lease, of personal property shall 
make a requisition for such purchase, contract, or lease to the 
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Chairman of the Board of Revenue, under such rules and regula¬ 
tions as the Board shall determine, at least three days prior to 
a regular, special, or called meeting of the Board. At the meeting, 
the Board of Revenue shall approve or disapprove the requisition. 
Within five days after the approval of a requisition by the Board 
of Revenue, the Chairman of the Board shall apply for bids on the 
purchase, contract, or lease, requisitioned, by posting a copy of 
the requisition on a bulletin board to be placed, or caused to be 
placed, by the Board of Revenue, for that purpose, immediately 
outside the office of the Board of Revenue, at a place readily 
available to the attention of the public, and by such other means 
as the Chairman may deem advisable. Bids upon the requisition 
must be in writing, placed in sealed envelopes, and submitted to 
the Chairman of the Board of Revenue not less than five days be¬ 
fore the next regular, special or called meeting of the Board of 
Revenue after the said copy of requisition shall have been posted 
as heretofore set,out for a period of not less than ten days, and 
shall be in such form as the Board may prescribe. At the meet¬ 
ing of the Board of Revenue following the receipt of the bids by 
the Chairman, the bids shall be opened in the presence of all mem¬ 
bers attending the meeting, and the lowest offer by a responsible 
bidder for the sale of, contract for, or lease, of the desired per¬ 
sonal property, shall be accepted, and an order placed therefor; 
provided, however, that the Board may reject any and all bids, 
whenever in their opinion they have not received a fair and reason¬ 
able bid. In cases of emergency, the Board of Revenue shall have 
authority to make purchase of, contracts for, and leases, of per¬ 
sonal property without calling for competitive bids as herein pres¬ 
cribed; the circumstances calling for such emergency purchases, 
contracts, and leases, must be entered in full upon the minutes 
of the Board. 

Section 2. Claims against Shelby County for purchases, con¬ 
tracts, and leases, not effected according to the provisions of this 
act shall not be allowed or paid, Purchases of, contracts for, and 
leases, of personal property by the Board of Revenue, or any mem¬ 
ber thereof, shall be subject to all of the provisions of this act, 
except that requisitions by the Board on its own account be drawn 
and approved at any meeting, notwithstanding the requirement 
hereinabove set out that requisitions be submitted to the Chair¬ 
man of the Board at least three days prior to the regular meeting 
at which they are considered. 

Section 3. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed to the extent of the con¬ 
flict. Act No. 37, approved March 9, 1933, Local Acts, Special 
Session, 1933, page 19, is hereby expressly repealed.

When so de¬ 
manded, the Clerk or his deputy or assistant or other person designated 
by the Judge presiding, shall furnish all parties with a list of twenty-four 
competent jurors in attendance upon the court in all cases except in 
capital cases, and in capital cases shall furnish all parties with a list of 
thirty-six competent jurors in attendance upon the court; and from such 
lists so furnished a jury must be obtained by the prosecution striking 
first from the list the name of one juror, and the defendant striking 
from the list the name of one juror and thereafter continuing to strike 
off one name alternately until twelve jurors remain on the list, and 
these twelve thus selected shall be the jury charged with the trial of 
the case. Sec. 222. Jurors obtained from those in attendance . The 
twenty-four, or thirty-six, jurors shall be obtained from all the jurors 
then in attendance upon the court and who at the time are readily and 
presently available for the trial of the case in such manner but without 
selection of names as the judge of such courts may prescribe by rule 
of court, or if no such rule is provided, then in such manner, but with¬ 
out selection of names, as ordered by the judge presiding on the trial 
of the case. In the event neither the prosecution nor any defendant de¬ 
mands a struck jury, the court shall obtain without selection of names, 
twelve competent jurors from the jurors then in attendance upon the 
court, and readily available for the trial, which said twelve jurors shall 
try the case. Sec. 226. No special venire in capital cases. No special 
venire shall be ordered or drawn for the trial or trials of a defendant 
or defendants in capital felonies, but a defendant or defendants in capi¬ 
tal felony cases shall be entitled to strike from a list of thirty-six com¬ 
petent jurors obtained from the regular juries in the court.
